FIRST  DAY. 

Sewanee,  Tenn.,  Saturday,  June  25,  1904. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the 
South  inaugurated'  its  Annual  Meeting  by  a  service 
in  St.  Augustine's  Chapel,  at  9  a.  m.,  in  memory  of 
the  late  Chancellor,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Thomas  Under- 
wood Dudley,  D.D.,  D.C.L.,  LL.D.,  Bishop  of  Ken- 
tucky. The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  by  the 
Senior  Bishop  of  the  Board  and  Presiding  Bishop  of 
the  Church,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Daniel  S.  Turtle,  D.D.,  Bish- 
op of  Missouri,  assisted  in  the  services  by  the  Bishop 
of  Louisiana,  the  Bishop  of  Florida  and  the  Bishop  of 
South  Carolina. 

Memorial  addresses  were  made  by  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Daniel  S.  Tuttle,  D.D.,  in  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees; by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Geo.  W.  Peterkin,  D.D.,  Bishop 
of  West  Virginia,  in  behalf  of  the  General  Church, 
and  by  the  Rev.  Wm.  P.  DuBose,  S.T.D.,  in  behalf  of 
the  Faculty  of  the  University  of  the  South. 

The  Board  met  at  11  a.  m.,  in  the  Walsh  Memo- 
rial Hall,  and  was  called  to  order  by  the  Senior  Bishop 
present,  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Missouri. 
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The  roll  was  called  and  the  following  members 
were  found  present:

The  Secretary  announced  the  presence  of  a  consti- 
tutional quorum,  and  the  Board  was  declared  duly 
organized. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  no  certificate  of  elec- 
tion had  been  received  from  the  Diocese  of  Dallas. 

The  Chair  called  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  the 
necessity  of  the  election  of  President  of  the  Board 
pro  tempore,  as  required  by  Art.  IV  of  Constitution, 
and  called  for  nominations  for  said  Chairman. 

The  Bishop  of  Florida  nominated  the  Rt.  Rev.  Elli- 
son Capers,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  South  Carolina,  as  Presi- 
dent pro  tempore. 

There  were  no  further  nominations  and  the  Bishop 
of  South  Carolina  was  elected  by  a  unanimous  viva 
voce  vote. 
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The  term  of  office  of  the  Secretary  having  expired, 
nominations  as  Secretary  were  called  for. 

Mr.  Henry  H.  Ingersoll  nominated  the  Rev.  Jas.  G. 
Glass  for  re-election. 

There  were  no  further  nominations.  On  motion 
the  Bishop  of  Florida  was  requested  to  cast  the  unani- 
mous ballot  for  the  nominee.  The  ballot  was  cast  and 
he  was  declared  duly  elected  Secretary  for  the  term 
of  three  years. 

The  Rev.  Hudson  Stuck  reported  himself  as  the 
clerical  Trustee  elected  by  the  Diocese  of  Dallas  at  its 
recent  Council. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Spearing  moved  that  Mr.  Stuck  be 
accorded  his  seat  as  a  hold-over  Trustee  until  such 
time  as  his  certificate  of  membership  be  received  by 
the  Secretary,  according  to  the  provisions  of  Article 

11  of  the  Constitution. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Reese  moved  as  a  substitute  that  the 
matter  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Credentials. 

On  motion  the  substitute  was  carried  and  the  mat- 
ter so  referred. 

The  Bishop  of  Mississippi  moved  that  the  Bishop 
of  West  Virginia,  who  was  present  on  the  mountain, 
be  invited  to  a  seat  at  the  sessions  of  the  Board.  The 
motion  was  carried,  and  the  Bishop  of  Mississippi  was 
requested  to  inform  the  Bishop  of  West  Virginia  of 
the  action  of  the  Board. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee  a  recess 
was  taken  until  4  p.  m. 
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\,  4  P.  M. 

The  Board  reassembled. 

The  Chairman  appointed  the  Rev.  Dr.  Reese  and 
Mr.  Ingersoll  on  the  Committee  on  Credentials. 

Messrs.  Harrison  and  Cox  were  appointed  by  the 
Chair  as  a  committee  to  notify  the  Vice  Chancellor 
that  the  Board  was  ready  to  hear  his  report. 

The  Bishop  of  Mississippi  moved  the  following 
resolution,  which  was  carried: 

Resolved,  That,  beginning  on  Monday  next  (June  27),  the 
meetings  of  this  Board  be  held  until  adjournment  from  9 
a.  m.  to  1  p.  m.,  and  from  3  p.  m.  to  5  p.  m. 

The  Bishop  of  Mississippi  moved  to  proceed  to  the 
election  of  members  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Spearing  raised  the  point  of  order 
that  it  was  not  competent  for  the  Board  to  proceed 
with  its  routine  work  until  a  permanent  Chairman  had 
been  elected,  and  the  Chair  sustained  him  in  his  point. 

An  election  for  Chancellor  was  entered  upon. 
^"The  Bishop  of  Florida  nominated  as  Chancellor, 
to  fill  the  unexpired  term,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Ellison  Capers, 
D.D.,  Bishop  of  South  Carolina. 

The  Bishop  of  Mississippi  seconded  the  nomination. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Stuck  asked  the  Chair  to  rule  on  his 
right  to  speak  as  a  Trustee,  and  the  Chair  ruled  that 
under  the  Constitution  he  was  entitled  to  a  seat  and 
vote  in  the  Board. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Stuck  nominated  the  Rt.  Rev.  T.  F. 
Gailor,  D.D.,  as  Chancellor. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Reese  appealed  from  the  decision  of 
the  Chair  with  regard  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stuck's  right 
to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Board. 
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After  considerable  discussion  the  Chairman,  on  re- 
quest, withdrew  his  decision,  and  requested  the  'Com- 
mittee on  Credentials  to  report  on  the  matter  as  soon 
as  possible. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Reese  reported  as  follows,  for  the 
Committee  on  Credentials : 

The  undersigned,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials, 
concerning  the  membership  on  the  Board  from  the  Diocese  of 
Dallas,  respectfully  submits  that  being  credibly  informed  that 
the  Convention  of  the  said  Diocese  held  an  election  of  trustees 
at  its  late  meeting  in  1904,  to  succeed  three  trustees  whose 
term  of  office  expires  with  this  year;  and  inasmuch  as  no 
credentials  of  the  said  trustees,  so  reported  to  have  been 
elected,  have  been  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  this  Board. 

That  the  provision  of  the  Constitution  in  Article  II  pro- 
viding that  trustees  "shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of 
three  years,  or  until  their  successors  shall  have  been  ap- 
pointed," cannot  be  held  to  apply  to  the  present  instance  with- 
out establishing  a  dangerous  precedent  and  a  lax  method  of 
determining  the  qualifications  of  its  members,  he  therefore 
begs  to  submit  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  be  discharged  from  further 

consideration  of  the  subject.  _

Mr.  Ingersoll,  as  a  member  of  the  committee,  of- 
fered the  following  report  and  moved  the  adoption 
of  the  resolution  appended  thereto  as  a  substitute  for 
the  resolution  offered  by  Dr.  Reese: 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South: 

The  junior  member  of  Committee  on  Credentials  concern- 
ing the  membership  on  the  Board  from  the  Diocese  of  Dallas 
reports : 

1.  That  the  clerical  and  lay  members  of  this  Board,  at  its 
annual  meeting  in  1003,  were  Rev.  Hudson  Stuck  and  Messrs. 
T.  W.  Scollard  and  F.  E.  Shoup. 
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2.  That  no  credentials  are  presented  to  this  meeting  of  the 
Board  showing  any  election  of  Trustees  in  that  Diocese  since 
the  last  annual  meeting. 

3.  That  in  that  state  of  affairs  those  who  were  members  in 
1903  are  still  members  of  this  Board,  to  wit:  Rev.  Mr.  Stuck 
and:  Messrs.  Scollard  and  Shoup  aforesaid. 

Resolved,  That  the  above  report  be  adopted  by  the  Board.

The  substitute  resolution  was  adopted,  and  the  Sec- 
retary instructed  to  place  upon  the  roll  as  the  Trus- 
tees from  the  Diocese  of  Dallas  the  names  of  the  Rev. 
Hudson  Stuck  and  Messrs.  T.  W.  Scollard  and  F.  E. 
Shoup. 

The  Board  returned  to  the  matter  under  discussion, 
namely,  the  election  of  a  Chancellor. 

The  Bishop  of  South  Carolina  was  again  nominated 
by  the  Bishop  of  Florida,  and  the  nomination  was 
seconded  by  the  Bishop  of  Mississippi. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  of  Tennessee  was  again  nom- 
inated. 

An  election  was  entered  into  and  a  vote  by  orders 
was  taken. 

The  Bishop  of '  Mississippi  was  appointed  teller 
for  the  vote  of  the  Bishops,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Stewart  McQueen,  L.  S.  Bates  and  Mr.  Hardwick 
Ruth  appointed  tellers  for  the  clerical  and  lay  vote. 

The  Bishop  of  Missouri  was  called  to  the  chair. 

The  Bishop  of  Mississippi  reported  for  the  tellers 
as  follows : 

Ten  votes  cast  by  the  Bishops;  of  these  the  Bishop 
of  South  Carolina  received  9,  the  Bishop  of  Tennes- 
see 1. 
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Twenty-two  votes  cast  by  the  clergy  and  laity;  of 
these  the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina  received  13,  the 
Bishop  of  Tennessee  8,  and  the  Bishop  of  Louisiana  1. 

The  Chair  declared  the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina 
elected  by  a  concurrent  majority  vote  of  both  orders. 

The  Bishop  of  Tennessee  promptly  moved,  and  the 
motion  was  carried,  that  the  vote  be  made  unanimous 
by  a  rising  vote. 

The  Bishop  of  South  Carolina  accepted  his  election 
as  Chancellor  for  the  unexpired  term.

Monday,  June  27,  1904. 

The  Board  met  at  9  a.  m.  and  was  called  to  order 
by  the  Chancellor. 

The  meeting-  was  opened  with  prayer. 

Mr.  W.  W.  Lumpkin,  Trustee  from  South  Caro- 
lina, appeared  and  took  his  seat. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  day's  sessions  were 
read  and  approved. 

Mr.  Fairbanks,  for  the  committee  appointed  to  have 
the  Digest  printed,  which  was  adopted  at  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Board,  reported  as  follows  and  the  re- 
port was  received: 

Your  committee  beg  to  report : 

That  they  have  had  300  copies  of  the  Digest  printed  and 
interleaved  as  directed  by  the  resolution  of  the  Board,  and 
have  furnished  copies  of  the  same  to  the  members  of  the 
Board. 

Mr.  Fairbanks  offered  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  adopted: 
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Resolved,  That  the  Vice  Chancellor  be  directed  to  procure 
a  suitable  book  in  which  shall  be  recorded  all  gifts  and  bene- 
factions made  to  the  University  or  any  of  its  departments 
hitherto  or  which  may  be  hereafter  made.

The  Vice  Chancellor  appeared  and  read  his  Annual 
Report.     (See  Appendix  I.) 

On  motion  the  various  portions  of  the  report  re- 
quiring reference  were  referred  to  the  several  stand- 
ing committees,  and  the  unassigned  portions  referred 
to  a  special  committee. 
_j  On  motion  of  Mr.  Ingersoll  the  following  resolu- 

tion was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  special  matters  upon  which  the  Vice 
Chancellor  asks  the  action  of  this  Board  touching  the  pro- 
posed new  chapel  be  referred  to  a  special  committee  of  five  to 
be  appointed  by  the  Chancellor,  which  committee  shall  report 
to  the  Board  at  n  a.  m.  to-morrow,  when  it  shall  be  the 
special  order  of  business  of  the  Board. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted,  on  motion  of 
the  Bishop  of  Mississippi: 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  seven  members  of  this 
Board,  of  whom  the  Chancellor  shall  be  one,  be  appointed  to 
co-operate  with  the  Vice  Chancellor  and  a  similar  committee 
of  the  Faculty,  in  order  to  arrange  for  the  semi-centennial 
celebration. 

Mr.  Fairbanks,  Secretary  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, read  the  report  of  said  committee,  which,  on 

motion,  was  received,  as  follows:

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The  committee  met  on  June  25,  1903,  pursuant  to  the  call 
of  the  Chancellor.    Present : 

The  Rt  Rev.  T.  U.  Dudley,  LL.D.,  chairman;  Rt.  Rev. 
Davis  Sessums,  D.D.;  Rt.  Rev.  C.  K.  Nelson,  D.D.;  Rev. 
F.  J.  Murdoch,  D.D.;  Rev.  F.  F.  Reese,  D.D.;  and  Messrs. 
John  D.  Shaffer  arid  George  R.  Fairbanks,  constituting  a 
quorum  df  said  committee. 

The  Vice  Chancellor  being  present  nominated  St.  George 
Lcaktn  Sioussat,  Ph.D.,  for  the  chair  of  History  and  Eco- 
nomics, who  was  unanimously  elected  to  fill  that  chair,  with 
a  salary  of  $1,500  per  annum. 

The  Vice  Chancellor  informed  the  committee  that  he  had 
given  Prof.  E.  H.  Babbitt  leave  of  absence  for  two  months 
and  had  employed  Prof.  G.  L.  Swiggett  to  fill  his  chair  for  two 
months  with  a  salary  of  $150  per  month,  which  action  was,  on 
motion,  approved  and  the  Vice  Chancellor  authorized  to  con- 
tinue his  employment  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board,  if 
deemed  advisable,  at  the  rate  of  $1,500  per  year. 

The  Vice  Chancellor  informed  the  committee  that  Prof. 
B.  J.  Ramage  would  leave  at  the  end  of  next  term.  On 
motion, 

Resolved,  That  the  Vice  Chancellor  be  authorized  to  em- 
ploy an  instructor  in  the  Law  Department  at  a  salary  not 
exceeding  $1,000  per  annum. 

Resolved,  That  $50  be  appropriated  for  the  purchasing  of 
books  in  the  English  Department  and  also  $50  for  the  De- 
partment of  History,  under  the  direction  of  the  Vice  Chan- 
cellor. 

The  Bishop  of  Florida  was  nominated  and  elected  as  the 
preacher  of  the  Baccalaureate  Sermon  in  1904,  and  Rev.  Dr. 
Bratton  and  Rev.  Dr.  Beckwith  as  alternates. 

Edward  M.  Shepherd  was  nominated  and  elected  as  orator 
for  1904,  and  Chief  Justice  of  Delaware  as  alternate. 

Wednesday,  January  20th,  was  appointed  for  the  next 
regular  meeting  of  the  committee  at  Sewanee,  but  owing  to 
unavoidable  hindrances  no  meeting  was  held. 

The  committee  met  on  June  25,  1904,  there  being  a  quorum, 
and  approved  the  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting,  and  di- 
rected the  Secretary  to  present  the  same  to  the  Board. 
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They  also  ordered  the  following  rriitttite  regarding  the  death 
of  the  Rt.  Rev.  T.  U.  Dudley,  LL.D.,  D.C.L.,  ex  officio  chair- 
man of  the  Executive"  Committee: 

The  Executive  Committee,  in  submitting  to  the  Board  this 
/  annual  report,  are  necessarily  impelled  to  make  record  of  the 

profound  loss  the  University  has  sustained  during  the  past 

year  in  the  lamented  death  of  the  beloved  and  distinguished 

Chancellor,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  T.  U.  Dudley,  Bishop  of  Ken- 

'    .  tucky,  ex  officio  chairman  of  this  Executive  Committee;  and 

in  making  this  record  for  preservation  upon  our  own  minutes, 
and  in  order  to  declare  our  deep  participation  in  this  great 
common  sorrow  and  our  admiration  for  this  revered  leader, 
we  deem  it  proper  to  state  that  your  committee  planned  and 
arranged  for  a  memorial  service  to  be  held  in  St.  Augustine's 
Chapel  June  25th,  to  consist  of  a  celebration  of  the  Holy 
-j  Communion  and  commemorative  addresses.     Invitations  were 

extended  to  and  accepted  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Peterkin,  Bishop 
of  West  Virginia;  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Tuttle,  Bishop  of  Mis- 
souri, and  the  Rev.  Dr.  DuBose,  as  representing  respectively 
the  general  church,  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Faculty  of 
the  University,  to  deliver  the  addresses  memorial  of  our  late 
honored  Chancellor;  and  in  the  performance  of  this  office  by 
these  gentlemen  we  feel  that  most  notable  expression  will  be 
given  to  the  grateful  appreciation  and  love  which  we  cher- 
ished for  the  great  Bishop  of  Kentucky,  and  that  worthy 
tribute  will  thus  be  made  to  the  eminence  of  his  character  and 
work. 

In  reporting  this  action  and  in  thus  recording  the  deplored 
death  of  Bishop  Dudley,  your  committee  realize  with  keenest 
distress  the  loss  of  a  rare  leader  and  companion;  and  we 
recbgnize  that  he  was  a  Father  in  God  who  held  a  position  of 
unique  distinction,  and  was  possessed  alike  of  brilliant  and  re- 
markable abilities  and  the  power  of  inspiring  personality. 

We  deplore  his  death,  and  yet  thank  God  for  the  years  of 
close  association  which  we  have  been  privileged  to  have  with 
Bishop  Dudley;  for  the  glorious  example  of  his  life,  and  for 
the  noble  and  enduring  work  he  has  done  for  Church  and 
State  and  for  the  University  of  the  South. 
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We  look  forward  with  respectful  and  earnest  expectation 
to  the  memorial  which,  in  due  course  and  according  to  our 
custom,  will  be  presented  by  a  committee  of  the  Board 
specially  to  be  appointed,  confident  that  therein  final  expression 
will  be  given,  for  the  authorities  of  the  University,  to  our 
sense  of  bereavement  in  the  death  of  Bishop  Dudley  and  our 
united  devotion  to  his  memory.

To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  part  of  the 
Vice  Chancellor's  report  which  dealt  with  the  subject  of  the 
new  Chapel  and  making  certain  enquiries  connected  therewith, 
respectfully  reports  as  follows: 

The  committee  met  pursuant  to  the  call  of  the  Chairman, 
who  also  had  invited  the  Chancellor  and  Vice  Chancellor  to 
be  present  and  to  take  part  in  the  discussion. 
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The  committee  h?4  for  its  consideration  the  propositions 
ppesepted  to  this,  Board  by  the  cpmrnittee  appointed  at  the 
meeting  of  1003  to  raise  funds  for  the  erectipn  of  a  University 
Chapel,  which  concluded  their  report  as  incorporated  in  the 
report  of  the  Vice  Chancellor,  pages  20-24. 

Those  propositions  were  as  follows :  vifte  Vice  Chancellor's 
report,  page  23. 

After  a  full  discussion  of  these  propositions  in  order,  your 
committee  respectfully  present  the  following  resolutions : 

(1)  Resolved,  That  the  University  Chapel  when  built  shall 
be  called  "All  Saints." 

(2)  That  the  Chapel  shall  be  understood  to  be  a  memorial 
of  all  benefactors  of  this  University. 

(3)  That  the  narnes  of  those  who  have  been  officially 
connected  with  the  University,  and  for  whose  commemoration 
the  sum  of  $1,000  or  more  shall  have  been  given,  shall  be 
inscribed  upon  a  tablet  in  the  Chapel. 

(4)  That  only  that  portion  of  the  money  raised  by  the 
Chaplain  and  designated  for  the  erection  of  a  Chapel  shall  be 
used  for  that  purpose  at  this  time. 

(5)  That  the  Vice  Chancellor  be  authorized  to  begin  the 
construction  of  the  Chapel  so  soon  as  the  plans  for  the  same 
shall  have  been  prepared  and  approved. 

(6)  That  the  Advisory  Board  asked  for  by  the  Vice  Chan- 
cellor shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chancellor. 

In  conclusion,  in  regard  to  the  location  of  the  Chapel, 
your  committee  being  of  the  opinion  that  the  location  has  been 
designated  by  the  action  of  this  Board  in  its  report  28  of  the 
proceedings  of  1890,  as  cited  by  the  Vice  Chancellor  in  his 
report,  offers  no  resolution  on  the  subject.

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Mr.  Fairbanks  asked  and  was  granted  permission 
to  have  recorded  the  following  dissent  from  the  report 
of  the  committee  so  far  as  relates  to  the  location  of  the 
Chapel : 

The  undersigned  asjcs  the  privilege  of  stating  the  grounds 
of  his  dissent  from  the  opinjpn  presented  by  the  special  com- 
mittee so  far  as  relates  to  the  location  of  the  intended  Uni- 
versity Chapel  in  connection  with  the  so-called  Nixon  and 
McBee  plan. 

Having  been  associated  with  and  now  tl^e  onjy  survivor 
of  the  original  chartered  members  of  the  Board,  and  having 
a  reverent  regard  for  the  plans  and  ideas  of  those  eminent 
founders  Bishops  Otey,  Polk,  Elliott,  Cobbs,  etc.,  I  would  re- 
gard with  pain  a  departure  from  that  feature  of  their  plans 
which  contemplated  the  erection  of  a  University  Chapel  which 
should  be  a  separate  building,  disconnected  with  any  other  of 
the  University  buildings,  and  which  was  in  their  approved 
plans  placed  in  a  prominent  and  commanding  position  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  present  St.  Luke's  Memorial  Hall.  This  feat- 
ure of  their  plans  the  undersigned  believes  should  be  adhered 
to,  and  that  the  proposed  Chapel  should  not  be  attached  or 
placed  in  juxtaposition  to  any  other  existing  or  contemplated 
building* 

The  undersigned  also  dissents  from  the  adoption  or  re^ 
vival  of  any  plans  of  buildings  forming  together  a  close 
quadrangle  as  exhibited  in  the  Nixon  and  McBee  drawing 
or  picture,  as  being  unsuited  to  our  great  domain  and  inade- 
quate to  the  future  development  of  the  University. 

The  undersigned,  at  the  session  of  the  Bpard  in  1800,  more 
fully  expressed  his  views  on  this  subject,  and  which  are  print- 
ed in  the  Proceedings  of  that  year. 

The  undersigned  believes  that  the  most  suitable  location 
for  the  proposed  Chapel  would  be  to  follow  the  original  plans 
and  place  the  same  in  the  ample  and  beautiful  area  of  Mani-

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gault  Park,  where  it  would  stand  as  the  crowning  distinctive 
and  most  prominent  building  of  the  University.

The  Board  proceeded  to  the  consideration  of  the 
report  and  appended  resolutions: 

Resolutions  Nos.  1  and  2  were  adopted. 
Resolution  No.  3  was,  on  motion  of  the  Bishop  of 
Georgia,  amended  so  as  to  read : 

That  the  names  of  those  who  have  been  officially  connected 
with  the  University  shall  be  inscribed  upon  a  tablet  in  the 
Chapel,  under  the  direction  of  a  Committee  on  Memorials,  to 
be  appointed. 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  in  its  amended 
form  it  was  referred  back  to  the  committee. 

Resolution  No.  4  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Harrison  offered  the  following  amendment  to 
Resolution  No.  5,  as  an  addition,  and  to  take  the  place 
of  Resolution  No.  6  and  the  rest  of  the  committee's  re- 
port: 

(a)  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  by  the  Chan- 
cellor, of  which  committee  the  Vice  Chancellor  shall  be  chair- 
man ;  said  committee  shall  be  invested  with  authority  and 
charged  with  the  duty  of  procuring  suitable  plans  for  a

(b)  That  said  committee  be  also  invested  with  authority 
and  charged  with  the  duty  of  selecting  a  location  for  said 
proposed  Chapel. 

(c)  That  said  committee  be  authorized  to  employ  such  ex- 
perts as  may  be  needful  to  a  satisfactory  performance  of  the 
duties  hereby  imposed. 
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While  under  discussion  the  hour  for  recess  arrived 
and  a  recess  was  taken  until  3  p.  m. 


3  o'clock  P.  M. 

The  Board  reassembled,  the  Bishop  of  Florida  in 
the  chair  by  request  of  the  Chancellor. 

Discussion  was  resumed  on  Resolution  No.  5  of  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Chapel. 

The  Vice  Chancellor  appeared  by  request  and  spoke 
to  the  matter  under  discussion. 

The  Bishop  of  Tennessee  offered  as  a  substitute 
for  the  amendment  the  following  resolutions,  which 
were  voted  upon  separately  and  adopted  by  the  Board : 

Resolved  (1)  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Board  that  the 
new  Chapel  should  be  located  South  of  Walsh  Memorial  Hall, 
somewhere  nearly  opposite  Thompson'  Hall  or  the  avenue 
leading  to  the   Infirmary. 

Resolved  (2)  That  the  duty  of  appointing  and  securing 
the  services  of  an  Advisory  Board  of  Experts  (as  called  for 
in  the  Vice  Chancellor's  report)  and  the  work  of  finally  se- 
lecting and  approving  the  plans  and  specifications  of  the  new 
Chapel  and  its  exact  distance  from  the  Walsh  Building,  be 
committed  to  the  Executive  Committee,  acting  with  the  ad- 
vice and  assistance  of  said  Advisory  Board. 

Mr.  Ingersoll  was  granted  leave  of  absence  by  the 
Chair. 

The  committee  appointed  to  present  suitable  resolu- 
tions of  appreciation  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  DuBose  and  Mr. 
G.  R.  Fairbanks  reported  as  follows,  the  report  was 
adopted  by  a  unanimous  rising  vote  and  it  was  ordered 
that  the  engrossed  resolutions  be  presented  on  Com- 
mencement Day  by  the  Chancellor :

The  Sanitary  Committee  submitted,  through  Dr. 
Ewing,  its  report,  which  was  received  and  referred  to 
the  Vice  Chancellor,  as  follows : 

Your  Committee  on  Sanitation  submits  the  following  from 
the  annual  report  of  the  Health  Officer: 

"I  would  especially  desire  to  see  some  steps  taken  to  sci- 
entifically dispose  of  the  sewerage.  If  this  is  not  done,  I  pre- 
dict that  at  some  time  an  epidemic  of  typhoid  fever  will  de- 
velop. To  produce  this  epidemic  now  would  only  require 
the  introduction  of  two  or  three  cases  of  typhoid,  especially 
among  the  lower  classes,  where  attention  would  not  be  given 
to  the  disposal  of  dejecta,  etc." 
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In  view  of  the  importance  of  this  recommendation  your 
committee  requests  that  the  Vice  Chancellor  be  empowered 
to  take  such  steps  as  would  relieve  the  University  of  all  dan- 
ger from  undisposed-of  sewerage.  In  consideration  of  the 
recent  sad  experience  of  a  well  known  sister  University  (Cor- 
nell) and  the  well  accepted  scientific  fact  that  typhoid  fever 
is  a  water-borne  disease,  and  of  the  disaster  that  would  befall 
the  University  if  an  epidemic  of  typhoid  fever  should  become 
established  here,  we  further  recommend  that  samples  of 
water  from  all  sources  of  supply  be  examined  for  their  purity 
at   regular   intervals,   under  the   supervision   of  the    Health

The  work  of  the  committee  during  the  past  year  has  been 
largely  confined  to  the  collection  of  loans  and  reinvestment  of 
the  funds.    An  examination  of  the  above  list,  when  compared 
with  list  furnished  by  the  committee  in  the  past,  will  show" 
in  detail  these  items  of  change  of  security. 

Loan  of  University  of  South  from  the  Tustin  Memorial 
Fund  to  Emma  J.  Culver  on  the  land  fronting  230  feet  on 
Ashby  street  and  running  back  along  Greensferry  avenue  300 
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feet,  in  the  city  of  Atlanta,  on  account  of  a  defect  in  the 
original  foreclosure,  was  foreclosed  again  on  May  5,  1003. 
The  judgment  was  for  $1,000  principal  and  $50.16  interest  up 
to  May  23,  1898.  At  this  foreclosure  the  property  was  bought 
in  by  the  University  for  $500,  as  shown  by  the  deed  from 
Nelms,  sheriff,  to  the  University  of  the  South,  dated  May  5, 
1903,  recorded  in  Book  153,  page  796. 

This  left  a  deficiency  judgment  in  favor  of  the  University 
of  the  South  against  Emma  J.  Culver  for  the  original  amount 
and  interest,  less  a  payment  of  $500  on  May  5,  1903. 

This  deficiency  judgment,  after  a  long  and  tedious  exami- 
nation of  the  records,  to  search  out  any  property  of  Culver's 
which  had  not  been  disposed  of,  was  levied  on  lots  1,  4,  13, 
16,  19,  20,  25,  26,  27  and  28  of  the  Culver  property,  and  this 
property  was  sold  thereunder  on  the  first  day  of  September, 
1903,  for  $245,  to  R.  C.  DeSaussure,  who  now  holds  the  title 
in  trust  by  an  agreement  one-third  for  himself,  one-third  to 
C.  L.  Pettigrew,  attorney,  for  legal  services,  and  one-third  to 
the  University.  Said  DeSaussure  had  furnished  the  costs  in 
the  foreclosure,  and  paid  taxes  and  had  assisted  in  discovering 
the  land.  The  said  Pettigrew  had  received  no  fees  in  either 
foreclosure  and  had  done  a  great  deal  of  work  in  locating 
and  discovering  the  last  named  tract  of  land.  This  is  all  the 
land  that  Culver  has,  and  the  University  has  lost  nothing  in 
the  transaction  as  the  first  tract  and  its  interest  in  the  last 
tract  fully  covers  the  value  of  its  money  and  interest. 

The  invested  funds  of  the  University  are  all  in  good  shape, 
and  there  has  been  no  shrinkage  in  the  corpus  during  the  past 
year,  but  an  increase  of  $2,000  to  the  credit  of  the  Goodwyn 
Fund.

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordinances,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  recommendations  of  the  Hebdomadal  Board, 
suggesting  modifications  in  the  existing  Ordinance  19,  entitled 
"Honors  of  the  University,"  and  which  changes  and  modifi- 
cations are  as  follows,  having  considered  the  same  report : 

That  they  approve  of  the  proposed  changes  as  shown  in  the 
several  particulars  as  shown  in  the  schedule  hereto  attached, 
and  report  that  the  resolution  following  this  report,  that 
Ordinance  19  be  amended  to  conform  to  said  schedule,  and 
that  the  Vice  Chancellor  have  the  same  printed  in  such  form 
that  they  can  be  inserted  in  the  Digest  and  attached  thereto. 
Resolved,  That  Ordinance  19  be  amended  as  shown  in  the 
schedule  hereto  attached,  and  that  the  Vice  Chancellor  have 
same  printed  in  such  form  that  they  can  be  inserted  in  the 
Digest  and  attached  thereto.

The  C.  E.  Degree:  It  is  recommended  that  the  C.  E. 
degree  course  be  increased  by  one  course  of  Chemistry,  three 
of  Botany,  one  of  German,  three  of  French  (or  three  of 
Spanish),  one  of  History  and  Politics,  three  of  Moral  Philoso- 
phy, the  enlarged  course  being  constituted  as  follows:

The  Bishop  of  North  Carolina  reported  for  the 
Committee  on  the  Law  Department;  the  report  was 
received  and  the  resolutions  appended  thereto  were 
adopted,  as  follows: 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the 
Vice  Chancellor's  report  as  relates  to  the  Law  Department, 
beg  leave,  respectfully,  to  report: 

They  have  given  such  consideration  as  circumstances  have 
allowed  to  the  report  of  the  Vice  Chancellor  and  the  accom- 
panying exhibits,  and  have  also  had  personal  conferences  with 
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the  Vice  Chancellor  and  with  the  Dean  of  the  Law  Depart- 
ment. 

The  condition  of  this  department  is  not,  at  this  time, 
specially  unsatisfactory.  The  work  of  the  Dean  and  the  other 
instructors  is  faithfully  performed,  and  the  number  of  stu- 
dents in  the  department  is  not  less — perhaps  it  is  greater — 
than  in  former  years.  But  the  report  of  the  Vice  Chancellor 
suggests,  and  the  limited  examination  your  committee  has 
been  able  to  make  confirms  the  suggestion,  that  this  depart- 
ment has  so  far  proved  perhaps  the  least  successful  of  all 
the  departments  of  the  University.  In  the  first  place  it  has 
always  been  a  financial  burden  to  the  University.  It  has  not 
paid  its  expenses;  secondly,  the  number  of  students  has  been 
less  than  had  been  hoped  and  anticipated,  and  in  addition  to 
these  two  very  closely  related  conditions,  the  quality  of  the 
student  material,  we  infer  from  our  limited  sources  of  in- 
formation, has  been  rather  poor.  In  fact  the  results  of  the  work 
of  the  department,  whether  we  consider  them  from  a  financial 
or  from  a  scholastic  point  of  view,  have  not  been  such  as  we 
had  hoped,  and  have  not  been  to  the  advantage  of  the  Uni- 
versity. This  is  the  conclusion  to  which  your  committee  has 
been  forced  to  r.ome. 

It  should,  however,  be  said  in  justice  to  the  administration 
of  the  University,  and  specially  in  justice  to  the  Dean  of  this 
department,  and  to  his  able  and  faithful  associates,  that  in  the 
opinion  of  your  committee  the  responsibility  for  this  condition 
of  the  department,  and  its  want  of  more  adequate  success,  lies 
at  our  own  doors.  The  department  is  not,  and  has  never 
been,  adequately  equipped  to  do  the  work  expected  of  it. 
There  are  doubtless  difficulties  in  the  way  of  establishing  a 
successful  Law  Department  remote  from  courts,  and  with  no 
opportunity  of  affording  the  students  illustrations  of  their 
studies  in  actual  administration  of  justice  and  the  conten- 
tions of  civil  litigation.  But  these  difficulties  have  not  pre- 
vented the  success  of  law  schools  in  other  parts  of  the  South 
where  the  facilities  for  instruction  and  investigation  have 
been  much  inferior  to  what  Sewanee  has  to  offer,  and  under 
much  less  ability  than  those  whose  services  we  enjoy.     Your 
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committee  is  satisfied  that  one  cause  of  the  want  of  success 
in  our  case  has  been  that  we  have  not  shown  our  own  con- 
fidence in  and  respect  for  this  department  by  any  proper  pro- 
vision for  its  organization  and  equipment.  It  has  been  less 
;  successful  than  other  departments  of  the  University  because 

it  has  been  less  emphasized  and  more  inadequately  supplied 
'  with  the  means  of  doing  its  work.     We  are  of  opinion  that 

two  courses  lie  before  us  in  this  matter,  either  to  make  proper 
provision  for  the  organization  and  prosecution  of  the  work 
of  this  department,  or  to  discontinue  the  department  alto- 
gether. It  should  not  be  continued  and  allowed  to  burden  the 
other  departments  by  its  financial  failure,  and  at  the  same 
time  to  lower  the  moral  influence  of  the  University  by  its 
want  of  success.  In  order  to  bring  this  matter  before  this 
Board  your  committee  submit  the  following  resolutions: 
— ■  Resolved,  i.  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  authorized 

and  instructed   to  provide   for  the  more  adequate  organiza- 
tion and  equipment  of  the  Law  Department. 

Resolved,  2.  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  authorized 
to  elect  an  additional  resident  professor,  with  other  addi- 
tional instructors  and  lecturers,  upon  such  terms  as  to  salary 
and  compensation  as  may  seem  to  them  proper,  and  that  the 
Vice  Chancellor  be  requested  to  arrange  for  a  course  of  lec- 
tures on  Constitutional  Law  by  Dr.  Sioussat,  the  Professor 
of  History  in  the  Academic  Department. 

Resolved,  3.  That  a  Faculty  organization  be  effected  in 
this  department,  in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of 
the  Vice  Chancellor,  and  that  the  discipline  of  the  students 
be  administered  by  the  Dean  under  such  rules  as  may  be 
adopted  by  the  Faculty  of  the  department,  and  approved  by 
the  Hebdomadal  Board,  due  respect  being  had  to  the  more 
advanced  age  and  mature  character  of  students  usually  at- 
tending this  department. 

Resolved,  4.  That  the  Vice  Chancellor  and  the  Dean  of 
this  department  be  requested  to  give  special  attention  to  the 
proper  advertising  of  the  department. 

Resolved,  5.  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  requested 
to  consider  whether  some  means  may  not  be  found  for  pro- 
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viding  the  very  modest  sum  ($300)  asked  for  by  the  Dean  of 
this  department,  to  supply  the  immediate  needs  of  the  depart- 
ment for  additions  to  its  library.

Mr.  Fairbanks  reported  for  the  Committee  on 
Buildings  and  Lands ;  the  report  was  received  and  Res- 
olutions Nos.  1,  2,  3,  5,  6,  7  were  adopted;  Resolution 
No.  4  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance,  as 
follows : 

The  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Lands  respectfully  re- 
ports that  gifts  to  the  Library  have  been  received  during  the 
past  year  of  688  bound  volumes  and  221  unbound  volumes, 
and  95  volumes  have  been  acquired  by  purchase,  making  the 
whole  number  of  bound  volumes  now  in  the  Library,  exclusive 
of  duplicate's,  23,884,  and  of  unbound  volumes  and  pamphlets, 
23,394,  amounting  in  the  aggregate,  bound  and  unbound  vol- 
umes, 47,278.  We  have  to  thank  many  friends  for  the  gifts 
of  valuable  additions  to  our  Library,  which  is  thus  annually 
enriched. 

But,  however  gratifying  this  increase  is,  we  are  yet  need- 
ing very  many  additional  volumes  to  fill  out  needed  works 
in  various  departments,  and  we  are  asked  for  an  appropria- 
tion of  $300  for  immediate  needs  in  the  Department  of  His- 
tory, and  append  a  resolution  for  such  appropriation. 

The  Library  has  had  lately  installed  an  acetylene  system  of 
lighting,  which  adds  very  greatly  to  its  convenience  and  use- 
fulness, as  it  is  now  kept  open  daily,  except  on  Sundays,  until 
10:30  at  night. 

Some  arrangement  should  be  made  for  the  completion  of 
the  card  catalogue,  so  necessary  for  the  use  of  the  students 
and  Librarian. 

Our  faithful  friend  and  benefactor,  Rev.  Dr.  J.  A.  Oertel, 
D.D.,  has  added  during  the  past  year  three  valuable  gifts  of 
paintings  to  those  so  generously  donated  in  previous  years. 
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During  the  past  year  a  portion  of  the  new  Gymnasium 
has  been  built  and  is  now  in  use  for  the  Athletic  Depart- 
ment. No  further  work  can  be  done  towards  the  completion 
of  the  building  as  planned  until  additional  funds  are  provided, 
and  for  these  we  must  look  to  the  alumni  and  friends  whom 
they  may  interest  in  carrying  out  the  admirable  plans  which 
have  been  adopted  and  which,  when  completed,  will  give  us 
a  plant  second  to  none  in  this  country.  There  is  also  needed 
early  attention  to  an  athletic  field  for  the  Grammar  School 
and  an  improvement  in  that  now  in  use  by  the  University  stu- 
dents. 

The  Hoffman  Dormitory  for  Juniors  and  its  adjunct 
Tremlett  Hall  can  only  accommodate  a  portion  of  the  Aca- 
demic students  and  an  additional  dormitory  is  greatly  needed 
for  which  we  hope  funds  may  be  provided  by  some  generous 
benefactor.  Like  other  institutions,  which  are  not  supported 
by  the  State,  we  are  dependent  on  the  generosity  of  those 
who,  feeling  an  interest  in  our  welfare  and  the  great  work 
in  which  we  are  engaged,  are  moved  to  supply  the  necessary 
appliances  and  buildings  to  enable  us  to  meet  our  present 
needs  and  enlarge  our  work  in  the  future. 

There  is  also  need  of  an  additional  dormitory  for  the 
Grammar  School,  which  is  now  increasing  rapidly  in  numbers 
and  is  a  very  important  feeder  to  the  Academic  Department. 
Our  splendid  Quintard  Memorial  Hall  needs  to  be  duplicated 
as  early  as  possible,  as  we  may  anticipate  a  rapid  growth  in 
that  department,  and  for  which  we  must  provide  adequate 
accommodation. 

Very  great  improvements  have  been  made  in  our  streets 
and  sidewalks  during  the  past  year,  and  we  hope  may  be  fur- 
ther carried  out.  The  enclosing  of  the  grounds  adjacent  to 
the  central  buildings,  thus  protecting  our  grounds  and  im- 
provements from  the  intrusion  of  hogs  and  other  vagrant 
stock,  has  been  a  great  benefit  and  we  hope  will  enable  us  to 
do  away  with  all  interior  fencing  and  throw  five  or  six 
hundred  acres  or  more  into  a  beautiful  park.  The  acquisi- 
tion of  the  Elliott  Spring,  the  largest  spring  on  the  mountain, 
adds  to  our  water  supply  and  will  in  the  future  be  of  very 
great  importance  in  securing  an  ample  supply  of  pure  spring 
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water,  so  essential  to  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  commu- 
nity. 

The  operation  of  our  forestry  work  during  the  past  year 
has  been  very  satisfactory,  affording  us  a  very  considerable 
sum  in  the  sale  of  superfluous  timber,  while  at  the  same  time 
improving  and  developing  our  forest  growth. 

Our  buildings  are  all  now  in  good  order.  Walsh  and 
Forensic  Halls  having  been  reroofed  and  the  interior  of  our 
popular  and  much  endeared  by  association  Forensic  Hall 
brightened  by  painting. 

On  the  25th  instant  the  corner-stone  of  the  Hodgson  Me- 
morial Chapel  was  laid  with  appropriate  ceremonies  by  the 
Bishop  of  Tennessee.  This  will  add  a  very  beautiful  stone 
chapel  of  considerable  capacity  and  of  architectural  beauty 
to  the  Theological  Department,  and  increases  the  number  of 
our  permanent  buildings.  The  building  is  being  erected  by 
Mrs.  F.  G.  Hodgson,  to  whom  our  grateful  thanks  are  due. 

Initial  steps  have  been  taken  at  the  present  meeting  of  the 
Board  towards  the  erection  of  a  new  University  Chapel, 
which  we  hope  may  be  completed  and  consecrated  at  our 
Semi-Centennial  Anniversary  in  1907. 

Our  attention  has  been  drawn  to  the  large  drain  on  our 
resources  of  carrying  an  insurance  on  all  our  buildings  now 
in  the  sum  of  nearly  $300,000,  at  a  cost  of  over  $2,400  per 
year.  We  suggest  that  it  would  be  advisable  for  the  Board 
to  adopt  a  plan  by  which  we  could  carry  our  insurance  in  a 
few  years  ourselves.  Without  going  into  details  of  any  plan 
we  suggest  that  the  Board,  by  our  next  annual  meeting,  ar- 
range through  a  committee  or  otherwise  to  see  if  such  a  plan 
is  possible.  We  make  this  suggestion  because  some  of  the 
States  and  many  industrial  enterprises  have  plans  of  carrying 
their  own  insurance,  based  upon  the  creation  of  what  might 
be  called  a  sinking  fund.  So  much  insurance  is  annually 
carried  and  a  certain  amount  is  put  by  for  a  sinking  fund 
with  the  insurance  gradually  decreased,  until  in  the  course  of 
a  few  years  the  sinking  fund  would  be  sufficient  to  cover  all 
probable  or  perhaps  possible  losses.  All  this  being  accom- 
plished without  additional  expenditure  for  the  cost  of  in- 
surance. 
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The  committee  report  the  following  resolutions:

to  all  the  liberal  donors  and  especially  to  Messrs.  R.  W.  B. 

Elliott,  Overton  Lea,  Jr.,  J.   D.  Shaffer,   H.   Henderson,  the 

Rev.  Hudson  Stuck  and  Dr.  Lloyd  Bevan,  for  large  gifts  of 

valuable  books  to  the  Library. 

2.  Resolved,  That  attention  be  directed  to  be  given  through 
the  authorities  to  the  great  need  of  additional  dormitories 
for  the  Academic  Department  and  Grammar  School  and  the 
completion  of  the  Gymnasium. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  plan  inaugurated  by  the  special  com- 
mittee appointed  last  year  in  reference  to  the  erection  of  a 
new  Chapel,  is  commended  and  its  further  prosecution  be 
advised,  and  that  the  same  committee,  with  the  present  Chan- 
cellor as  a  member,  be  renewed. 

4.  That  the  sum  of  $300  be  appropriated  for  the  purchase 
of  books  needed  for  the  Library,  to  be  expended  under  the 
direction  of  the  Vice  Chancellor. 

5.  That  some  arrangement  be  made  by  the  authorities  for 
the  continuance  of  cataloguing  the  books  in  the  Library  upon 
the  card  system. 

6.  That  the  thanks  of  the  Board  be  tendered  to  Mrs.  F.  G. 
Hodgson  for  the  providing  of  the  Hodgson  Memorial  Chapel 
for  the  use  of  the  Theological  Department. 

7.  That  there  be  a  committee  appointed  to  consider  the 
feasibility  of  adopting  some  plan  of  insurance  which  shall 
relieve  the  University  in  time  of  the  large  expense  incurred 
now  for  insurance,  said  committee  to  report  to  the  next  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  Board.

The  Bishop  of  Mississippi  reported  for  the  Com- 
mittee on  a  Memorial  to  the  late  Chancellor;  the  re- 
port was  adopted  by  a  unanimous  rising  vote  and  the 
provisions  of  the  resolution  appended  ordered  carried 
out: 

The  Committee  on  the  Memorial  of  the  late  Bishop  Dudley 
respectfully  report  the  following  minute: 

The  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South,  deeply  grate- 
ful for  the  life  of  our  late  revered  and  beloved  Chancellor,  the 
Rt.  Rev.  Thomas  Underwood  Dudley,  D.D.,  D.C.L.,  LL.D., 
desire  to  place  on  record  this  memorial  of  our  love  and  es- 
teem. 

The  loss  of  the  head  of  an  institution  must  always  fall 
as  a  blow  upon  those  who  are  left  behind,  but  our  loss,  we 
feel,  is  beyond  expression  heavy  and  grievous,  because  of  the 
character  of  the  man,  and  because  of  the  crucial  time  in 
which  the  blow  falls,  both  for  the  University  and  for  the 
South. 

Bishop  Dudley  was  pre-eminently  our  leader,  as  well  as 
the  Chancellor  of  the  University.  Nurtured  in  that  splendid 
past  which  we  love  to  speak  of,  with  tender  pride,  as  the 
Old    South,   he   embodied   the   splendid   strength,   the    strong 
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tenderness,  the  loving  gentleness,  the  uniformly  gentle  and 
genial  courtesy  of  the  Southern  gentleman  of  the  old  school, 
together  with  those  Christian  qualities  of  leadership  neces- 
sary alike  to  all  great  characters  and  to  every  age,  which  are 
here  enumerated  in  the  language  of  our  venerable  Presiding 
Bishop,  viz.:  "Foresight,  care,  protection,  tenderness,  love." 
As  no  other  man,  perhaps,  associated  with  our  Southern 
Dioceses,  Bishop  Dudley  combined  those  provincial  charac- 
teristics which  have  made  our  Southern  manhood,  with  those 
universal  characteristics  which  have  ever  made  Southern 
manhood  catholic. 

We  regarded  him  as  our  strongest  link  to  that  past,  deeply 
venerated  by  him  and  most  dear  to  us.  We  gloried  in  him 
as  the  leader  who  led  best  and  influenced  strongest  because 
he  believed  that  the  enduring  in  the  present  is  the  fruit  of  the 
past. 

And  we  loved  him  with  the  "love  that  never  faileth,"  be- 
cause rooted  and  grounded  in  the  simple  reality  which  is  the 
essence  of  Divine  love.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Shields  reported  for  the  Committee 
on  the  Theological  Department;  the  report  was  re- 
ceived and  the  resolutions  appended  thereto  were 
adopted,  and  the  Chair  appointed  as  a  Committee  of 
Conference  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  the  Bishop  of 
Mississippi  and  Rev.  F.  F.  Reese,  D.D. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

The  Committee  on  the  Theological  Department  respectfully 
report  that  it  finds  this  department  of  the  University  in  such 
a   satisfactory  condition  as  testifies  to  the  faithfulness  and 
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efficiency  of  the  Faculty  who  have  the  school  in  charge,  and  to 
a  very  great  degree  of  skill  in  producing  results  from  the 
limited  resources  at  its  command.  The  number  of  students 
is  somewhat  less  than  last  year,  but  it  is  the  general  opinion 
that  the  quality  of  the  men  in  the  department  averages  high, 
while  a  number  of  new  students  will  be  entered  at  the  begin- 
uing  of  the  present  term. 

The  influence  of  the  students  of  this  department  is  quite 
noticeable  in  the  prominent  part  which  they  have  in  the  va- 
rious activities  and  enterprises  of  university  life. 

In  order  to  express  more  fully  the  present  status  of  the 
department,  the  report  of  the  Dean  is  incorporated  in  this  re- 
port, which  is  as  follows : 

I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  the  Theologi- 
cal Department  for  the  past  year. 

''It  is  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  the  Faculty  of  the 
department  more  completely  and  efficiently  organized  than 
ever  before  in  its  history.  Dr.  Thomas  A.  Tidball,  elected 
by  the  Board  at  its  last  session,  entered  upon  his  duties  as 
Professor  of  Theology  at  the  opening  of  the  present  term.  I 
cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  value  to  the  whole  University 
of  this  addition  to  our  Faculty.  The  Faculty  itself  is  now 
not  only  strong  in  all  its  parts,  but  most  effective,  through  its 
unity  and  harmony  as  a  whole. 

"We  are  not  equally  fortunate  in  the  number  of  our  stu- 
dents. Just  at  present  there  are  only  fourteen  in  residence. 
We  expect,  however,  a  considerable  increase  with  the  open- 
ing of  the  new  year  in  July,  and  we  recognize  no  permanent 
cause  for  decrease  in  the  number  of  our  candidates.  We  ask, 
nevertheless,  for  the  earnest  and  active  co-operation  of  the 
Board,  as  of  the  Church,  in  our  efforts  to  increase  and  im- 
prove the  supply  of  men  for  the  ministry. 

"Information  has  been,  I  hope  sufficiently,  given  and  re- 
ceived of  our  purpose  to  begin  this  summer  what  I  hope  will 
prove  the  permanent  institution  of  a  Summer  School  of  The- 
ology. The  school  will  extend  through  the  month  of  August. 
Prof.  W.  S.  Bishop  is  the  Secretary  of  it,  and  its  practical 
management  is  mainly  in  his  hands.  For  further  informa- 
tion I  beg  to  refer  to  his  printed  circulars. 
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"The  steady  progress  in  erection  of  our  new  Chapel  is  a 
matter  of  great  interest  to  us  all.  I  cannot  but  express  again 
our  deep  sense  of  the  continued  devotion  to  the  University 
of  thpse  who  are  endowing  it  with  this  memorial  of  our  first 
Dean  and  third  Vice  Chancellor.  The  Chapel  itself  will  be  a 
great  stimulus  and  inspiration  to  the  life  of  the  Department 
and  of  the  community. 

"Valuable  improvements  made  and  to  be  made  by  Rev.  Mr. 
Gray  are  calculated  to  add  no  little  to  the  attractiveness  and 
value  of  the  environment  of  St.  Luke's.  These,  as  well  as 
other  gratuitous  services  rendered  the  Department,  deserve 
our  grateful  acknowledgment. 

"I  ask  the  appointment  of  a  committee  of  the  Board  to  con- 
fer with  the  Vice  Chancellor  and  myself  upon  the  matter 
of  some  slight  changes  in  our  organization,  necessitated  by  the 
circumstances  of  my  personal  relation  to  it. 

"The  changes  alluded  to  are  such  as  must  begin  to  be  grad- 
ually making  in  my  own  relation  to  the  Department  and  the 
University.  The  exigencies  of  health  and  of  other  claims 
upon  my  remaining  years  demand  an  increasing  independence 
of  the  regular  and  routine  duties  of  the  University.  I  am 
anxious  that  these  changes,  which  under  no  circumstances 
can  be  deferred  much  longer,  shall  begin  at  once  to  be  consid- 
ered and  provided  for,  and  to  that  end  I  ask  the  advice  of  a 
committee  and  the  action  through  it  of  the  Board." 

Attention  is  called  here  to  the  prospects  for  a  permanent 
Summer  School  of  Theology,  which,  if  sustained,  must  event- 
ually result  in  a  wider  interest  in  the  Theological  Department 
and  in  a  better  Theological  scholarship. 

Also  attention  is  called  to  the  request  of  the  Dean,  which 
was  also  advised  by  the  Vice  Chancellor  in  his  report,  for 
a  consultation  with  your  committee  on  matters  connected  with 
his  personal  relation  with  the  Department.  Your  committee 
met  as  requested,  with  Dr.  DuBose,  and  the  result  of  the 
conference  is  embodied  in  a  resolution  at  the  close  of  this  re- 
port. 

Your  committee  would  also  call  attention  to  the  wide- 
spread expression  of  the  need  of  a  better  training  in  elocu- 
tion for  the  students  of  this  Department. 
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Your  committee  offers  the  following  resolutions : 
Resolved   (i)    That  a  special  committee  of  three  be  ap- 
pointed to  act  as  an  advisory  committee  to  the  Vice  Chan- 
cellor and  the  Dean  of  the  Theological  Department  on  the 
affairs  of  that  department. 

(2)  That  the  Vice  Chancellor  and  the  Dean  be  requested 
to  take  such  steps  as  are  practicable  looking  to  the  improve- 
ment of  reading  and  speaking  on  the  part  of  the  graduates 
of  this  school.

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The  Bishop  of  Louisiana  submitted  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  the  Academic  Department,  which 
was  received. 

Resolutions  Nos.  I  and  5  of  the  report  were  re- 
ferred to  the  Executive  Committee;  Resolutions  Nos. 
2  and  4  were  adopted ;  Resolution  No.  3  was  referred 
to  the  Finance  Committee.  ■ 

The  report  is  as  follows : 

Your  committee  have  had  under  consideration  those  por- 
tions of  the  Vice  Chancellor's  report  which  relate  to  the  Aca- 
demic Department,  together  with  the  report  of  Dr.  Piggot, 
Dean  of  the  Department,  and  with  other  documents,  and 
they  deem  it  their  duty  first  to  express  grateful  realization 
of  the  steadfast  loyalty,  devotion  and  ability  with  which  the 
members  of  the  Faculty  fulfill  their  respective  work,  and  to 
congratulate  them  and  ourselves  upon  the  record  of  progress 
made  during  the  past  year,  a  progress  manifested  in  various 
important  directions.  In  particular  we  would  instance,  as 
evidence  of  these  gratifying  conditions,  the  considerable  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  students  pursuing  regular  degree 
courses  in  preference  to  special  courses  not  leading  to  de- 
grees, and  also  the  large  proportion  of  students  who  still 
cleave  to  Greek,  even  amidst  the  multiplication  of  courses 
which  reduce  the  classical  element — a  proportion  amounting 
to  nearly  one-third  of  the  student  body  and  presenting  strik- 
ing contrast  when  compared  with  the  statistics  in  this  respect 
of  many  great  institutions.  The  notably  successful  work 
achieved  by  Professor  Swiggett  in  the  Department  of  Modern 
Languages  is  a  subject  of  felicitation,  and  we  realize  that  alike 
in  his  personality,  in  his  power  as  a  teacher  and  in  his  sympa- 
thetic and  responsive  identification  with  the  life  of  the  Uni- 
versity, a  further  strong  force  for  development  and  progress 
has  come  amongst  us — a  force  which  will  add  its  own  indi- 
vidual and  positive  influence  towards  the  upbuilding  of  the 
University.  We  respectfully  recommend  that  Professor  Swig- 
gett be  elected  to  the  Chair  of  Modern  Languages  for  the 
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unexpired  term  of  three  years  at  a  stipend  of  $1,500.  A 
resolution  is  appended. 

In  the  accession  of  Professor  Sioussat  to  the  Academic 
corps,  and  in  his  occupancy  of  the  Chair  of  History  since  the 
beginning  of  the  Lent  term,  the  University  has  secured  a  Pro- 
fessor of  high  ability  and  exceptional  equipment,  and  one  who 
brings  utmost  enthusiasm  to  his  work.  With  ideals  of  Uni- 
versity life  and  growth  thoroughly  in  harmony  with  the  spirit 
of  our  institution,  Professor  Sioussat  is  to  be  heartily  wel- 
comed, and  we  confidently  realize  that  in  him  there  has  been 
added  to  our  cause  a  most  helpful  factor  of  strength. 

Your  committee  begs  to  give  expression  to  the  appreciation 
which  is  due  to  Professor  Gray  for  the  zealous  service  he  has 
gratuitously  rendered  to  the  University  in  both  the  Theolog- 
ical and  the  Academic  Departments,  and  his  devotion  and 
co-operation  evince  a  depth  of  helpful  interest  which  is  to 
be  gratefully  recognized.  The  intelligence  that  he  is  absent 
through  disturbed  health  is  received  with  genuine  regret,  and 
we  would  assure  him  that  he  is  followed  by  the  most  earnest 
wishes  of  his  colleagues  and  this  Board  for  his  speedy  res- 
toration to  health,  so  that  he  may  be  welcomed  back  at  a  near 
time  to  the  warm  fellowship  which  awaits  him  here. 

In  connection  with  the  subject  of  the  growth  of  the  Aca- 
demic Department,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that,  amongst  other  re- 
sults of  the  present  campaign  in  regard  to  the  Semi-Centen- 
nial  fund,  one  important  consequence  will  be  a  decided  in- 
crease in  the  attendance  upon  the  University  of  students  from 
throughout  the  South.  Besides  other  catalogues  of  needs 
which  require  fulfillment  in  order  that  the  University  may  be 
fully  equipped,  emphasis  must  here  be  laid  upon  the  require- 
ments in  the  direction  of  the  Library,  the  establishment  of  a 
Physical  Laboratory,  and  the  erection  of  an  additional  dor- 
mitory for  Juniors,  a  dormitory  for  Gownsmen,  and  a  dining- 
hall,  or  commons,  for  University  students  generally. 

Attention  is  specially  called  to  the  important  reports  made 
by  Professor  Sioussat  and  by  Professor  Henneman  concerning 
the  Library  and  the  pressing  demand  for  enlargement.  We 
append  the  following  resolutions,  and  respectfully  submit 
them  to  the  consideration  of  the  Board: 
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(i)  Resolved,  That  Prof.  G.  L.  Swiggett.  M.A.,  Ph.D., 
be  ejected  to  the  Chair  of  Modern  Languages  for  the  unex- 
pired term  of  three  years,  at  a  stipend  of  $1,500. 

(2)  Resolved,  That  when  funds  are  obtained  for  any  of 
the  buildings  above  named,  that  is,  a  Junior  dormitory,  a 
dormitory  for  Gownsmen,  a  general  students'  dining-hall,  the 
Vice  Chancellor,  acting  by  advice  of  and  in  co-operation  with 
the  Executive  Committee,  be  authorized  to  proceed  with  the 
erection  of  such  buildings. 

(3)  Resolved,  That  the  Vice  Chancellor  be  authorized  to 
expend  out  of  any  funds  not  otherwise  appropriated  the  sum 
of  $1,000  for  the  equipment  of  a  Physical  Laboratory. 

(4)  Resolved,  That  the  resolution  referred  to  this  com- 
mittee concerning  the  appointment  of  an  Instructor  in  Elocu- 
tion be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  with  power  to 
act. 

(5)  Resolved,  That  Miss  L.  F.  Galleher  be  elected  as 
Librarian  for  one  year,  with  stipend  to  be  determined  by  the 
Vice  Chancellor.

Rev.  George  H.  Kinsolving, 
D.D.,  Bishop  of  Texas,  be,  and  is  hereby,  requested  to  under- 
take this  most  important  work,  and  as  speedily  as  practicable 
so  to  arrange  his  plans  as  to  be  able  to  move  in  a  wise  and 
far-seeing  manner  in  any  direction  which  may  promise  suc- 
cess, with  the  effort  to  secure  a  large  and  liberal  endowment 
for  this  University. 

The  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  was  read  by 
Mr.  W.  D.  Gale,  received  and  the  resolutions  append- 
ed were  adopted : 

We,  your  Finance  Committee,  beg  to  submit  herewith  our 
report. 

The  Vice  Chancellor  having  furnished  Exhibit  M,  a  finan- 
cial report  as  result  of  an  audit  by  an  expert  accountant  for 
our  examination  of  the  accounts  of  the  University  of  the 
South,  and  that  there  appears  to  be  a  deficit  of  about  $6,000, 
accounted  for  by  the  improvements  made  on  buildings  and 
grounds,  and  the  deficit  brought  forward  from  last  year,  thus 
indicating  that  the  University  has  in  the  past  year  gone  behind 
in  an  inconsiderable  amount. 

The  condition  of  invested  funds  is  clearly  indicated  in 
the  report  of  Endowment  Committee. 

The  accountant  was  unable,  under  our  rules,  to  examine 
the  securities  in  the  American  National  Bank  and  Nashville 
Trust  Company,  but  a  member  of  your  committee,  with  the 
Treasurer  of  the  University,  reports  the  verification  on  June 
14th  last  of  the  $50,000  S.  R.  R.  bonds. 

Your  committee  offers  for  adoption  the  following  resolu- 
tions : 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  sum  of  $100  be  appropriated  for 
books  for  the  library,  under  the  direction  of  the  Vice  Chan- 
cellor and  the  Professor  of  History. 

Resolved,  2.  That  the  salary  of  the  Librarian  elected  by 
the  Board  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Vice  Chancellor. 

Resolved,  3.  That  the  Vice  Chancellor  be  authorized  to 
expend  $1,000  out  of  any  funds  not  otherwise  appropriated  for 
a  Physical  Laboratory. 
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Resolved,  4.  That  from  July  1,  1904,  the  salary  of  the 
Vice  Chancellor  be .  fixed  at  $2,500.

The  Bishop  of  Louisiana  asked  permission  to  intro- 
duce to  the  Board  the  Rev.  W.  S.  Slack,  of  the  Dio- 
cese of  Louisiana,  who  desired  to  present  to  the  Board 
some  historical  memento. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Florida  consent  was 
granted  and  Mr.  Slack  introduced. 

The  Rev.  W.  S.  Slack,  of  Algiers,  La.,  presented  to  the 
Board  a  portion  of  the  original  corner-stone  of  the  University, 
cut  in  the  shape  of  a  book,  and  with  it  the  accompanying 
statement  concerning  it: 

History  of  the  Fragment  of  the  Corner-stone  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  the  South,  as  told  by  the  donor,  Corporal 
William    Burnside     Fleming,     Company     G, 
Twenty-seventh  Illinois   Volunteer 
Infantry,   U.  S.  A. 
"My  pastor,  the  Rev.  W.  S.  Slack,  calling  to  see  me  one 
day,  he  convinced  me  that  I  ought  to  present  this  little  book 
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made  from  the  corner-stone  of  the  University  of  the  South, 
to  the  University  at  Sewanee.  I  have  therefore  made  him 
the  custodian  of  it,  to  be  delivered  to  the  University  with  my 
best  wishes  and  the  following  history: 

"My  regiment  was  camped  at  the  University  grounds,  and 
one  night  during  the  month  of  July,  1862,  some  vandals 
broke  up  the  corner-stone  and  I  took  one  of  the  pieces  and 
going  to  the  little  spring  near  the  foundation  of  the  Univer- 
sity, with  no  tools  but  the  spring  water,  a  piece  of  sand- 
stone and  my  pocket  knife,  I  made  this  little  book. 

"I  have  carried  it  from  there  on  the  Chickamauga  cam- 
paign and  on  through  the  battle  of  Chickamauga  and  into 
Chattanooga,  then  to  the  battle  of  Missionary  Ridge,  then 
through  to  Bull's  Gap,  East  Tennessee,  and  there  back  up 
into  the  State,  of  Illinois,  and  from  that  down  to  the  city  of 
New  Orleans,  and  I  now  trust  it  to  the  Reverend  Slack  to 
carry  it  back  to  near  the  point  of  desecration  of  the  corner- 
stone of  the  University  of  the  South,  which  was  laid  by 
Bishop  Polk. 

"The  donor  was  standing  about  200  feet  to  the  left  of  the 
cannon  which  belonged  to  his  brigade,  that  fired  the  shot  that 
killed  General  Leonidas  Polk. 

"Now  these  late  years,  and  having  become  a  member  of 
the  Episcopal  Church,  I  have  concluded  through  the  instru- 
mentality of  Reverend  Slack  to  send  the  little  book  to  the 
University  with  this  small  history  attached,  firmly  believing 
that  that  is  the  most  appropriate  place  for  it."

"I  would  also  state  that  the  Colonel  of  our  regiment  was 
very  angry  wh<n  he  found  that  the  corner-stone  had  been 
broken,  and  would  have  severely  punished  the  miscreants 
could  he  have  found  out  who  they  were.  Our  Colonel  was 
Colonel  Miles,  of  Miles'  Station,  near  Alton,  III.,  and  he  was 
also  a  Churchman." 
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The  Rev.  Mr.  Slack  adds: 

"As  a  matter  of  further  interest  I  will  add  that  in  the 
great  fire  which  destroyed  the  greater  part  of  the  front  of 
Algiers,  fifth  district  of  New  Orleans,  in  October,  1895,  the 
home  of  Mr.  William  G.  Fleming  was  destroyed  and  almost 
the  sole  thing  he  valued  which  was  saved  was  this  same  piece 
of  stone." 


On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Louisiana  a  vote  of 
thanks  was  tendered  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Slack  and  to  Mr. 
Fleming-  for  this  interesting  and  valuable  memento. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Georgia  the  piece  of 
stone  was  deposited  with  the  Vice  Chancellor,  to  be 
kept  in  the  safe  until  such  time  as  it  shall  be  perma- 
nently disposed  of  by  the  order  of  this  Board. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Shields,  for  the  Committee  on  the 
Theological  Department,  presented  the  following  sup- 
plementary report,  which,  with  the  resolution  append- 
ed thereto,  was  adopted: 

The  Vice  Chancellor  having  nominated  the  Rev.  William 
Haskell  DuBose,  M.A.,  to  be  Professor  of  Old  Testa- 
ment Language  and  Interpretation  in  the  Theological  Depart- 
ment, we  recommend  the  appointment  of  Mr.  DuBose  to  the 
Chair  and  offer  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  appointment  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  H.  Du- 
Bose to  the  Professorship  and  the  salary  to  be  attached  to 
the  same  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


The  Rev.  Dr.  Reese  moved,  and  it  was  adopted  by 
a  unanimous  rising  vote  that  the  thanks  of  this  Board 
be  tendered  to  the  Chancellor  and  to  the  Chairman, 
the  Bishop  of  Florida,  for  the  courteous,  patient  and 
considerate  hearing  accorded  the  members  during  the 
sessions  of  the  Board.

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VICE  CHANCELLOR'S  REPORT  FOR  1903-4. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South: 

Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  to  present  this,  my  eleventh 
annual  report,  of  the  work  and  welfare  of  the  University  for 
the  year  ending  March  1,  1904. 

It  has  been  a  noteworthy  year  in  our  history  for  the  work 
in  progress  and  the  results  accomplished;  noteworthy,  too, 
not  so  much  for  the  amount  of  benefactions  received  as  for 
the  number  of  givers,  and  noticeable  as  well  for  the  several 
changes  in  rank  and  personnel  of  its  teaching  staff.  Before 
reviewing  these  it  is  proper  that  I  should  refer  to  the  great 
loss  which  the  University  has  sustained  in  the  death  of  our 
Chancellor,  the  Right  Reverend  Thomas  Underwood  Dudley, 
D.D.,  D.C.L.,  LLD.,  Bishop  of  Kentucky.  The  news  of  his 
death  was  a  great  shock  and  grief  to  us  all.  He  died  sud- 
denly in  New  York  City,  Friday,  January  22d,  at  2 130  p.  m., 
at  the  house  of  his  mother-in-law,  the  late  Mrs.  Elizabeth  W. 
Aldrich,  200  Madison  Avenue. 

Bishop  Dudley  was  born  in  Richmond,  Virginia,  September 
26,  1837.  After  preparation  in  the  local  schools  he  entered 
the  University  of  Virginia  in  1855,  and  took  the  degree  of 
Master  of  Arts  in  1858.  Immediately  thereafter  he  was  asso- 
ciated with  Dr.  Gildersleeve  as  adjunct  professor  of  Greek  in 
the  University.  Upon  the  breaking  out  of  the  war  between 
the  States,  he  entered  the  Confederate  Army  in  an  artillery 
company,  but  was  afterward  transferred  to  the  commissary 
department,  in  which  branch  he  attained  the  rank  of  Major, 
serving  until  the  surrender.  After  the  war  he  became  a  can- 
didate for  Holy  Orders  and  entered  the  Theological  Seminary 
of  Virginia,  graduating  in  1867.  He  was  ordered  deacon 
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June  28,  1867,  ordained  priest  June  26,  1868,  and  shortly  after- 
ward accepted  an  invitation  to  become  an  assistant  to  the 
Reverend  Doctor  H.  A.  Wise,  at  Christ  Church,  Baltimore. 
Upon  the  death  of  Doctor  Wise  he  became  rector  of  the 
parish. 

In  1874  St.  John's  College,  Annapolis,  conferred  on  him  the 
degree  of  Doctor  in  Divinity,  and  in  the  same  year  he  was  sent 
as  a  delegate  to  the  General  Convention.  He  was  consecrated 
bishop  January  27,  1875,  in  Christ  Church,  Baltimore,  having 
been  elected  Assistant  Bishop  of  Kentucky,  and  upon  the 
death  of  Bishop  Smith  in  1884  he  became  Bishop  of  Ken- 
tucky. In  1876  the  University  of  the  South  conferred  on  him 
the  degree  of  D.D.,  and  later  King's  College  in  Nova  Scotia 
that  of  D.C.L.,  and  Griswold  College  in  Iowa  that  of  LL.D. 

In  1901  he  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  House  of  Bishops, 
and  in  1902  he  was  chosen  with  the  Bishop  of  Albany  to 
represent  the  American  Church  on  the  occasion  of  the  Two 
Hundredth  Anniversary  of  the  Society  for  the  Propagation  of 
the  Gospel,  celebrated  in  London. 

On  more  than  one  occasion  he  represented  the  Episcopate 
in  the  Synod  of  the  Canadian  Church.  So  pronounced  was  he 
in  the  missionary  work  of  the  Church  that  he  was  elected 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  on  account  of  his 
great  interest  in  the  work  among  the  colored  people  he  was 
often  called  "The  Apostle  to  the  Negro."  Bishop  Dudley  was 
a  man  of  national  character. 

The  Diocese  of  Kentucky  became  affiliated  with  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  South  in  1884  and  Bishop  Dudley  was  made 
Chancellor  in  1893  for  the  statutory  term  of  six  years,  at  the 
expiration  of  which  period  he  was  re-elected  to  the  same  high 
office.  But  Bishop  Dudley's  active  interest  in  the  University 
ante-dated  any  of  these  important  events  in  the  history  of 
the  University  of  the  South.  Indeed,  at  the  time  that  the 
Diocese  of  Kentucky  comprised  the  entire  State,  it  was  due 
to  Bishop  Dudley's  persistent  efforts  that  it  became  one  of 
the  Dioceses  supporting  and  controlling  the  University,  and 
it  was  the  Bishop's  activity  and  interest  that  made  the  affilia- 
tion of  the  Diocese  of  Kentucky  with  the  University  of  the 
South    so   important. 
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The  Kentucky  Medal  for  Greek,  founded  by  him  in  1878, 
testifies  to  the  interest  he  took  in  the  University  in  those 
early  years.  He  preached  the  Baccalaureate  Sermon  in  1877, 
and  made  the  Commencement  Address  in  1885.  It  is  not 
speaking  in  depreciation  of  others  when  it  is  said  that  his 
election  to  the  Chancellorship  in  1893  marked  an  epoch  in  the 
history  of  the  University.  Wherever  he  went  he  represented 
the  University,  its  aims  and  its  needs.  With  what  results 
might  be  illustrated  by  the  following  true  account  of  what 
is  known  as  "The  Bishop  Dudley  Endowment  Fund  for  the 
Support  of  the  Faculty  of  the  University  of  the  South" : 

"In  the  month  of  October,  A.  D.  1895,  the  General  Conven- 
tion of  the  Church  being  in  session  in  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  its 
members  were  invited  to  visit  Fairbault  to  see  the  material 
results  of  the  life-work  of  the  venerable  Bishop  Whipple,  and 
to  rejoice  with  him.  A  great  company  were  carried  to  Fair- 
bault in  a  special  train  of  cars ;  carriages  met  them  at  the 
station  and  conveyed  them  to  each  of  the  glorious  buildings 
which  Bishop  Whipple  had  erected.  When  the  pilgrimage 
was  ended,  they  all  sat  down,  seven  hundred  at  the  least,  to 
a  luncheon  served  in  the  Armory  of  Shattuck  School  by  the 
ladies  of  Fairbault. 

"Dinner  being  ended,  speeches  of  congratulation  were 
made  by  several  gentlemen,  and  among  them  the  Bishop  of 
Kentucky,  the  Chancellor  of  the  University  of  the  South. 
On  coming  out  from  the  hall  to  witness  the  contests  of  the 
Shattuck  School  Cadets,  Bishop  Dudley  was  approached  by  a 
Churchman  of  New  York,  and  asked  if  he  could  keep  a  secret. 
Upon  his  replying  that  he  would  try  to  do  so,  the  gentleman 
added:  'I  will  send  you  $50,000  for  the  University  of  the 
South  before  January  1st  next.'  This  promise  was  kept,  and 
with  the  gift  came  the  scrap  of  paper  hereto  appended  in  the 
handwriting  of  the  nameless  benefactor. 

"This  record  is  made  by  the  grateful  Chancellor  that 
posterity  may  know  the  circumstances  attending  this  gift,  and 
with  the  hope  that  other  good  men  may  follow  this  noble 
example." 

The  "scrap  of  paper"  contained  the  words  in  quotation 
marks  above. 
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In  the  discharge  of  his  duties  as  Chancellor  he  was  not 
only  "wise  in  council"  but  he  was  statesmanlike  in  his  grasp 
of  methods  and  measures,  as  he  was  always  loyal  to  every 
man  who  had  won  his  confidence,  and  it  will  be  many  years 
before  his  memory  will  be  dissociated  from  much  that  we  at 
Sewanee  hold  in  love  and  reverence. 

Bishop  Dudley's  great  services  to  the  University  cannot  be 
adequately  presented  in  a  report  which  is  necessarily  so  short 
as  this,  nor  can  they  be  briefly  characterized  in  more  fitting 
terms  than  those  of  a  resolution  adopted  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Hebdomadal  Board  held  April  5,  A.  D.  1904,  as  follows: 

"The  Hebdomadal  Board  here  places  upon  record  its  deep 
sense  of  the  loss  sustained  by  the  Church,  the  country  and  by 
this  University  in  the  death  of  the  Right  Reverend  Thomas 
Underwood  Dudley,  D.D.,  D.C.L.,  LL.D.,  Bishop  of  Ken- 
tucky and  Chancellor  of  the  University  of  the  South. 

"Bishop  Dudley,  from  the  inception  of  his  Episcopate, 
identified  himself  ardently  and  thoroughly  with  the  fortunes 
of  Sewanee,  and  was  the  means  of  bringing  his  Diocese  into 
union  with  the  University.  He  was  its  first  Chancellor  by 
election  and  was  re-elected  to  that  high  office.  His  influence 
procured  the  University  the  largest  single  gift  of  endowment 
so  far  received  by  it,  as  well  as  lesser  bequests.  His  great 
heart  and  quick  sympathy,  combined  with  matchless  wit  and 
eloquence,  attached  to  him  the  love  and  admiration  of  the 
whole  body  of  students.  But  chiefly  he  was  the  wise,  loving 
and  faithful  friend  of  the  Vice  Chancellor  and  of  every  officer 
of  this  institution  who  by  time  and  opportunity  attained  to 
the  privilege  of  his  intimate  acquaintance.  His  social  quali- 
ties were  unequalled  and  his  depth  and  loyalty  of  affection  were 
not  surpassed  by  his  outward  charm  of  manner.  The  loss  of 
such  a  personality,  as  well  as  of  one  so  high  in  dignity  and 
wide  in  influence,  makes  the  world  poorer.  Not  least  is  the 
impoverishment  felt  here,  where  so  much  of  the  wealth  of  his 
rare  gift  was  expended.  We  pay  this  tribute  to  one  who  was 
not  only  our  head  but  our  most  eminent  member." 

It  is  beyond  the  province  of  this  report,  and  yet  I  cannot 
refrain  from  saying  how  sadly  we  were  affected  by  a  death 
outside  of  the  official  family.    It  was  the  loss  of  an  alumnus, 
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a  young  man  of  noble  character  and  fairest  promise,  which  we 
cannot  forget  as  we  survey  the  records  of  the  year,  nor  re- 
member without  a  renewal  of  the  sorrow  of  its  announce- 
ment. Overton  Lea,  Jr.,  died  December  29,  1903.  He  matricu- 
lated March  19,  1896,  aged  18,  and  received  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts  August  2,  1900. 


RESIGNATIONS. 

Professor  Burr  James  Ramage,  Ph.D.,  came  to  the  Uni- 
versity as  Dean  of  the  Law  Department  and  Professor  of 
Common  and  Statute  Law  therein,  upon  the  organization  of 
that  department  in  1892.  He  continued  as  Dean  until  the  end 
of  the  Trinity  Term,  1901,  and  as  Professor  of  Law  until  his 
resignation  at  the  end  of  the  Advent  Term  of  1903.  He  was 
in  addition  Acting  Professor  in  the  School  of  Finance  and 
Economy  in  the  Academic  Department,  1894-5 ;  Acting  Profes- 
sor in  the  School  of  Economics  and  Politics,  1895-6,  and 
Acting  Professor  of  American  History  and  Politics,  1897 — 
until  the  end  of  the  Advent  Term,  1903.  Ill  health  and  other 
considerations  of  a  personal  nature  led  to  Dr.  Ramage's  resig- 
nation, much  to  the  regret  of  his  colleagues,  many  of  whom 
had  been  associated  with  him  for  a  period  of  eleven  years. 

Professor  Eugene  Howard  Babbitt,  B.A.  (Harvard),  suc- 
ceeded Professor  Benjamin  W.  Wells  in  the  School  of  Mod- 
ern Languages  and  Literature  at  the  beginning  of  the  Trinity 
Term,  1900.  He  was  granted  a  leave  of  absence  for  a  portion 
of  the  Trinity  Term,  1903,  but  resigned  before  the  expiration 
of  that  term  in  order  to  accept  the  Chair  of  German  at 
Rutgers  College,  N.  J.  Professor  Babbitt's  pedagogical  knowl- 
edge and  experience  made  him  a  valuable  member  of  the 
Academic  Faculty,  and  his  departure  was  regretted. 

Dr.  Hilliard  Wood,  Professor  of  Diseases  of  the  Eye,  and 
Dr.  James  White  Handley,  Lecturer  on  Genito-Urinary  and 
Rectal  Diseases,  resigned  from  the  Medical  Department  at  the 
end  of  the  Advent  Term,  1903. 

Messrs.  F.  D.  J.  Kaessmann,  Edward  Jordan  Harrison, 
Hubert  Evans,  Ph.D.,  Assistant  Masters  in  the  Grammar 
School,  tendered  their  resignations  during  the  year  1903,  as 
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did  also  Mrs.  Maria  S.  Nelson,  housekeeper  at  the  Quintard 
Memorial  Hall. 

APPOINTMENTS. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  Allen  Tidball,  D.D.,  elected  to  the 
Chair  of  Ecclesiastical  History  at  the  last  annual  meeting  of 
the  Board,  signified  his  acceptance  on  August  15,  1903,  but  was 
unable  to  enter  upon  his  duties  until  the  beginning  of  this 
Lent    Term. 

St.  George  Leakin  Sioussat,  Ph.D.  (Johns  Hopkins),  was 
elected  to  the  Chair  of  History  by  the  Executive  Committee 
immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Board  last  summer, 
but  he,  too,  was  unable  to  begin  work  until  this  Lent  Term. 

With  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee  Glen  Levin 
Swiggett,  M.A.,  Ph.D.,  was  appointed  to  fill  the  Chair  of 
Modern  Languages  during  the  two  months  leave  of  absence 
granted  Professor  Babbitt,  and  upon  Professor  Babbitt's  resig- 
nation was  continued  in  office  until  the  next  meeting  of  your 
Board. 

These  additions  to  the  staff  are  welcomed  with  the  confi- 
dent assurance  that  they  have  been  wisely  chosen  for  their 
several  positions  and  in  the  hope  that  they  may  find  in  the 
University  congenial  fields  for  the  exercise  of  their  unques- 
tioned abilities. 

I  also  announce  the  following  appointments  in  the  Medical 
Department : 

Marion  Ridley  Moorman,  M.D.,  Associate  Professor  of 
Diseases  of  the  Eye,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat. 

Arthur  Frank  Kyger,  M.D.,  Ph.G,  Associate  Professor  of 
Practical  Pharmacy. 

Erik  Theophile  Sandberg,  M.D.,  Lecturer  on  Genito- 
urinary Diseases. 

Fleetwood  Gruver,  B.S.,  M.D.,  Lecturer  on  Tropical  Dis- 
eases and  General  Hygiene. 

Sidney  Bertrand  Smith,  M.D.,  Lecturer  on  Mental  Dis- 
eases. 

The  above  are  all  alumni  of  this  University  and  the  ap- 
pointments ate  in  recognition  of  their  ability  and  fitness  for 
service.

There  are,  therefore,  twenty-nine  States  and  Territories 
(including  the  District  of  Columbia  and  the  Philippine  Is- 
lands) and  five  foreign  countries  represented  upon  our.  stu- 
dent roll  of  last  year.  Fourteen  of  the  States  are  Southern 
States  (including  the  District  of  Columbia).  The  other  fif- 
teen States  are  as  widely  distributed  as  New  York  in  the 
Northeast,  Washington  in  the  Northwest,  California  in  the 
West,  Wisconsin  in  the  North  and  Arizona  in  the  Southwest. 
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The  number  of  students  from  the  States  south  of  Mason 
and  Dixon's  line  is  415 ;  from  the  other  States  and  Territories, 
47;  from  abroad  (Cuba,  England,  British  Honduras,  British 
West  Indies  and  Japan),  5. 

Tennessee  leads,  with  79  students;  Texas  comes  next,  with 
59 ;   Mississippi   third,  with   55 ;   Louisiana   fourth,   with   45 ; 
Georgia  fifth,  with  44 ;  Alabama  sixth,  with  38 ;  South  Caro- 
lina and  Florida  have  contributed  24  and  23  respectively.    The ' 
others  have  contributed  less  than  20  each. 

ACADEMIC    DEPARTMENT. 

The  report  of  the  Dean  (Exhibit  A)  shows  that  144  stu- 
dents were  enrolled  in  this  department  during  the  year  1903, 
which  is  twenty-three  in  excess  of  the  preceding  year.  Of 
these  126  were  pursuing  regular  courses  leading  to  a  degree, 
and  only  eighteen  were  classed  as  "irregular"  or  "special." 
This  gratifying  condition  is  attributable  to  the  increased  flex- 
ibility and  tabular  statements  of  our  courses  and  to  the  fidelity 
of  the  Schedule  Committee  in  its  endeavor  to  influence  stu- 
dents to  work  for  a  degree.  In  a  preparation  of  an  address 
on  "Why  Students  Leave  College,"  which  I  was  invited  to 
make  last  fall  before  the  Association  of  Southern  Schools 
and  Colleges,  I  wrote  to  the  presidents  of  our  leading  universi- 
ties, asking  "What  percentage  of  your  matriculants  graduate?" 
Replies  show  that  in  Columbia,  Harvard,  Princeton  and  Yale, 
four  typical  eastern  institutions,  the  percentage  of  graduates 
will  vary  from  sixty  to  eighty,  while  in  Sewanee,  Tulane, 
Vanderbilt  and  Virginia,  four  typical  southern  institutions, 
the  percentage  will  range  from  seven  to  twenty-five,  and  in 
certain  other  southern  universities  there  is  a  still  lower  mini- 
mum. Why  so  great  a  discrepancy?  Poverty  may  be  as- 
signed as  a  partial  cause.  Quite  a  number  are  compelled  to 
drop  out  for  lack  of  means.  Inadequacy  of  preparation  on  the 
part  of  the  schools  will  account  for  some.  The  students  who 
enter  college  poorly  equipped  after  a  brief  struggle  become 
discouraged  and  resign  or  are  dropped.  The  insufficiency  of 
college  courses  drives  others  away.  The  student  does  not 
find   there  what   he   needs   or   expects.     Material   considera- 
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tions  will  tempt  others — the  desire  to  get  rich  quick  and  the 
lack  of  appreciation  of  a  university  training.  All  these  causes 
operate  to  a  greater  extent  in  the  South  than  in  the  North, 
and  much  more  so  in  this  country  than  in  England,  where 
there  is  a  national  sentiment  impelling  one  to  take  a  degree. 
There  is  a  tradition  in  England  that  university  honors  are  a 
premonition  of  an  eminent  career,  and  in  this  country  the 
importance  of  a  university  training  for  any  profession  or  call- 
ing is  being  more  and  more  felt.  But  the  traditional  college 
education  of  the  past,  which  was  intended  only  for  certain 
of  the  learned  professions — law,  medicine  and  particularly 
theology,  had  become  inadequate.  The  world  was  moving 
on.  New  constituencies  and  new  demands  were  arising,  new 
problems  were  projecting  themselves  on  the  economic  and 
political  horizons,  new  questions  were  pressing  for  answer. 
Educational  forces  had  to  be  readjusted  in  order  to  meet  the 
needs  of  that  large  majority  of  men  preparing  to  engage  in 
banking,  railways,  insurance,  trade  and  industry,  diplomacy, 
journalism  and  politics.  Are  not  these  several  callings  as  im- 
portant to  the  life  of  the  nation  as  the  traditional  profes- 
sions? Such  is  my  conception  of  a  university.  So  great  are 
the  needs  of  this  University  that  we  must  not  permit  ourselves 
to  think  of  it  as  it  is,  but  rather  of  what  it  ought  to  be  and 
must  become.  Let  us  strive  for  the  ideal  and  be  not  impatient 
of  results.  I  concur  with  the  Dean  that  our  most  pressing 
need  is  a  properly  equipped  physical  laboratory — physics 
being  the  basis  of  all  the  sciences. 

Of  the  144  students  in  this  department  last  year  forty-five 
took  Greek,  equivalent  to  j^Va  Per  cent.  It  is  interesting  to 
compare  this  with  the  University  of  Virginia,  where  out  of 
248  students  enrolled  last  year  only  twenty-four,  or  92-3  per 
cent,  studied  Greek.

At  the  last  Commencement  seven  students  received  the 
degree  of  B.A.  and  one  that  of  C.E.,  eight  graduates  in  all. 

The  scholarship  and  conduct  of  the  students  were  on  the 
whole   satisfactory. 
_,  The   following  modifications  of  our  degree   courses   have 

been  recommended  by  the  Academic  Faculty,  approved  by  the 
Hebdomadal  Board  and  are  now  submitted  to  your  Board  for 
adoption : 

First,  that  in  Courses  A,  B,  C,  D  and  E,  where  German 
1-5  are  now  required,  German  6  be  added ;  and  that  except  for 
this  change  Courses  A,  D  and  E  remain  as  in  the  current 
catalogue. 

Second,  that  in  B,  Mathematics  4  be  dropped. 

Third,  that  in  C,  Mathematics  5-6  be  added,  and  three  ad- 
vanced courses  of  History  be  dropped. 

Fourth,  that  Spanish  1,  2,  3  may  be  substituted  anywhere 
for  French  1,  2,  3,  or,  where  more  than  six  courses  of  German 
are  called  for,  Spanish  1,  2,  3  may  be  substituted  for  three 
advanced  courses  of  German;  and  that  in  Course  C,  Science 
4,  5,  6  may  be  substituted  for  Philosophy  4,  5,  6. 

Fifth,  that  in  Courses  A,  B,  C  and  D,  "A  Science,  1,  2,  3" 
be  substituted  for  "Science,  three  courses." 

The  C.E.  Degree:  It  is  recommended  that  the  C.E.  degree 
course  be  increased  by  one  course  of  Chemistry,  three  of 
Botany,  one  of  German,  three  of  French  (or  three  of  Spanish), 
one  of  History  and  Politics,  three  of  Moral  Philosophy,  the 
enlarged  course  being  constituted  as  follows : 
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Mathematics,   1-9.

Professor  Glen  Levin  Swiggett,  Ph.D.,  who,  as  previously 
reported,  has,  during  this  year,  filled  the  Chair  of  Modern 
Languages,  vice  Professor  Babbitt,  resigned,  is  hereby  nomi- 
nated to  a  full  professorship  with  a  salary  of  $1,500  per 
annum.  Although  Dr.  Swiggett  has  on  file  a  large  number  of 
excellent  testimonials,  I  regard  his  year's  service  in  this 
University  as  the  best  evidence  of  his  qualifications.  He  is, 
in  my  opinion,  the  strongest  available  man  for  the  place. 

The  Rev.  Arthur  R.  Gray,  who  has  rendered  such  gen- 
erous and  gratutious  service  in  both  the  Academic  and  Theo- 
logical Departments,  has  been  commanded  by  his  physician  to 
travel  abroad  for  the  next  six  months.  He  has,  therefore, 
been  granted  a  leave  of  absence  until  the  Lent  Term,  1905. 

The  students  of  this  department  are  divided  into  two 
classes,  Juniors  and  Gownsmen. 

The  following  buildings  are  provided  for  their  living 
quarters :  Hoffman  Memorial  Hall  will  accommodate  52 ; 
Tremlett  Hall,  22,  and  Virginia  Cottage,  one  of  the  old  Grammar 
School  group  of  buildings,  15;  total  89.  The  Gownsmen  are 
allowed  to  board  in  licensed  private  houses,  confined  at  pres- 
ent almost  exclusively  to  Mrs.  Galleher's  and  Mrs.  Tucker's. 
The  accommodation  for  Juniors  is  inadequate,  and  so  far  as 
Virginia  Cottage  is  concerned,  inconvenient  and  unsuitable. 
We  need  another  dormitory  like  the  Hoffman.  There  will  be 
difficulty  in  making  provision  for  the  large  number  of  stu- 
dents applying  for  admission  at  the  beginning  of  the  Trinity 
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Term.  Dormitories  are  desirable  from  a  financial  as  well  as 
an  educational  point  of  view,  and  I  very  much  hope  that  a 
dormitory  for  the  Gownsmen  may  also  be  provided  in  the 
near  future.  In  connection  with  it  I  would  build  a  handsome 
dining  hall  and  common  rooms  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
students  of  all  departments,  which  would  result  in  increased 
t  economy  and  would  strengthen  the  corporate  life  of  the  stu- 
dent community.  The  present  refectories,  both  in  St  Luke's 
Hall,  where  the  theological  students  reside,  and  at  Hoffman, 
are  located  in  the  basements  and  are  not  attractive. 

I  ask  the  Board  that  in  case  funds  can  be  secured  for 
either  one  or  both  of  these  buildings  I  be  authorized  to  pro- 
ceed with  their  erection. 

The  expenditure  on  account  of  salaries  was  $500  less  and 
the  receipts  from  tuition  fees  $361.42  more  than  last  year, 
making  the  deficit  on  account  of  salaries  $4,924.63,  which  is 
$861.42  less  than  for  the  preceding  year.  The  profit  from  the 
Hoffman  Memorial  Hall  is  $2,965.41,  which  is  $656.37  more 
than  for  the  preceding  year.  However,  Virginia  Cottage, 
which  was  operated  for  the  benefit  of  the  overflow  from  the 
Hoffman,  resulted  in  a  loss  of  $604.20,  thus  reducing  the  net 
profit  from  the  boarding  department  to  $2,361.21. 

THEOLOGICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

Although  the  Theological  Department  was  not  fairly  or- 
ganized and  housed  in  St.  Luke's  Hall  until  1878,  instruction 
was  given  in  this  department  in  1872.  The  Rev.  W.  P.  Du- 
Bose,  M.A.,  was  elected  Chaplain  in  1871,  but  went  back  to  his 
parish  in  South  Carolina,  and  arrived  in  Sewanee  March  1, 
1872.  His  name  appears  in  the  first  catalogue,  1871-72,  as 
Chaplain  and  as  Professor  of  Ethics  and  Evidences  of  Chris- 
tianity and  as  Professor  of  Pastoral  Theology  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Theology.  In  the  catalogue  of  1873-74  he  is  pub- 
lished as  Professor  of  Systematic  Divinity  and  Exegesis;  in 
1876-77  as  Professor  of  Hebrew,  Exegesis  and  Homiletics ;  in 
1879-80  as  Professor  of  New  Testament  Languages  and  Inter- 
pretation; in  1882-83  also  as  Acting  Professor  of  Old  Testa- 
ment   Languages    and    Interpretation;    in    1893-94,    upon    the 
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death  of  Dr.  Hodgson,  as  Acting  Dean;  in  1804-95  and  there- 
after as  Dean  and  Professor  of  Old  and  New  Testament  Lan- 
guages and  Interpretation. 

After  a  service  of  thirty-two  years  Dr.  DuBose  has  felt 
himself  compelled  to  ask  the  appointment  of  a  committee  of 
your  Board  to  confer  with  the  Vice  Chancellor  and  himself 
upon  the  matter  of  some  slight  changes  in  the  organization, 
necessitated  by  the  circumstances  of  his  personal  relation  to  it. 
In  this  request  I  heartily  concur.  To  quote  from  his  report 
(Exhibit  B)  :  "The  changes  alluded  to  are  such  as  must  begin 
to  be  gradually  making  in  my  own  relation  to  the  department 
and  the  University.  The  exigencies  of  health,  and  of  other 
claims  upon  my  remaining  years  demand  an  increasing  inde- 
pendence of  the  regular  and  routine  duties  of  the  University. 
I  am  anxious  that  these  changes,  which  under  no  circumstances 
can  be  deferred  much  longer,  shall  begin  at  once  to  be  con- 
sidered and  provided  for,  and  to  that  end  I  ask  the  advice  of  a 
committee  and  the  action  through  it  of  the  Board." 

Dr.  DuBose's  unselfish  devotion  to  the  interests  of  the 
University,  his  graciousness  of  manner  and  bearing,  his  un- 
usual qualities  of  intellect  and  of  character,  have  combined 
to  make  his  personality  a  most  powerful  force  and  far-reaching 
influence  in  the  development  of  the  University.  Rightly  do  we 
regard  him  as  a  great  benefactor — his  life  a  benediction  to  us 
all. 

In  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  your  Board  (v.  Report 
of  Committee  on  Theological  Department,  page  31,  Proceed- 
ings of  1898),  authorizing  the  Dean  to  "secure  the  assistance 
of  a  competent  instructor  in  Greek  and  Hebrew,  in  his  dis- 
cretion, the  Rev.  William  Haskell  DuBose,  G.D.,  M.A.,  was 
appointed  Instructor  in  Hebrew  and  Biblical  Greek,  and 
served  in  this  capacity  for  two  years  without  remuneration. 
In  1900  he  was  appointed  Associate  Professor,  without  remu- 
neration, but  in  1901  (v.  Proceedings,  page  30)  your  "Board, 
highly  appreciating  the  good  work  done  by  Mr.  DuBose  as 
Associate  Professor  of  Old  and  New  Testament  Exegesis, 
fixes  the  salary  of  the  position  at  $300  per  year." 

During  Mr.  DuBose's  six  years  of  acceptable  service  he  has 
received  the  sum  of  $600,  which  is  at   the  rate  of  $100  per 
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|  annum.    In  the  mean  time  he  has  been  most  active  in  equip- 

ping himself  for  the  duties  of  his  position,  spending  his  vaca- 
tions in  study  abroad  and  at  one  of  our  own  seminaries.  1 
therefore  nominate  him  to  the  Professorship  of  Old  Testa- 
ment Language  and  Interpretation. 

By  the  acquisition  of  Dr.  Tidball  as  Professor  of  Ecclesi- 
t  astrcal  History  and  Church  Polity,  to  quote  from  the  Dean — 
"the  Faculty  is  now  not  only  strong  in  all  its  parts,  but  most 
effective  through  its  unity  and  harmony  as  a  whole." 

The  enrollment  of  1903  was  twenty-six  as  against  twenty- 
seven  for  the  preceding  year.  The  last  decade  has  been  for 
us  one  of  even  development,  while  in  theological  registration 
over  the  whole  country  there  has  been  a  marked  shrinkage, 
man}  institutions  losing  from  one-third  to  one-half  of  their 
former  normal  attendance.  Experience  goes  to  show  that 
periods  of  industrial  prosperity  are  not  favorable  to  the  nu- 
merical growth  of  theological  institutions.  Just  at  present 
there  are  only  fourteen  students  in  residence,  but  we  expect 
a  considerable  increase  with  the  beginning  of  the  new  year 
in  July,  and  our  numerical  strength  for  this  year  will  un- 
doubtedly be  as  great  as  during  the  preceding  years. 

At  the  last  Commencement  six  students  received  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  in  Divinity,  the  largest  number  of  graduates  in 
the  history  of  the  department. 

The  Dioceses  contributed  during  the  fiscal  year  $3,944.15, 
which  is  $258.30  more  than  in  1902.  There  was  received  from 
other  sources :

making  the  total  receipts  $5,665.06. 
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The  salary  account  was  $4,347-95,  leaving  a  credit  balance 
of  $1,317-". 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  satisfactory  manner  in  which  the 
majority  of  the  Dioceses  now  respond  to  their  several  obliga- 
tions. 

A  statement  of  the  Morton  Trust  Company  (included  in 
Exhibit  B)  shows  a  credit  to  the  Quintard  Professorship  of 
Dogmatic  Theology  of  $14.68.21.  The  same  exhibit  contains 
a  paper  signed  by  Caleb  B.  K.  Weed,  Wm.  H.  DuBose  and 
H.  J.  Mikell,  a  committee  representing  the  Senior  Class  of  the 
Theological  Department  for  1898,  transferring  to  the  cor- 
poration the  responsibility  for  and  the  control  of  this  fund, 
which  is  to  found  a  memorial  to  Bishop  Quintard  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Theological  Department.  "It  is  our  desire,"  say 
they,  "that  the  fund  be  suffered  to  accumulate  to  the  amount 
of  $25,000,  so  as  to,  in  a  measure,  answer  the  purpose  of  its 
foundation  before  it  is  to  be  encroached  upon,  and  when  it 
reaches  that  amount  the  corporation  will  then  use  and  apply 
the  interest  to  the  purposes  of  the  foundation." 

The  corner-stone  of  the  Hodgson  Memorial  Chapel,  which 
is  now  in  process  of  construction,  will  be  laid  Commencement 
Sunday,  June  26th,  at  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  We  are 
all  deeply  grateful  for  the  continued  devotion  to  the  University 
of  those  who  are  endowing  it  with  this  memorial  of  our  first 
Dean  and  third  Vice  Chancellor. 

The  Rev.  Johannes  A.  Oertel,  D.D.,  delivered  a  course  of 
three  lectures  during  July  and  August,  1003 :  I.  Symbolism  in 
Art.    II.  The  Paintings  of  the  Catacombs.    III.  Ary  Scheffer. 

I  enclose  in  this  same  exhibit  a  circular  of  the  Summer 
School  of  Theology,  of  which  Professor  Bishop  is  secretary. 
It  has  been  decided  by  the  Faculty  that  the  session  will  begin 
on  Monday,  August  1st,  and  will  last  for  four  weeks,  closing 
on  Saturday,  August  27th.  In  addition  to  lecture  courses  by 
members  of  the  Faculty,  it  is  also  proposed  to  offer  special 
lectures  and  courses  of  lectures  by  visiting  teachers  and 
speakers.  Any  clergyman  or  church-worker  may  be  admitted 
to  this  school,  which  it  is  designed  to  make  a  permanent  in- 
stitution. 
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MEDICAL     DEPARTMENT. 

This  department  has  completed  the  twelfth  year  of  it 
independent  existence,  during  which  period  1,265  students  havt 
been  enrolled  and  560  graduated. 

The  net  profit  to  the  University  for  the  twelve  years  is 
$6,101.76,  which  has  been  expended  in  permanent  improve- 
ments, in  enlarging  Thompson  Hall  and  the  Hodgson  Memo- 
rial Infirmary  and  in  equipping  the  Chemical,  Bacteriological 
and  Microscopical  Laboratories. 

For  the  first  ten  years  the  percentage  of  graduates  varied 
from  fifty  to  ninety  per  cent,  but  in  1902-3  this  was  reduced  to 
twenty-one  per  cent,  and  in  1903-4  to  sixteen  per  cent.  The 
significance  of  this  is  that  our  Medical  Department  is  no 
longer  a  Mecca  for  those  seeking  immediate  graduation,  but 
that  we  are  securing  a  body  of  students  who  will  receive  here 
either  the  whole  or  the  larger  part  of  their  medical  training. 

The  requirements  for  admission  and  graduation  are  not 
yet  up  to  the  desired  standard,  but  each  year  marks  an  im- 
provement. They  will  compare  favorably  with  other  Southern 
institutions.  No  higher  requirements  are  practicable  just  now. 
Several  of  our  Eastern  universities  require  an  academic  de- 
gree as  a  prerequisite  for  admission  to  the  Medical  Depart- 
ment. There  can  be  little  doubt  that  such  a  course  is  desir- 
able, for  experience  clearly  shows  that  the  difficulties  of  a 
medical  education,  involving  as  it  does  the  mastery  of  a  multi- 
tude of  facts  and  theories  and  the  exercise  of  a  trained  judg- 
ment, are  best  overcome  by  the  earnest  students  with  a  college 
training.  No  one  who  has  well  considered  the  difficulties  of 
the  practice  of  medicine,  and  no  one  who  has  observed  the 
work  of  unfit  medical  men,  can  doubt  that  a  practitioner  of 
medicine  should  have  the  best  possible  preparation.  A  con- 
sideration of  the  work  of  the  medical  students  and  of  medical 
practitioners  shows,  however,  that  if  it  is  true  that  the  work 
of  the  college  graduates  averages  higher  than  that  of  the  non- 
graduates,  it  is  also  true  that  among  the  non-graduates  are 
some  of  our  best  students  and  practitioners.  Considering  the 
conditions  of  practice  in  certain  sections  of  this  country  and 
especially  of  the  South,  and  the  success  of  some  non-graduates, 
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it  cannot  be  insisted  upon  that  all  medical  students  should 
take  the  college  course.  Even  Yale  demands  only  the  grade 
attained  by  high  school  graduates. 

There  were  143  students  enrolled  in  1903  as  against  201  in 
1902,  a  loss  of  fifty-eight.  There  were  several  causes  operat- 
ing to  effect  this.  The  lengthening  of  the  course  to  four 
years  has  cut  down  the  numbers  everywhere  and  the  laws  of 
the  Southern  Medical  College  Association  are  becoming  each 
year  more  and  more  prejudicial  to  medical  schools  conducted 
during  the  summer  months.  Then  again,  we  have  to  compete 
with  medical  schools,  some  endowed  and  much  better  equipped, 
and  others  not  so  scrupulous  in  complying  with  the  laws  of 
"the  Association.  Notwithstanding  all  this,  our  pro  rata  stand- 
ing will  compare  favorably  with  other  Southern  schools.  It 
seems  now  as  if  we  had  passed  the  smallest  entering  class, 
and  that  succeeding  classes  will  steadily  increase  up  to  the 
limit  of  our  ability  to  properly  care  for  them. 

For  the  first  time  in  six  years  there  was  a  deficit  in  this 
department  last  year,  amounting  to  $1,253.70,  but  when  we  take 
into  consideration  the  operating  expenses  of  the  Infirmary,  the 
benefits  of  which  all  the  departments  of  the  University  almost 
equally  share,  and  the  amount  expended  for  permanent  equip- 
ment, the  Medical  Department  is  fairly  redeemed  from  this 
current  liability. 

The  session  last  year  covered  a  period  of  nine  months,  ex- 
tending from  May  1st  to  February  1st,  which  was  not  in  har- 
mony with  the  other  departments,  and  was  in  many  ways 
objectionable.  Hereafter  the  session  will  cover  a  period  of 
six  months,  from  April  1st  to  October  1st,  and  for  four  weeks 
in  October  there  will  be  a  Quiz  and  Review  Course  for  the 
purpose  of  equipping  Seniors  and  others  for  State  Board, 
Army  and  Navy  examinations. 

The  number  of  students  enrolled  this  session  is  but  little 
less  than  for  the  entire  preceding  year.  The  gross  earnings 
will  in  all  probability  be  greater,  and  as  the  Dean  has  made  a 
reduction  of  twenty-five  per  cent  for  his  own  individual  ser- 
vices and  has  secured  a  like  reduction  on  the  part  of  the 
other  professors,  we  are  justified  in  expecting  a  profit  rather 
than  a  deficit  for  the  current  year. 
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The  Hodgson  Memorial  Infirmary  presents  an  enviable 
record  for  the  past  year.  One  hundred  and  ninety-eight  sur- 
gical cases  (including  nineteen  abdominal  cases)  were  operated 
upon  without  a  death.  There  were  twenty-nine  medical  cases 
treated  and  but  one  death — that  from  uremic  poisoning.  The 
Infirmary,  besides  being  a  means  of  public  service,  adds  very 
greatly  to  the  teaching  efficiency  of  the  members  of  the 
Faculty.  But  our  development  in  this  direction,  indispensable 
as  it  was,  emphasizes  the  need  of  endowment  in  order  that  we 
may  keep  abreast  with  the  progress  of  medical  education  in 
the  country. 

The  report  of  the  Dean  is  Exhibit  C. 

LAW    DEPARTMENT. 

The  year  1903  was  the  eleventh  of  the  independent  exist- 
ence of  this  department.  The  total  enrollment  for  the  eleven 
years  was  171,  twenty-seven  of  whom  graduated. 

The  net  cost  to  the  University  on  salary  account  alone  was 
$7,580.36,  and  the  other  expenses  of  operation,  such  as  adver- 
tising, printing,  etc.,  would  add  considerably  to  the  deficit. 
There  has  been  no  appreciable  increase  in  the  number  of 
students,  while  the  annual  deficit  has  increased  from  $117.50 
in  1897  to  $2,141.85  in  1903.  The  conduct  of  the  department 
under  the  Dean,  Captain  McNeal,  and  his  efficient  instructors, 
Messrs.  Lee  and  Frazer,  has  unquestionably  improved  and 
would  merit  a  more  generous  patronage.  But  thus  far  very 
few  have  been  attracted  from  without,  and  the  students  who 
have  entered  from  the  Academic  Department  have  been  as  a 
class  so  unsatisfactory  as  to  create  a  prejudice.  The  result  is, 
our  better  students  desiring  to  study  law,  go  elsewhere,  while 
the  worthless  ones  are  attracted  to  the  Law  Department  by 
the  greater  freedom  in  discipline  which  it  affords.  From  an 
educational  as  well  as  from  a  financial  point  of  view,  the  Law 
Department  in  its  present  condition  does  not  justify  itself.  We 
must,  therefore,  either  abolish  or  improve  it.  But  to  abolish  a 
department,  after  being  once  established  and  in  existence  for 
eleven  years,  is  a  serious  proposition.  The  moral  effect  upon 
the  whole  University  would  be  decidedly  bad.  We  must, 
then,  improve  it,  and  I  recommend  the  following : 
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First.  That  the  Faculty  be  increased  by  the  election  of  one 
resident  professor  and  two  visiting  instructors,  and  that  Dr. 
Sioussat  of  the  Academic  Department  be  requested  to  give  one 
course  in  Constitutional  History  in  the  Law  Department. 

Second.  That  no  applicant  can  be  registered  as  a  student 
at  law  until  he  shall  have  passed  a  preliminary  examination 
evidencing  his  qualifications  so  to  register.  The  examination 
shall  be  of  the  same  grade  as  is  now  required  for  admission  to 
the  Academic  Department. 

Third.  That  a  Faculty  organization  be  effected  by  the 
election  of  a  secretary  and  that  the  discipline  of  students  be 
administered  by  the  Dean  under  such  rules  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  Faculty  and  approved  by  the  Hebdomadal 
Board.  I  may  add  that  our  ordinances  make  provision  for  such 
an  organization. 

Fourth.  That  the  organization  of  the  department  be  ad- 
vertised by  the  publication  of  a  special  announcement  pam- 
phlet and  by  the  insertion  of  small  advertisements  in  the 
country  press. 

Fifth.  That  the  purpose  be  announced  of  lengthening  the 
course  to  three  years  as  soon  as  the  requirements  for  admis- 
sion to  the  bar  are  raised  in  the  Southern  States  so  as  to 
warrant  it. 

Captain  McNeal's  value  to  the  University  is  independent 
of  his  connection  with  the  Law  Department,  but  I  am  most 
anxious  that  a  man  of  his  distinguished  ability  and  reputation 
should  be  given  the  opportunity  of  building  up  here  at  Sewanee 
a  Law  Department  which  will  command  the  respect  and  confi- 
dence of  the  entire  country  as  well  as  of  the  University  com- 
munity. 

Report  of  the  Dean  is  Exhibit  D. 


GRAMMAR    SCHOOL. 

For  the  first  time  during  my  administration  we  have  a 
head  master  who  possesses  the  pedagogical  skill  and  ex- 
perience necessary  to  make  the  Grammar  School  what  it 
should  be,  the  best  school  in  the  country.  It  is  even  now,  in 
my  opinion,  the  best  school  in  the  South,  and  I  base  this  state- 
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f  ment  upon  careful  observation  and  knowledge  of   the  condi- 

tions. I  have  visited  the  classrooms  and  inspected  the  dor- 
mitory from  time  to  time,  and  I  have  noted  with  pleasure 
/s  and  pride  the  satisfactory  progress  which  the  school  has  made 

during  the  past  year.  The  report  of  the  HeaJ  Master  (Exhibit 
'  E)  is  so  comprehensive  and  intelligent  that  it  leaves  but  little 

to  be  added. 

There  were  177  students  registered  during  the  year,  six 
less  than  for  the  preceding  year.  The  profit  from  tuition  was 
$980.82  less,  and  from  board  $1,069.34  less>  while  the  salary 
account  was  $306.46  more,  making  the  total  income  from  the 
Grammar  School  $2,356.62  less. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  the  present  Head 

Master  did  not  enter  upon  his  duties  until  the  beginning  of  the 

Trinity  Term  and  that  the  school  was  at  that  time  in  a  state 

of  demoralization.     The  educational  advancement  will   more 

~"  than  compensate  for  the  financial  loss. 

Provision  has  already  been  made  for  carrying  out  the 
recommendations  of  the  Head  Master,  with  two  exceptions, 
which  alone  will   require  your  consideration. 

First,  an  athletic  field  is  needed,  but  I  cannot  concur  in 
the  recommendation  of  the  Head  Master  that  the  space  to  the 
rear  of  the  Quintard  Memorial  should  be  graded  down  or  even 
if  advisable  that  it  could  be  accomplished  for  $300.  A  sum 
four  times  that  amount  would  in  all  probability  be  required. 
The  architect  has  designed  a  quadrangular  group  of  buildings 
for  the  Grammar  School,  which  would  include  two  additional 
dormitories,  recitation  hall,  gymnasium  and  chapel.  It  is  in- 
tended that  the  low  ground  of  the  quadrangular  space  should 
be  graded  up  with  the  excavations  from  the  foundation  of  the 
several  buildings.    Let  us  not  be  improvident  or  impatient. 

Secondly,  a  permanent  recitation  hall  in  close  proximity 
to  the  Quintard  Memorial  Hall  would  cost  not  less  than 
$40,000,  and  I  sincerely  trust  that  funds  may  be  secured  for 
this  purpose;  but  I  am  opposed  to  erecting  any  more  tempo- 
rary structures,  and  so  long  as  the  students  are  required  to 
attend  the  daily  service  at  the  University  Chapel  the  location 
of  the  present  buildings  is  not  so  objectionable. 
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ATHLETIC   DEPARTMENT. 

That  portion  of  the  new  gymnasium1,  which  was  designed  by 
the  architect  to  provide  the  permanent  hand-ball  courts,  has 
been  completed  and  is  now  being  occupied  as  a  gymnasium. 
It  cost  $6,726.89,  of  which  amount  $5,000  was  contributed  by 
Mr.  John  D.  Shaffer,  B.S.,  a  trustee  and  alumnus  of  Louis- 
iana, and  the  balance  in  greater  part  by  the  alumni.  The 
design  of  the  gymnasium  as  it  is  to  appear  when  completed 
may  be  seen  in  the  Registrar's  office.  It  is  estimated  that  the 
cost  of  erecting  and  equipping  the  entire  building  will  be 
about  $100,000,  although  other  portions  of  the  building  may  be 
constructed  and  used  as  funds  are  provided.  The  completed 
building  will  provide  a  large  auditorium  and  stage,  galleries, 
hand-ball  courts,  bowling  alleys,  trophy  rooms,  director's 
rooms,  swimming  pool,  bath  rooms,  lockers  and  all  the  ap- 
pointments of  an  up-to-date  gymnasium. 

•Once  again  Forensic  Hall  is  being  used  exclusively  for 
forensic  exercises  and  dramatic  performances  and  Terpsicho- 
rean  festivities. 

Mr.  G.  Ruppert  Seikel,  who  was  appointed  Physical  Di- 
rector, was  compelled  to  return  to  New  York  last  September 
in  order  to  fill  out  his  engagement  with  Columbia  University. 
He  has  been  absent  the  greater  portion  of  this  scholastic  year, 
but  has  now  returned  and  expects  to  devote  himself  to  the 
duties  of  his  position  without  further  interruption. 

I  renew  my  appeal  for  funds  to  improve  our  athletic  field 
and  build  a  track. 

The  receipts  from  gymnasium  fees  amounted  to  $1,227.10 
and  the  salary  of  the  Director  (for  a  portion  of  the  year)  to 
$220.05,  leaving  a  credit  balance  of  $1,007.05. 


PRINTING  DEPARTMENT. 

The  net  profit  from  this  department  for  1903  is  $311.65. 
Our  printing  plant  has  never  been  equal  to  a  high  grade  of 
work,  but  during  the  past  few  years  it  has  been  in  a  most  un- 
satisfactory condition — the  equipment  incomplete,  the  presses 
old  and  the  type  worn  and  broken.  The  calendar,  announce- 
ments, addresses,  Cap  and  Gown,    Review,  magazine,  proceed- 
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f  ings,  etc.,  have  all  been  printed  elsewhere — work  amounting  to 

$4,000  per  annum. 

I  have  long  recognized  and  appreciated  the  value  and  ex- 
/v  pediency   of   the  establishment   of   a   University    Press    (one 

worthy  of  the  name)  in  connection  with  the  University,  and 
have  for  a  long  time  cherished  that  ambition  for  the  organiza- 
tion of  such  an  institution,  but  I  have  never  felt  that  the 
University  was  able  to  furnish  the  necessary  funds  for  the 
establishment  of  such  an  enterprise  nor  that  it  was  justified  in 
assuming  the  financial  obligations  incident  to  the  establishment 
and  maintenance  thereof. 

Last  winter  the  Rev.  Arthur  C.  Watkins,  a  Presbyterian 
clergyman  of  Woodhaven,  Queensborough,  New  York,  a 
graduate  of  Johns  Hopkins  and  of  the  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  a  gentleman  and  a  scholar,  highly  recommended  by 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Cuthbert  Hall  and  officers  of  Johns  Hopkins, 
~J  visited  Sewanee,  and,  after  several  interviews,  submitted  the 

following  proposition: 

To  undertake,  at  his  own  expense,  the  establishment  and 
conduct  of  such  a  University  Press,  to  furnish  the  necessary 
capital  and  to  assume  the  natural  risk  incident  thereto. 

To  pay  the  University  $1,000  for  its  printing  plant. 

To  construct  a  suitable  building  and  equip  a  suitable  plant 
for  doing  a  high  grade  of  commercial  and  book  printing  and 
publishing. 

Not  to  use  the  name  of  the  University  Press  in  connec- 
tion with  the  issuing  of  any  publications  which  shall  be  derog- 
atory to  the  interests  of  the  University.  A  committee  of 
three,  of  whom  one  shall  be  the  Vice  Chancellor  and  another 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  shall  have  the  power  to 
determine  any  controversy  as  to  the  issuance  of  any  publica- 
tion or  even  printed  matter  from  said  press,  whether  bearing 
the  name  of  the  University  Press  or  otherwise. 

Not  to  transfer  the  property  constituting  the  said  printing 
and  publishing  plant  to  any  person  with  the  view  of  con- 
tinuing the  business  in  connection  with  the  University  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  University. 

In  consideration  thereof  the  University  agreed : 
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To  lease  a  suitable  plot  of  ground  for  the  erection  of  the 
building  at  a  rental  of  $i  per  year. 

To  have  all  its  printing  and  publishing  done  by  the  Univer- 
sity Press,  the  grade  of  work  and  prices  being  satisfactory, 
and  to  use  its  influence  in  building  up  and  extending  the  busi- 
ness of  the  University  Press.  The  University  is  to  have  the 
right  and  option  at  any  time,  on  thirty  (30)  days'  notice,  to 
acquire  by  purchase  the  entire  property. 

Mr.  Watkins  generously  offered  to  grant  the  University  a 
share  in  the  profits,  but  fearing  that  such  a  participation 
might  create  a  partnership  in  the  eye  of  the  law,  it  was 
deemed  wiser  to  look  for  our  reward  in  the  educational  ad- 
vancement and  good  fame  to  accrue  to  the  University. 

I  submit  Exhibit  F,  a  certified  copy  of  the  contract,  which 
sets  forth  the  terms  of  the  agreement  more  fully  in  detail. 

I  recommend  that  Mr.  Watkins  be  given  the  title  "Director 
of  the  University  Press." 

The  new  plant  will  be  located  to  the  south  of  our  present 
printing  office.  Work  on  the  building  has  already  begun.  It 
will  be  of  stone  and  of  artistic  design. 

May  the  University  Press  be  to  Sewanee,  what  the  Oxford 
Press  is  to  Oxford  and  the  Cambridge  Press  is  to  Cam- 
bridge. 

SUPPLY  DEPARTMENT. 

The  net  profit  for  1903  was  $1,019.69,  which  is  $1,668.27  less 
than  for  the  preceding  year. 

Being  surprised  at  the  falling  off  in  net  profits,  I  requested 
Mr.  W.  L.  McFarland,  expert  accountant,  to  make  an  espe- 
cially careful  examination.  He  reports:  "I  have  found 
no  errors  in  the  clerical  work  as  recorded  on  the  books ;  all 
the  cash  received  by  the  bookkeeper  has  been  fully  accounted 
for. 

"By  a  careful  comparison  of  the  cost  prices  with  those  of 
preceding  years  I  find  an  increase  of  about  six  per  cent  on  an 
average,  with  practically  no  advance  in  the  selling  prices,  caus- 
ing the  gross  gain  to  be  reduced  to  that  extent ;  there  was  also 
an  increase  of  $283.78  in  the  expense  for  the  last  twelve 
months."

I  also  had  an  expert  "stock-man"  come  up  from  Nashville 
and  make  a  second  inventory,  which,  however,  only  proved  the 
accuracy  of  the  first. 

I  therefore  conclude  that  the  manager  was  not  mindful  of 
the  marked  advance  in  the  purchase  price  of  all  goods,  and 
failed  to  add  his  legitimate  profit.  Inasmuch  as  the  University 
was  itself  the  largest  purchaser,  it  received  directly  the  benefit 
which  properly  should  have  accrued  to  the  Supply  Store. 
Hereafter  a  trial  balance  will  be  taken  monthly  and  a  more 
careful  attention  to  the  details  exacted. 

Mr.  McFarland's  report  is  Exhibit  G. 

HEALTH   DEPARTMENT. 

The  general  health  of  the  University  during  the  past  year 
has  been  conspicuously  good.  Only  those  who  are  charged 
with  the  responsibility  of  watching  over  a  student  body  can 
appreciate  the  importance  of  this  side  of  our  administrative 
work.  Among  the  causes  which  have  contributed  to  this  end 
may  be  mentioned  the  increased  watchfulness  of  the  University 
authorities  concerning  the  condition  affecting  water  supply,  the 
increased  care  given  to  the  condition  of  the  University  build- 
ings, the  scavenger  and  sewerage. 

Messrs.  Williams  &  Whitman,  sanitary  engineers  of  New 
York,  have  constructed  one  sewage  purification  plant  for  the 
accommodation  of  St.  Luke's  Hall  and  the  residences  of  Rev. 
A.  R.  Gray,  Rev.  W.  H.  DuBose  and  Miss  Mary  Miller.  For 
additional  purification  we  have  had  a  sand  filter  attached, 
and  we  are  now  guaranteed  95  per  cent  purification.  The  cost 
of  the  plant  was  $862.74,  of  which  amount  $387.74  was  contrib- 
uted by  the  University  and  the  balance  by  the  parties  above 
mentioned.  When  the  success  of  this  one  plant  is  clearly  dem- 
onstrated we  will  take  steps  to  provide  others. 

The  report  of  the  Health  Officer  is  Exhibit  H. 

UNIVERSITY     CHAPLAIN. 

I  submit  herewith  Exhibit  I,  the  Report  of  the  Chaplain, 
and  I  would  direct  your  attention  to  his  remarks  concerning 
the  choir,  the  University  Bible  Class  and  Religious  Instruction 
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in  the  Grammar  School.    There  were  eighteen  confirmations 
during  the  year  1003. 

In  order  that  every  member  of  the  Board  may  hear  the 
report  of  the  Committee  appointed  at  your  last  annual  meeting 
to  raise  funds  for  the  erection  of  a  University  Chapel,  I  incor- 
porate it  herewith.  In  consequence  of  the  death  of  our  lamented 
Chancellor,  the  report  is  signed  by  only  two  members  of  the 
Committee,  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Chaplain. 


REPORT    OF    COMMITTEE    ON     NEW     CHAPEL    FUND. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South: 

Gentlemen  :  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  a  resolution 
was  passed  providing  for  the  appointment  of  a  committee 
composed  of  the  Chancellor,  the  Vice  Chancellor  and  Chap- 
lain, who  were  charged  with  the  duty  of  raising  funds  for  the 
erection  of  a  permanent  University  Chapel  at  Sewanee.  At 
our  first  meeting  it  was  decided  that  the  Chaplain  be  sent 
out  during  the  winter  vacation  just  passed  to  travel  the  Dioceses 
affiliated  with  Sewanee,  and  to  present  this  and  other  needs  of 
the  University.  At  the  same  time  that  your  committee  was  en- 
deavoring to  collect  money  for  a  new  Chapel,  the  Vice  Chan- 
cellor put  on  foot  a  plan  of  his  own  for  the  raising  of  a  fund  to 
be  known  and  called  "The  Semi-Centennial  Fund,"  to  be  paid 
on  May  1st  of  each  year,  or  until  the  Semi-Centennial  in 
1907.  In  order,  therefore,  that  this  fund  should  not  interfere 
with  the  efforts  of  the  committee  to  raise  money  for  the 
Chapel,  the  subscription  blanks  of  the  Semi-Centennial  Fund 
were  purposely  so  worded  as  to  leave  it  optional  with  the  con- 
tributor how  his  contribution  should  be  spent;  thus  making  it 
possible  to  work  the  two  plans  together.  Except  in  a  very  few 
cases,  in  which  the  object  was  expressly  stated,  the  subscrib- 
ers to  the  Semi-Centennial  Fund  preferred  to  leave  its 
expenditure  to  the  discretion  of  the  Board,  and  the  great 
majority  gave  with  this  understanding.  In  a  number  of 
churches,  where  the  blanks  were  distributed  in  the  pews,  your 
Chaplain  was  careful  to  mention  the  Chapel  as  one  of  the 
objects  for  which  the  Semi-Centennial  Fund  might  be  used. 
This  point  is  stressed  by  your  committee  in  order  to  make 
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p"  clear  the  right  of  the  Board  to  appropriate  the  money  raised 

by  the  Chaplain  for  the  erection  of  the  new  Chapel. 

In  all,  as  a  result  of  his  canvass  during  the  past  winter, 
about  $15,000  has  been  pledged,  or  an  annual  subscription  of 
between  $3,000  and  $4,000  until  the  year  1907.  Your  com- 
mittee felt  so  much  encouraged  by  the  response  which  was 
made  to  their  appeal  in  the  South,  that  shortly  after  Easter  the 
Chaplain  was  granted  leave  of  absence  to  visit  New  York. 
Mrs.  James  Herman  Aldrich,  to  whom  he  first  applied,  said 
that  she  would  give  $5,000  in  memory  of  Bishop  Galleher,  her 
former  rector,  if  we  would  call  the  chapel  "All  Saints,"  and 
build  it  in  memory  of  all  who  had  been  officially  connected 
with  the  University.  While  not  able  to  assure  Mrs.  Aldrich 
in  advance  that  the  name  of  the  Chapel  would  be  changed,  yet 
your  Chaplain  saw  no  objection  to  receiving  subscriptions  in 
memory  of  those  who  had  lived  and  labored  for  the  upbuild- 
ing of  the  institution. 

Dr.  William  M.  Polk  of  New  York  gave  $1,000  in  memory 
of  his  father,  the  Right  Reverend  Leonidas  Polk,  D.D.,  and 
through  the  generous  assistance  and  personal  solicitation  of 
Dr.  Huntington,  who  on  this  and  other  occasions  has  shown 
himself  a  true  friend  of  Sewanee,  Grace  Church  parish  con- 
tributed $3,000  to  the  Chapel  Fund.  Mrs.  R.  T.  Auchmuty  of 
New  York  gave  $1,000,  and  Miss  M.  H.  Dehon  and  Miss  Alice 
Keteltas,  friends  and  patients  of  Dr.  Polk,  each  gave  $1,000 
in  memory  of  his  father,  and  a  few  days  ago  Mrs.  James  Her- 
man Aldrich  sent  $1,000  for  the  same  purpose,  thus  making 
the  amount  subscribed  to  the  Bishop  Polk  Fund  $4,000.  In 
addition  to  the  above  Miss  Katherine  Walsh  of  New  York 
contributed  $25  through  Dr.  Huntington.  Mrs.  Hoffman, 
widow  of  Dean  Hoffman,  gave  $1,000  in  memory  of  her  hus- 
band. Mr.  Fulton  Cutting  of  New  York  subscribed  $500;  Mr. 
Woodberry  Langdon  of  New  York,  $100;  Mr.  Sibley  of 
Philadelphia,  $100;  Miss  Mary  Coles  of  Philadelphia,  $100. 
Besides  these  pledges  for  definite  amounts,  many  of  which 
have  already  been  paid,  the  Rev.  George  W.  Douglas,  D.D., 
of  Tuxedo  Park,  New  York,  and  Mrs.  Zabriskie  Gray,  also 
of  New  York,  have  both  promised  donations,  but  prefer  not 
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to  state  the  amount  of  their  subscriptions  at  the  present  time. 
Your  Chaplain  also  received  assurances  from  Bishop  Greer 
and  from  the  family  and  friends  of  Bishop  Dudley  that  there 
will  be  no  difficulty  in  raising  a  fund  in  memory  of  our  late 
Chancellor,  which  might  be  used  in  the  erection  of  the  new 
Chapel.  In  addition  to  the  amounts  already  subscribed  by 
Mrs.  Aldrich,  she  has  made  provision  in  her  will  for  the  sum 
of  $5,000  for  the  establishment  of  a  scholarship  to  be  known 
and  called  "The  Bishop  Dudley  Scholarship  Fund." 

The  total  amount,  therefore,  raised  from  all  sources  since 
the  appointment  of  your  committee  is  as  follows: 

To  the  Semi-Centennial  Fund $15,000  00 

To  the  Chapel  Fund  11,825  00 

To  the  Bishop  Dudley  Scholarship  Fund...     5,000  00 

Total $31,825  00 

Of  this  amount  $26,825  is  available  for  the  building  of  the 
Chapel. 

Your  committee  desire  further  to  recommend  that  Mrs. 
Aldrich's  suggestion  to  call  the  new  Chapel  "All  Saints"  be 
acted  upon.  The  present  name  is  one  to  which  many,  no  doubt, 
are  sincerely  attached,  but  the  name  "All  Saints"  more  truly 
expresses  the  nature  and  scope  of  such  a  memorial  as  is  here 
undertaken.  We  believe  that  it  is  calculated  to  keep  alive  in 
grateful  and  lasting  memory  the  names  of  the  great  men  who 
have  been  officially  connected  with  the  University  from  its 
foundation,  and  whose  consecrated  lives  and  self-sacrificing 
labors  remain  with  us  as  a  priceless  heritage.  In  order  to 
preserve  a  record  of  those  in  whose  memory  the  Chapel  is  to 
be  built,  your  committee  suggests  that  a  tablet  be  placed 
somewhere  within  the  building  upon  which  their  names  shall 
be  inscribed.  One  difficulty,  however,  suggests  itself  in  con- 
nection with  this  plan.  Shall  we  have  an  indefinite  list  of 
names,  or  shall  we  allow  any  name  to  be  inscribed  in  whose 
memory  any  amount,  however  small,  has  been  given?  Your 
committee  recommend  that  the  Board  fix  the  amount  at  $1,000, 
as  being  the  smallest  sum  which  will  entitle  one  to  be  com- 
memorated by  name.     On  this  point  the  committee  ask  for 
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instructions,  in  order  that  they  may  know  upon  what  basis 
to  solicit  subscriptions.  If  the  sum  of  $1,000  be  decided  upon, 
our  efforts  will  then  be  directed  to  securing  this  amount  from 
the  family,  friends  and  Dioceses  of  each  Bishop  deceased  and 
entitled  to  be  so  commemorated. 

The  architect  assures  us  that  the  nave  of  the  new  Chapel 
can  be  built  and  occupied  for  $50,000.  Of  this  amount  $26,000 
is  already  in  sight,  and  your  committee  is  confident  that  if 
another  canvass  of  the  South  is  undertaken  next  winter  a 
sum  can  be  realized  which  will  justify  us  in  proceeding  at  once 
to  the  erection  of  the  Chapel.  If  the  Board  will  entertain  the 
suggestion,  we  would  like  further  to  recommend  that  we  make 
the  erection  and  consecration  of  a  part  or  all  of  the  new  Chapel 
the  chief  feature  of  our  Semi-Centennial  Celebration  three 
years  hence.  If  we  begin  now  it  will  require  all  of  that  time 
to  build  the  Chapel  properly  and  have  it  ready  for  use. 

It  must  be  evident,  especially  at  this  meeting  of  the  Board, 
when  so  many  Bishops  and  distinguished  visitors  are  on  the 
Mountain,  that  our  present  Chapel  is  entirely  inadequate  to 
our  needs  and  unworthy  of  a  great  Church  University.  Dur- 
ing the  past  decade  all  our  efforts  have  been  directed — and 
most  properly — to  the  building  up  of  the  educational  and 
academic  side  of  our  work.  We  have  erected  some  splendid 
buildings,  which  would  do  credit  to  any  institution;  but  as  yet 
the  religious  life  and  faith  of  the  place  have  found  no  worthy 
expression  in  any  permanent  building  which  should  at  once 
serve  as  a  standard  for  Church  architecture  throughout  the 
South  and  also  embody  the  Christian  faith  and  teaching  which 
lie  at  the  very  foundation  of  our  University.  The  words  of 
David,  when  upon  his  accession  to  the  Throne  of  Israel,  he 
contemplated  the  building  of  a  Temple  to  Jehovah,  are  not 
inapplicable  to  the  present  situation:  "Behold,  now,  I  dwell 
in  a  house  of  cedar,  but  the  Tabernacle  of  the  Lord  dwelleth 
in  curtains."     II  Sam.  vii,  2.  


To  conclude,  your  committee  petition  the  Board  to  take 
action  at  this  meeting  on  the  following  points: 

(a)  Shall  the  Chapel  be  built  as  a  memorial  to  all  who 
have  been  officially  connected  with  the  University,  using  the 
word  "official"  as  a  test  of  the  right  to  be  so  commemorated? 
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(b)  Shall  its  name  be  changed  to  "All  Saints?" 

(c)  What  amount,  if  any,  will  entitle  one  to  be  remem- 
bered by  name  in  such  a  memorial? 

(d)  Shall  the  money  raised  by  the  Chaplain  in  the  South 
kst  winter  be  made  part  of  the  Chapel  Fund? 

(<?)  Your  committee  desire  to  be  instructed  further  as  to 
where   the  new   Chapel  is   to   be   located,   and   when,   in  the 
opinion  of  the  Board,  it  would  be  wise  to  begin  work.

Professor  W.  B.  Nauts,  Treasurer  of  the  Sewanee  Guild, 
reports  that  he  holds  to  the  credit  of  the  Chapel  Fund  $1,671.29, 
which  was  raised  by  birthday  offerings  several  years  ago. 
$1,200  of  this  amount  is  loaned  to  Mrs.  I.  N.  Snook,  Atlanta, 
Ga.,  secured  by  bond  and  mortgage.  The  balance,  $471.29,  is 
on  deposit  in  the  Bank  of  Winchester. 

I  submit  herewith  Exhibit  J,  digest  of  all  legislation  bear- 
ing upon  the  plans  and  location  of  our  permanent  Chapel,  call- 
ing your  special  attention  to  the  following  resolution,  Pro- 
ceedings  1890 : 
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"(28)  That  the  plans  exhibited  by  Messrs.  Nixon  and 
McBee  be  adopted  by  this  Board,  subject  to  further  modifica- 
tions." The  Vice  Chancellor,  Dr.  Hodgson,  was  requested  to 
procure  an  option  on  lot  of  Mrs.  Elmore,  needed  for  the  pro- 
posed group  of  buildings. 

THE  LIBRARY. 

The  Librarian  reports  (Exhibit  K)  the  following  dona- 
tions :  Bound  volumes,  688 ;  unbound  volumes,  221 ;  making 
the  number  of  volumes  in  the  Library,  bound,  23,884 ;  unbound, 
23,394;  total,  47,278.  The  reading  room  receives  regularly 
three  dailies,  32  weeklies,  29  monthlies,  12  quarterlies;  total  76. 

The  modern  University  library  is  not  a  place  for  mere  stor- 
age and  administration ;  it  is  a  great  laboratory  in  which  the  best 
work  in  all  departments  of  human  knowledge  is  done.  If  the 
library  is  spacious,  commodious,  inviting,  affording  oppor- 
tunity for  quiet  work  in  the  presence  of  great  stores  of  human 
learning,  it  will  constitute  in  itself  an  educative  power  of  no 
small  magnitude  and  will  stimulate  and  invigorate  every 
department   of   study. 

The  interest  of  every  teacher  always  finds  its  center  in  the 
library  and  especially  is  this  the  case  with  the  professors  of 
English  and  History,  whose  students  frequent  the  library  in 
the  greatest  numbers.  At  my  request,  they  have  each  fur- 
nished me  with  a  statement  of  the  conditions  and  needs  of  the 
library,  which  I  deem  of  sufficient  importance  to  publish  in 
full. 

Says  Dr.   Henneman : 

"The  library  rejoices  in  several  valuable  gifts,  within  the 
twelve  months  gone,  both  in  sums  of  money  for  the  purchase  of 
many  badly  needed  books,  and  in  particular  and  special  vol- 
umes that  add  materially  to  the  dynamic  power  and  efficiency 
of  work  to  be  done.    The  chief  of  these  gifts  are  as  follows : 

"With  $63  which  the  Board  and  University  gave  the 
English  Department  there  were  purchased  sixty-five  volumes 
in  the  best  critical  edition  of  the  English  poets  and  kindred 
works.

"With  $100  contributed  personally  by  Mr.  J.  D.  Shaffer 
for  the  English  Department,  and  hereby  gratefully  acknowl- 
edged, 105  needed  and  valuable  volumes  were  added  to  the 
library,  looking  particularly  to  the  general  culture  of  the 
student  body  with  additions  in  poetry,  drama,  biography,  etc. 
"Dr.  W.  L.  Bevan  contributed  a  large  number  of  valuable 
works  dealing  with  special  phases  of  historical  research — 
some  seventy-five  (?)   in  all. 

"The  Very  Rev.  Hudson  Stuck,  late  Dean  of  Dallas,  con- 
tributed generously  from  his  valuable  and  special  library,  and 
particularly  made  the  splendid  bequest  of  the  seventy  volumes 
of  the  Dictionary  of  National  Biography,  alone  amounting  to 
some  $350,  and  which  the  University  has  been  longing  for  for 
some  years,  as  the  set  is  invaluable  for  any  proper  work  con- 
nected with  England,  English  history,  English  literature  and 
English  thought. 

"Mr.  William  Henderson  of  New  Orleans  presented  the 
several  volumes  of  the  valuable  Bankside  edition  of  Shake- 
speare, giving  both  quarto  and  folio  versions  of  the  Shake- 
spearian text,  side  by  side. 

"Through  advertisements  obtained  for  the  Sewanee  Review, 
the  University  library  has  acquired  the  volumes  of  Professor 
Quids'  monumental  English  and  Scottish  Ballads  and  a  num- 
ber of  important  works,  particularly  in  the  domain  of  American 
literature  and  history. 

"Several  smaller  but  none  the  less  valuable  gifts  have  come 
in  from  the  students.  From  Mr.  H.  W.  Ticknor  four  volumes 
of  the  critical  edition  of  the  works  of  Thomas  Gray;  from 
Mr.  E  A.  Wood  a  critical  edition  of  the  works  of  Jane 
Austen  in  12  volumes;  Mr.  Julian  L.  Bibb  the  sum  of  $10, 
devoted  to  works  on  the  English  drama ;  from  Mr.  H.  Master- 
son,  "Jr.,  the  concluding  volumes  of  Courthope's  History  of 
English  Poetry;  from  Mr.  C.  V.  Winter  the  latest  volume  of 
the  English  Men  of  Letters  series,  etc. 

"This  will  indicate  the  thought  expended  upon  the  acqui- 
sition and  purchase  of  each  additional  volume.  The  needs  of 
the  library  are  too  great  and  pressing  to  do  anything  at  hap- 
hazard. The.  policy  is  to  spend  even  the  smallest  sum  for  a 
particular  volume  or  set  of  works  which  will  make  the  library 
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more  valuable  and  increase  its  efficiency  and  opportunity  for 
work  on  the  part  of  both  students  and  professors.     The  im- 
portance   of   improving    these    opportunities    and    caring    for 
/V  these  minds  of  young  men  who  in  the  future  ought  to  take 

place  among  the  leaders  of  Southern  and  American  thought 
cannot  be  overestimated.  We  desire  and  need  noble  buildings 
<•  — but  without  contents,  without  the  necessary  and  important 
tools  of  trade,  our  teaching  will  be  as  empty  and  vain  in  a 
•  stone  temple  as  under  the  open  sky.  It  will  be  observed  that 
though  these  volumes  have  been  carefully  selected,  primarily 
because  they  were  needed  and  would  prove  useful  for  the  work 
of  the  University,  and  not  for  mere  cheapness,  yet  they  have 
averaged  a  little  less  than  $i  per  volume.  For  example,  with 
$100,  105  volumes  of  critical  editions  of  the  best  works  were 
acquired.  We  hope  that  all  friends  of  the  University  will  see 
the  opportunity  of  encouraging  numerous  small  gifts.  A 
single  dollar  which  will  supply  a  much  needed  volume  that  is 
lacking  can  go  a  long  way.  We  wish  to  see  the  universal 
application  of  this  principle  and  have  the  interest  of  adding  to 
the  contents  of  our  library  near  the  heart  of  everyone  at  any 
time  associated  with  the  University. 

"We  respectfully  urge,  therefore,  upon  those  members  of 
the  Board  who  control  or  can  influence  the  collection  of  books 
on  special  subjects  and  for  special  purposes  to  throw  the 
weight  of  this  influence  so  that  we  may  eventually  obtain  such 
collections  in  trust  for  the  whole  South,  the  entire  country 
and  the  Church — for  the  young  scholars  who  are  to  come.  It 
is  our  desire  and  our  duty  not  merely  to  keep  alive,  but  to 
maintain  firmly  the  best  English  traditions,  the  best  in  Ameri- 
can and  Southern  life — and  to  make  our  library  a  worthy 
repository  of  the  history  and  letters  and  culture  of  the  best 
everywhere.  Mementoes  of  the  past  should  thus  find  a  place 
here  along  with  the  newest  and  keenest  thought  of  the  present. 
Suppose  this  concerted  collecting  of  mementoes  had  been 
effected  immediately  after  the  war,  at  the  time  of  the  opening 
of  the  University  in  1868.  We  should  now  have  one  of  the 
greatest  and  most  characteristic  collections  in  the  Southern 
States  and  country. 
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"The  interest  of  our  students  in  the  library  is  manifested 
not  only  in  their  practical  and  valuable  gifts,  but  even  more 
generally  in  their  making  more  and  more  use  of  it.  The  new 
library  has  already  become  the  center  of  our  intellectual  life, 
and  even  now  we  wonder  how  we  got  on  without  it  before. 
At  the  very  general  request  of  the  student  body  the  library 
is  now  open  at  night  until  10 — perhaps  the  only  University 
library  in  the  Southern  States  so  opened,  but  anticipating  and 
encouraging  a  general  need  and  use  and  following  the  best 
result  of  the  larger  American  institutions. 

"In  addition  to  the  purchase  of  other  much  needed  books  a 
very  pressing  immediate  want  of  the  library  is  funds  for 
binding  and  for  completing  the  card  catalogue.  We  have  old 
files  of  magazines,  periodicals  and  pamphlets  whose  value  is 
virtually  lost  to  us  because  they  are  not  bound  and  made  ac- 
cessible and  preserved.  The  entire  length  of  the  top  of  the 
shelves  of  the  reading  room  could  be  filled  at  once  with  the 
bound  volumes  of  periodicals  most  valuable  for  reference  by 
means  of  indexes.  Among  such  bound  volumes  we.  also 
need  to  have  the  files  of  more  technical  publications,  if  our 
professors  and  students  alike  are  to  keep  abreast  with  the 
best  thought  of  the  day  and  the  latest  discoveries  and  opin- 
ions. In  this  regard  there  is  hardly  a  single  adequate  library 
south  of  the  city  of  Washington,  though  the  libraries  of  in- 
stitutions like  the  University  of  Virginia,  Washington  and  Lee, 
Trinity  College,  North  Carolina,  the  Universities  of  North 
Carolina,  Georgia,  Texas  and  others  are  steadily  growing. 
We  must  make  every  effort  not  to  fall  behind  ourselves,  and 
to  have  a  library  adequate  for  our  proper  work — that  of  the 
•education  of  American  youth — the  training  and  instruction  and 
inspiration  of  our  own  children,  the  sons  of  the  South  and  of 
the  country.  Let  it  never  be  forgotten — one  of  the  glorious 
facts  in  our  educational  history — that  the  first  permanent  stone 
building  for  University  purposes  was  one  intended  for  a 
library.  Our  present  building  can  still  hold  much.  The  large 
attic  room  is  capable  of  holding  several  thousand  volumes  yet, 
and  the  tower  rooms  are  reserved  and  adapted  for  special 
treasures  and  deposits. 
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"It  will  be  seen,  however  welcome  individual  gifts  are, 
that  a  regular  endowment  for  library  purposes  alone  will  ac- 
complish what  is  needed  and  already  demanded.  The  Uni- 
versity has  been  loyally  supported — we  have  been  getting 
numerous  bequests  in  years  past,  sums  of  $5,000  and  $10,000 — 
but  chiefly  for  scholarships.  These  have  unquestionably  been 
productive  of  much  good  in  the  past  and  were  very  necessary. 
Looking  now  to  our  present  condition  and  future  development, 
it  is  worthy  of  consideration,  whether  funds  devoted  to  rais- 
ing the  efficiency  of  the  entire  student  body  and  for  the  benefit 
of  every  student  and  officer,  would  not  be  more  highly  ser- 
viceable than  funds  devoted  purely  to  the  welfare  of  a  single 
student,  however  worthy  or  deserving.  Take  a  concrete  case. 
If  we  had  $10,000,  the  income  of  which  we  wished  to  devote 
to  building  up  and  strengthening  the  Law  Department,  would 
we  accomplish  this  better  by  giving  the  income  of  this  sum 
each  year  to  one  or  two  students  in  the  form  of  scholarships 
or  by  giving  the  income  of  this  sum  to  the  purchase  each  year 
of  the  latest  and  best  treatises,  reports  and  books  of  reference 
on  law?  At  the  end  of  ten  years  which  would  have  built  up 
and  increased  the  efficiency  of  the  Law  Department  more? 
And  the  same  is  absolutely  true  of  the  Academic  and  every 
other  department.  We  wish  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  each 
and  every  department  and  no  way  can  we  do  this  better  than 
by  having  the  tools  with  which  to  work — the  needed  books  and 
journals  bearing  upon  the  work  of  that  department. 

"What,  then,  are  the  needs,  concretely  stated : 

"We  need  at  once  the  sum  of  $10,000,  laid  out  wisely  in 
the  purchase  of  books,  filling  up  gaps  and  providing  very 
necessary  immediate  material  for  the  several  departments. 
Such  a  sum  would  not  go  excessively  far.  A  few  branches  of 
the  Academic  Department  alone,  English  and  general  litera- 
ture, history  and  economics,  ancient  and  modern  languages, 
philosophy,  science,  could  easily  spend  this  sum  in  the  barest 
necessities. 

"Further,  we  need  for  each  department  and  each  school 
in  that  department  a  permanent  library  endowment — a  fixed 
sum,  the  income  of  which  would  go  each  year  for  the  pur- 
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chase  of  books  and  periodicals  and  material  for  that  depart- 
ment or  school.  English  and  general  literature  easily  needs 
the  income  derived  from  $10,000 — say  $500  or  more  a  year. 
History  and  economics,  modern  languages,  ancient  languages, 
philosophy,  science,  each  the  annual  income  derived  from 
$5,000 — say  $250.  The  departments  of  theology,  law,  medicine, 
engineering,  could  each  spend  wisely  $500  a  year  for  greater 
efficiency.  Binding,  card  cataloguing,  etc.,  would  need  similar 
sums.  The  real  needs  of  the  library,  therefore,  to  make  it 
modern  and  applicable  to  the  present  stage  of  education  de- 
manded in  the  Southern  States  can  be  only  met  by  a  per- 
manent endowment  of  $100,000,  yielding  an  annual  income  of 
$5,000.  When  we  know  that  the  great  American  universities 
give  from  five  to  ten  times  this  sum  annually  to  library  pur- 
poses, this  will  not  seem  at  all  exaggerated,  but  a  dire  neces- 
sity if  we  are  to  do  our  proper  work.  The  first  university  in 
the  Southern  States,  which  can  place  its  library  on  this  foot- 
ing, with  an  endowment  of  $100,000  will  at  once  be  head  and 
shoulders  above  any  other  in  our  section  of  country,  will  be 
able  to  do  more  for  its  students  and  offer  them  more  and  be  a 
quarter  of  a  century  in  advance  of  others  which  must  in  time 
labor  toward  the  same  goal.  We  may  hope  to  build  up  a  mod- 
ern University  around  a  library;  we  certainly  cannot  do  so 
without  one.  It  is  no  vain  dream,  but  an  absolute  necessity,  if 
the  South  and  her  sons  ever  expect  to  compete  with  the  East, 
North  and  West  in  achieving  her  destiny  in  our  common 
country. 

"Particularly  we  cannot  afford  to  forget  that  we  are  pri- 
marily an  institution  with  culture  and  literary  tradition — that 
literary  training  has  been  the  very  breath  and  genius  of 
Sewanee,  we  must  not  now  fall  behind  in  respect  of  other 
institutions,  and  we  cannot  make  brick  without  straw.  We 
have  a  noble  library  building  already,  a  collection  of  books  be- 
gun, a  fine  enthusiasm  among  our  student  body  in  these  in- 
terests, and  our  alumni  and  Board  and  friends  have  always  been 
loyal  in  creating  a  fine  sentiment.  We  ask  frankly  whether, 
under  these  conditions,  $100,000  expended  anywhere  else  could 
do  so  much  good  to  advance  us,  to  improve  the  quality  of  our 
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scholarship  and  the  demands  of  our  education,  to  make  our 
intellectual  life  more  vital,  to  advertise  us,  to  attract  students 
and  scholars  from  other  parts  of  the  country  hither  in  their 
summer  vacation  and  at  other  times,  to  realize  our  destiny 
as  a  part  and  place  in  Southern  and  American  life. 

"Can  we  not  do  it?  It  means  one  thousand  gifts  of  $100, 
or  one  hundred  gifts  of  $1,000,  or  twenty  gifts  of  $5,000.  May 
we  not  work   for  this  consummation?" 

Dr.  Sioussat  says: 

"When  I  accepted  the  Professorship  of  History  and  Eco- 
nomics, I  did  not  expect  to  find  a  library  which  would  com- 
pete with  the  great  university  libraries  in  this  country  or  in 
Europe.  Such  collections  are  the  outcome  either  of  long 
years,  often  centuries,  of  accumulation,  or  of  very  great 
wealth.  Moreover,  such  vast  collections  are  rendered  neces- 
sary only  by  the  presence  of  advanced  students  engaged  in 
detailed  investigation.  Such  conditions,  I  repeat,  I  did  not  ex- 
pect to  find  at  Sewanee.  I  did  hope,  however,  to  find  a  good 
working  library ;  that  is,  one  supplied  with  standard  secondary 
works  and  books  of  reference  upon  the  various  subjects  taught 
in  the  curriculum,  with  periodicals  and  with  some  provision 
for  acquiring  new  books  of  more  special  character  as  these 
appear.  In  each  of  these  characteristics  the  library  at  present 
seems  to  me  very  deficient.  This  may  be  made  clear  by  some 
illustrations  taken  in  the  one  subject  of  History,  in  which  I 
am  most  interested. 

"(1)  As  to  the  periodicals,  I  am  glad  to  find  a  consid- 
erable number  now  subscribed  for.  I  have  to  report,  however, 
that  many  of  these  sets  are  not  complete,  many  numbers, 
especially  early  ones,  being  lacking.  More  serious  still  for 
the  library's  future,  hardly  any  that  we  have  are  bound,  and 
therefore  if  used  at  all  will  soon  go  to  pieces. 

"(2)  In  the  case  of  several  works  which  are  in  the  library, 
only  part  of  the  volumes  have  been  purchased  or  given.  Among 
those  thus  defective  are  McMaster's  History  of  the  United 
States,  McCurdy's  History,  Prophecy  and  Monuments,  Ridge- 
way's  Ancient  Age  of  Greece,  Trevelyan's  History  of  the 
American  Revolution,  Bancroft's  History  of  the  United  States. 
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"(3)  Most  important  is  the  positive  deficiency  of  the 
library  in  standard  texts  and  works  of  reference.  To  illus- 
trate this,  let  me  take  the  field  of  European  history  in  the 
middle  ages  and  modern  times.  An  excellent  school  text-book 
recently  published  gives  in  the  appendix  two  lists  of  books,  one 
containing  titles  of  works  of  reference  considered  necessary 
in  every  high  school,  and,  second,  comprising  titles  of  works 
which  should  be  found  in  larger  high  schools.  In  the  first  of 
these  lists  are  found  114  titles;  in  the  second  151.  Of  these 
114  twenty-three  are  now  in  the  library;  of  the  151  nineteen 
are  here. 

"Surely  a  larger  proportion  of  the  standard  books  con- 
sidered necessary  in  high  schools  should  be  found  in  the 
library  of  The  University  of  the  South. 

"Of  all  the  periods  of  history  those  of  ancient  history  and 
American  history  are  best  represented.  Yet,  for  the  latter, 
among  the  works  which  we  have  not  are  Winsor's  Narrative 
and  Critical  History,  Schouler's  History  of  the  United  States, 
Adam's  History  of  the  United  States,  Rhodes'  History  of  the 
United  States,  Larned's  Bibliography  of  American  History, 
all  of  which  deal  with  national  affairs.  In  addition,  surely  a 
Southern  college  library  should  acquire  the  latest  works  upon 
the  history  of  the  Southern  States,  as  McCrady's  and  Smith's 
upon  South  Carolina,  Mereness'  upon  Maryland,  and  Cooke's 
upon  Virginia. 

"Almost  as  important  in  the  instruction  of  the  present  day 
is  the  use  of  maps  and  charts,  designed  especially  for  his- 
torical purposes.    Of  these  we  have  very  few. 

"It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  use  of  the  library 
and  of  the  books  upon  history  and  economics  contained  therein 
is  not  confined  to  the  students  in  courses  in  these  subjects. 
The  presence  of  recent  works  in  these  fields  will  exert  a 
change  for  the  better  in  the  debates  which  form  such  a  feature 
of  life  at  Sewanee,  and  contribute  to  more  serious  discussion 
than  now  sometimes  characterizes  these  contests.  The  effi- 
ciency of  what  we  now  possess  would  be  vastly  increased  if  the 
library  could  be  completely  catalogued.  Now,  I  am  informed, 
the  card  catalogue  includes  titles  of  only  about  one-half  the 
books. 
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"The  knowledge  of  books  means  the  love  of  books,  and  the 
use  of  them  in  after  life.  Since  Sewanee  stands  for  true  cul- 
ture, this  love  and  this  use  must  be  stimulated  by  furnishing 
to  the  students  under  our  authority  the  best  tools  of  the  intel- 
lect— scholarly  books.  I  therefore  hope  that  means  will  be 
found  to  remedy  at  once  some  of  these  serious  deficiencies, 
i  Almost  any  amount  could  be  put  to  good  use,  but  an  appro- 
priation of  $300  would  make  it  possible  to  fill  up  the  worst 
gaps  and  to  prepare  for  future  development" 

The  library  is  now  a  place  of  ceaseless,  if  quiet,  activity, 
from  early  morning  until  late  at  night,  being  open  every  day 
(except  Sunday)  of  the  University  year,  from  9  a.  m.  until 
10    P.    M.

From  sale  of  dead  chestnut  wood  we  have  netted  $200.99. 

We  expect  to  net  about  $100  from  1,000  cross-ties  not  yet 
paid  for,  making  the  total  profits  from  the  Forestry  Depart- 
ment for  the  year  ending  June  i,  1904,  $3,327.59. 

Since  the  beginning  of  our  operations  in  forestry  four  years 
ago,  we  have  cut  2,105,286  feet  of  logs,  netting  us  $7,246.20. 
We  still  have  cuttings  for  two  years.

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BUILDINGS    AND    LANDS. 

The  University  in  its  material  development  has,  during  the 
past  year,  made  gratifying  progress,  and  the  transformation 
of  our  grounds  is  obvious  to  all. 

The  time  has  come  when  some  consideration  must  be  given 
the  location  and  design  of  future  buildings.  In  visiting  many 
of  the  older  colleges,  I  find  that  they  have  had  no  systematic 
plan  for  their  development  and  the  result  has  been  so  inhar- 
monious and  unsatisfactory  that  in  recent  years  many  have 
appointed  an  official  architect  and  have  adopted  a  definite  style 
of  architecture  for  their  future  buildings.  The  result  of  hav- 
ing many  buildings  planned  by  a  single  brain  would  surely  be 
harmonious,  but  it  might  also  prove  monotonous.  It  is  essen- 
tial that  we  should  adopt  a  method  that  will  ensure  a  symmet- 
rical and  harmonious  development,  and  will  not  be  dependent 
upon  any  one  man,  so  that  continuity  may  be  secured  during 
the  life  of  the  University.  With  this  object  in  view,  I  recom- 
mend the  appointment  of  an  advisory  board  of  three,  experts 
or  experienced  they  should  be,  whose  work  will  be  confined  to 
criticising  such  plans  as  may  be  presented  by  others. 

A  considerable  sum  of  money  has  been  spent  in  improving 
the  roads  and  sidewalks  and  beautifying  the  grounds.  The 
road  from  the  Supply  Store  to  Mrs.  Kirby-Smith's  has  been 
macadamized,  the  sidewalk  graded  and  gravelled  and  curbed 
with  stone.  Trees  and  shrubbery  and  grass  have  been  planted 
in  the  park.  The  University  buildings  and  the  principal  resi- 
dences have  been  enclosed  and  the  grounds  protected  from  the 
ravages  of.  cows  and  pigs.  The  Sewanee  Village  Improve- 
ment Society  has  spent  quite  a  large  sum  of  money  in  grading 
and  curbing  the  sidewalks  leading  from  the  Otey  Memorial  to 
the  station,  in  planting  trees  and  building  drains. 

The  Walsh  Memorial  has  been  re-roofed  at  the  cost  of 
$1,085.60,  and  all  the  buildings  put  in  good  repair.  On  No- 
vember 18,  1903,  all  the  University  buildings  and  contents 
were  re-insured  for  a  term  of  five  years,  Royal  policy,  No. 
10,311,184,  for  $308,100,  the  premium  on  same  being  $6,855.70, 
payable  in  three  annual  installments. 
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Acting  under  authority  from  the  Executive  Committee,  I 
bought  of  Henry  Craft,  for  the  sum  of  $500,  100  acres,  more  or 
less,  said  property  abutting  on  the  University  domain  and  con- 
taining the  "Big  Spring,"  which  will  be  necessary  to  our 
future  water  supply/ I  also  sold  to  Mrs.  S.  E.  Norment,  of 
San  Saba  County,  Texas,  213^  acres,  more  or  less,  in  San 
,.  Saba  County,  Texas,  known  as  the  A.  Spilker  survey,  No.  575, 
for  the  sum  of  $1,120,  paid  and  secured  to  be  paid  as  follows : 
$570  cash  and  three  vendor  lien  notes  for  the  sum  of  $181.66 
each,  due  in  one,  two  and  three  years,  and  bearing  interest  at 
the  rate  of  eight  per  cent  per  annum.  A  little  more  than  half 
this  amount  was  offered  for  the  same  property  a  year  ago.

This  is  to  be  awarded 
annually  to  the  leading  graduate  of  one  of  our  best  Southern 
schools. 

FINANCES. 

I  submit  herewith  Exhibit  M,  report  of  Mr.  W.  L.  Mc- 
Farland,  expert  accountant,  who  has  carefully  examined  the 
books  and  accounts  kept  by  your  treasurer,  Mr.  R  M.  DuBose. 
He  reports  all  the  accounts  correct  in  every  particular,  as 
shown  by  the  books,  and  all  cash  received  by  your  treasurer 
has  been  fully  accounted  for,  as  shown  by  the  vouchers  and 
balances  in  bank.  He  also  examined  the  security  for  invest- 
ments of  endowment  fund,  and  found  the  same  correct  and  in 
balance  with  the  endowment  account.  He  has  made  a  careful 
inventory  of  all  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  University  and 
submits  the  same  as  a  part  of  this  exhibit,  No.  8. 


CONCLUSION. 

On  the  6th  of  July,  1857,  the  Bishops  and  Clerical  and  Lay 
Trustees  of  ten  Southern  Dioceses  met  at  Lookout  Mountain, 
Tenneessee,  and  resolved  to  establish  a  University  in  the 
South,  upon  broad  foundations,  for  promoting  social  order, 
civil  justice  and  Christian  truth.  It  is  proposed  to  celebrate 
the  Semi-Centennial  of  the  University's  foundation  at  Sewanee 
in  1907,  to  mark  and  dignify  in  appropriate  fashion  the  an- 
niversary celebrated  and  to  lay  stress  on  those  forces  which 
have  moulded  the  University  in  the  past  and  which  are  shap- 
ing its  ideals  for  the  future.  I  have  appealed  to  the  alumni 
and  friends  of  the  University  to  contribute  to  the  creation  of 
a  fund,  that  during  the  four  years  now  intervening,  may  be 
used  for  the  upbuilding  of  the  University  and  for  maintaining 
it  in  its  full  vigor  and  efficiency.  The  plan  is  to  secure  from 
each  an  annual  subscription  for  a  certain  amount,  be  it  large 
or  small,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  his  pledge.  Thus 
far,  as  already  reported,  the  sum  of  $31,825  has  been  sub- 
scribed, and  $8,686.73  paid,  a  notable  benefaction  on  account 
of  the  number  of  givers — 403.  The  University  of  the  South 
carries  no  one  man's  name.  It  is  identified  with  no  one  great 
benefactor  whose  gifts  overshadow  all  the  rest  in  the  public 
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]  eye  and  dwarf  all  other  benefactions.     It  is  being  built  up, 

instead,  by  numerous  gifts,  each  a  monument  and  a  memorial 
for  some  giver  whose  name  it  bears  and  with  whom  it  will  be 
perpetually  identified.  Money  given  to  this  University  will  be 
safely  and  well  expended,  and  here  wealth  brings  no  title  to 
superiority  and  poverty  is  no  bar  to  advancement. 
■.  I  will  not  at  this  time  make  further  comment  upon  the  work 

or  progress  of  the  University,  but  will  close  with  a  thankful 
reference  to  that  harmony  of  constructive  effort  which  abides 
with  us  and  is  the  predominating  influence.

I  have  also  examined  the  securities  for  investments  of 
Endowment  Funds  and  find  the  same  correct  and  in  balance 
with  the  Endowment  account  as  shown  by  Exhibit  No.  10, 
except  the  first  five  items. 

I  submit  herewith  in  tabulated  form  Statement  No.  2, 
showing  the  receipts  and  disbursements  for  the  various  de- 
partments and  corporation  accounts  for  1903  and  1904.  Also 
Statements  No.  2  to  14,  which  explain  themselves.

DuBose  I  have  prepared  a  careful  inventory  of  all  assets  and 
liabilities  of  the  University  and  submit  the  same  as  Exhibit 
No.  8,  showing  the  financial  condition  on  March  r,  1904.

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the 
South  inaugurated  its  Annual  Meeting  by  a  service 
held  in  St.  Augustine's  Chapel,  at  9  a.  m.  The  Holy 
Communion  was  celebrated  by  the  Chancellor,  the  Rt. 
Rev.,  the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina,  who  also  deliv- 
ered the  address  of  welcome  to  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees. There  were  present  in  the  chancel  and  assist- 
ing in  the  service  the  Rt.  Rev.,  the  Bishops  of  Florida, 
South  Florida,  Georgia,  Louisiana,  Mississippi  and 
Tennessee. 

The  Board  met  at  10 145  o'clock  a.  m.  in  the  Walsh 
Memorial  Hall,  and  was  called  to  order  by  the  Chan- 
cellor!

The  Secretary  announced  the  presence  of  a  consti- 
tutional quorum,  and  the  Board  was  declared  duly 
organized.

The  Bishop  of  Florida  was  called  to  the  chair,  and 
the  Chancellor  retired  from  the  room. 

The  Chairman  announced  that  the  term  for  which 
the  Chancellor  had  been  elected  had  expired,  and  nom- 
inations for  Chancellor  to  serve  for  the  next  six  years 
were  in  order. 

The  Bishop  of  Mississippi  nominated  the  Bishop 
of  South  Carolina  as  Chancellor;  the  nomination  was 
seconded  by  Mr.  Geo.  R.  Fairbanks. 

There  were  no  further  nominations. 

The  Chair  ordered  a  ballot  by  orders,  and  appointed 
the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  East  Carolina  and  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Reese  as  tellers. 

The  tellers  reported  that  eight  votes  had  been  cast 
by  the  Bishops,  of  which  the  Bishop  of  South  Caro- 
lina had  received  eight,  and  that  fourteen  votes  had 
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been  cast  by  the  clergy  and  the  lay  order,  of  which  the 
Bishop  of  South  Carolina  received  fourteen. 

The  Chairman  declared  that  the  Rt.  Rev.,  the  Bishop 
of  South  Carolina  had  been  unanimously  elected  Chan- 
cellor for  the  term  of  six  years,  and  the  Bishops  of 
Georgia  and  Louisiana  were  appointed  a  committee 
to  notify  the  Chancellor-elect,  and  to  request  his  pres- 
ence. 

The  Bishop  of  South  Carolina  accepted  his  election 
in  appropriate  words  of  grateful  acknowledgement. 

Mr.  Geo.  R.  Fairbanks  presented  to  the  Chancellor 
a  copy  of  his  newly  published  History  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  South,  which  brings  the  history  up  to 
the  date  of  his  election.

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Mississippi,  it  was 

Resolved,  That,  beginning  on  Monday  next  (June  26),  the 
meetings  of  this  Board  be  held  until  adjournment  from  9 
a.  m.  to  1  p.  m.,  and  from  3  p.  m.  to  5  p.  m. 

The  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  read 
by  its  Secretary,  Mr.  G.  R.  Fairbanks,  and,  upon  his 
motion,  the  action  of  the  Executive  Committee,  as 
read,  was  approved.

The  Committee  met  in  the  Vice  Chancellor's  office  in  Walsh 
Memorial  Hall  pursuant  to  the  call  of  the  Chancellor,  there 
being  present  the  Rt  Rev.  Ellison  Capers,  Chancellor  and  ex 
officio  Chairman  of  the  Committee;  Rt.  Rev.  Davis  Sessums; 
Rt.  Rev.  T.  F.  Gailor;  Rev.  F.  F.  Reese,  D.D.;  Rev.  Albion 
W.  Knight  and  Geo.  R.  Fairbanks,  constituting  a  quorum  of 
the  Committee. 

The  nomination  of  the  Rev.  W.  H.  DuBose,  A.M.,  as 
Professor  of  Old  Testament  Language  and  Literature  having 
been  referred  to  this  Committee,  and  the  same  having  been 
considered,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  salary  of  Associate  Professor  W.  H. 
DuBose,  in  the  Theological  Department,  be  increased  to  the 
sum  of  $1,200  per  annum,  commencing  with  the  beginning  of 
Trinity  Term,  1904. 

The  Committee  having  had  under  consideration  a  proposi- 
tion of  Mr.  C.  W.  Elmore  to  lease  certain  lands  of  the  Uni- 
versity for  the  purpose  of  mining  coal, 

Resolved,  That  said  proposition  be  declined,  and  Mr.  El- 
more be  notified  of  this  action  of  the  Committee. 
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The  Committee  having  had  under  consideration  certain 
recommendations  contained  in  the  report  of  the  Special  Com- 
mittee appointed  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  in  1903,  and  also 
resolutions  presented  in  reference  to  the  placing  of  the  names 
of  persons  to  be  inscribed  upon  a  memorial  tablet  in  the  pro- 
posed new  University  Chapel,  to  be  known  as  All  Saints, 
adopted  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  whenever  any  benefactor  desires  to  memo- 
rialize some  one  connected  with  the  University,  and  contrib- 
utes the  sum  of  $1,000,  it  is  to  be  understood  that  a  memorial 
tablet,  properly  inscribed,  shall  be  placed  in  a  suitable  loca- 
tion in  the  University  Chapel,  or  the  name  shall  be  inscribed 
upon  the  general  memorial  tablet  placed  in  the  Chapel. 

Resolved,  That  a  Memorial  Committee  of  three  persons 
shall  consist  of  the  Chancellor,  the  Vice  Chancellor,  and  Mr. 
G.  R.  Fairbanks,  by  whom  all  questions  concerning  memo- 
rials in  the  Chapel  proposed  which  are  not  covered  by  the 
foregoing  resolution  shall  be  referred. 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  proposition  to  determine  the  practical  details  of 
making  the  new  University  Chapel  a  memorial  to  all  the 
benefactors  of  the  University,  hereby  notifies  "The  Committee 
for  Soliciting  Subscriptions  to  the  Chapel  Building  Fund" 
that  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  decided  that  the  Chapel  should 
be  a  memorial  chapel,  and  should  be  called  "All  Saints."  The 
Executive  Committee  expresses  its  grateful  appreciation  of 
the  report  of  the  Subscription  Committee,  from  which  it  ap- 
pears that  several  subscriptions  of  amounts  from  $1,000- to 
$5,000  have  been  made  by  friends  to  commemorate  some  of 
the  benefactors  of  the  University,  and  urges  the  Committee 
to  continue  the  good  work.  The  Executive  Committee  hereby 
pledges  its  cordial  and  hearty  co-operation,  and  appeals  to  all 
friends  of  the  University  everywhere  to  encourage  and  assist 
the  efforts  of  the  Committee  on  Subscriptions. 
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The  Committee  took  a  recess  until  8  p.m.  A  quorum  pres- 
ent, the  Committee  reassembled  in  the  Vice  Chancellor's 
office.  That  part  of  the  Vice  Chancellor's  report  relative  to 
the  new  Chapel  was  taken  up  and  considered,  the  Vice  Chan- 
cellor being  present  by  invitation. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  report  of  the  special 
committee  appointed  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  to  ob- 
tain subscriptions  for  the  new  Chapel : 

"To  conclude,  your  Committee  petition  the  Board  to  take 
action  at  this  meeting  on  the  following  points : 

"(a)  Shall  the  Chapel  be  built  as  a  memorial  to  all  who 
have  been  officially  connected  with  the  University,  using  the 
word  'official'  as  a  test  of  the  right  to  be  so  commemorated? 

"(b)  Shall  its  name  be  changed  to  'All  Saints?' 

"(c)  What  amount,  if  any,  will  entitle  one  to  be  remem- 
bered by  name  in  such  a  memorial? 

"(d)  Shall  the  money  raised  by  the  Chaplain  in  the  South 
last  winter  be  made  a  part  of  the  Chapel  Fund? 

"(e)  Your  Committee  desires  to  be  instructed  further  as 
to  where  the  new  Chapel  is  to  be  located,  and  when,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Board,  it  would  be  wise  to  begin  work." 

The  Vice  Chancellor  in  his  report  to  the  Board  made  the 
following  suggestions  in  reference  to  the  location  of  buildings 
of  the  University: 

"The  time  has  come  when  some  consideration  must  be  given 
to  the  location  and  design  of  future  buildings.  In  visiting 
many  of  the  older  colleges  I  find  that  they  have  had  no  sys- 
tematic plan  for  their  development,  and  the  result  has  been 
so  inharmonious  and  unsatisfactory  that  in  recent  years  many 
have  appointed  an  official  architect  and  have  adopted  a  definite 
style  of  architecture  for  their  future  buildings.  The  result 
of  having  many  buildings  planned  by  a  single  brain  would 
surely  be  harmonious,  but  it  might  also  prove  monotonous. 
It  is  essential  that  we  should  adopt  a  method  that  will  insure 
a  symmetrical  and  harmonious  development,  and  will  not  be 
dependent  upon  any  one  man,  so  that  continuity  may  be  se- 
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cured  during  the  life  of  the  University.  With  this  object  in 
view,  I  recommend  the  appointment  of  an  advisory  board  of 
three  experts,  or  experienced  they  should  be,  whose  work  will 
be  confined  to  criticising  such  plans  as  may  be  presented  by 
others." 

On  June  28,  during  the  session  of  the  Board,  they,  having 
under  consideration  the  report  of  the  special  committee  in 
reference  to  the  new  Chapel,  the  following  resolutions  were 
passed  as  a  substitute  for  resolutions  5  and  6  of  the  Com- 
mittee : 

"r.  Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Board  that  the 
new  Chapel  should  be  located  south  of  Walsh  Memorial  Hall, 
commencing  somewhere  nearly  opposite  Thompson  Hall  or 
the  avenue  leading  to  the  Infirmary. 

"2.  Resolved,  That  the  duty  of  appointing  and  securing  the 
services  of  an  Advisory  Board  of  Experts  (as  called  for  in 
the  Vice  Chancellor's  report),  and  the  work  of  finally  select- 
ing and  approving  the  plans  and  specifications  of  the  new 
Chapel  and  its  exact  distance  from  the  Walsh  building  be 
committed  to  the  Executive  Committee  acting  with  the  advice 
and  assistance  of  said  Advisory  Board." 

Wherefore,  the  Executive  Committee,  after  due  considera- 
tion of  said  resolutions,  on  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Louisiana, 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Advisory  Committee  be  con- 
stituted as  follows:  The  Vice  Chancellor,  Mr.  G.  R.  Fair- 
banks, Mr.  Silas  McBee  and  Mr.  W.  M.  Aiken,  of  New  York, 
architects;  and,  on  motion,  further 

Resolved,  That  Mr.  G.  R.  Fairbanks,  Dr.  B.  L.  Wiggins, 
Vice  Chancellor,  Mr.  Aiken,  of  New  York,  and  Rt.  Rev. 
T.  F.  Gailor,  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  be  appointed  a  committee 
which  shall  be  authorized  to  select  and  approve  plans  for  the 
erection  of  the  Chapel  and  report  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

On  motion,  further 
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f  Resolved,  That  the  Vice  Chancellor  is  authorized  to  initiate 

work  for  the  Chapel  by  proceeding  to  have  stone  quarried  to 
)  be  used  in  the  erection  thereof. 

The  report  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Spearing  as  a  member  of  the 
Committee  on  the  Grammar  School  having  been  referred  to 
this  Committee,  and  the  subject  matter  of  same  having  been 
duly  considered,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  to  take  any  action  at  the 
present  time  in  reference  to  undertaking  the  construction  of 
an  additional  building  for  a  study  hall  at  or  near  the  Quin- 
tard  Hall. 

Two  resolutions  offered  by  the  Bishop  of  Southern  Florida 
on  the  subject  of  raising  a  liberal  endowment  for  the  Univer- 
i  sity  and  requesting  the  Rt.  Rev.  G.  H.  Kinsolving,  Bishop  of 

Texas,  to  undertake  such  work,  having  been  referred  to  the 
I  Executive  Committee  and  having  been  duly  considered,  and 

/  the  Committee  regarding  it  as  necessary  that  a  personal  con- 

ference should  be  had  by  the  Committee  with  the  Bishop  of 
Texas  before  taking  any  action  thereon,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  subject  matter  of  said  resolutions  being 
deemed  of  such  great  importance  that  a  full  consideration  of 
the  same  in  conference  with  the  Bishop  of  Texas  is  deemed

and  when  such  conference  can  be  most  conveniently  had,  and 
that  the  Secretary  inform  the  Bishop  of  Texas  of  this  action 
of  this  Committee. 

Resolved,  That  there  be  paid  to  the  Rev.  W.  A.  Guerry  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  for  his  services  in  getting  sub- 
scriptions in  New  York  to  the  fund  for  a  new  Chapel. 
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The  Committee  elected  Hon.  John  Sharp  Williams  as  Or- 
ator for  the  Commencement  of  1905,  and  Mr.  Edmond  M. 
Shepherd  as  alternate. 

The  Committee  elected  Rev.  Robert  F.  Strange,  Bishop-elect 
of  East  Carolina,  as  Preacher  of  the  Baccalaureate  Sermon 
in    1905. 

Also  Rt.  Rev.  A.  C.  A.  Hall,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  Vermont, 
as  alternate. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Vice  Chan- 
cellor, the  Committee  elected  Luke  Lea,  Esq.,  as  Secretary 
of  the  Law  Department. 

On  motion  the  Committee  adjourned,  to  meet  in  Boston  in 
October,  1904,  during  the  session  of  the  General  Convention.

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Louisiana,  the  follow- 
ing resolution,  offered  by  him,  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordinances: 
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1  Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordi- 

nances be  requested  to  consider  the  question  as  to  whether 
P  the  Alumni  Association,   in  electing  the  Alumni  Trustees,  is 

at  liberty  to  elect  a  Bishop  as  clerical  Trustee. 

The  Vice  Chancellor  sent  to  the  Chancellor  for  use 
in  the  deliberations  of  this  body  a  gavel  made  of  wood 
from  Lookout  Mountain.  A  vote  of  thanks  was  re- 
turned to  the  Vice  Chancellor. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Hudgins  moved  to  amend  Art.  XV 
of  the  Constitution  by  inserting  the  words  "one  Bish- 
op" before  the  words  "one  clergyman,"  in  said  article, 
so  that  the  article  would  read:  "One  Bishop,  one  cler- 
gyman, and  two  laymen,  to  be  elected,"  etc. 

The  proposed  amendment  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Constitution  and  Ordinances.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Kershaw  reported  for  the  Committee 
on  Constitution  and  Ordinances;  the  report  was  put 
upon  its  passage,  with  the  following  results:  the  reso- 
lutions appended  to  the  report  were  adopted,  and 
the  opinion  as  expressed  by  the  Committee,  with  re- 
gard to  the  interpretation  of  Art.  XV  of  the  Con- 
stitution, was  received  as  the  judgment  of  this  Board. 

The  report  is  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordinances  respect- 
fully report  that  they  have  had  under  consideration  the  sev- 
eral matters  referred  to  them,  and  recommend  the  following, 
viz. :  the  adoption  of  this  resolution : 

1.  That  Ordinance  IV,   Section   1,  be  amended  by  striking 
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out  the  words  "to  consist  of  one  Bishop,  one  clergyman,  and 
one  layman,"  and  insert  before  the  word  "members"  the  word 
"three,"  so  that  it  shall  read  as  follows :  "There  shall  be 
elected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  a  committee  of  three  mem- 
bers, to  be  known  as  the  Endowment  Committee,  and  who 
shall  hold  their  office  for  the  term  of  three  years  and  until 
their  successors  shall  have  been  elected." 

2.  The  Committee  express  their  opinion  in  regard  to  the 
question  submitted  to  them  by  the  Bishop  of  Louisiana  as 
President  of  the  Associated  Alumni,  that  the  word  "clergy- 
man," in  the  Fifteenth  Article  of  the  Constitution,  is  to  be 
taken  in  the  same  sense  as  the  word  "clergyman"  in  the  Sec- 
ond Article,  and  they  therefore  think  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion, in  electing  Alumni  Trustees,  are  not  at  liberty  to  elect 
a  Bishop  as  a  Trustee,  and  that  the  consecration  to  the  Episco- 
pate of  the  clerical  trustee  of  the  Alumni  Association  vacates 
that  office. 

3.  The  Committee  regards  the  proposal  to  amend  Article 
XV  of  the  Constitution,  entitled  "Representation  of  the  Asso- 
ciated Alumni,"  by  inserting  the  words  "one  Bishop"  before 
the  words  "one  clergyman,"  is  inexpedient,  and  therefore  offer 
the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  proposed  amendment  be  not  adopted. 

4.  The  Committee  regard  it  as  very  desirable  that  the 
Church  schools  and  colleges  in  our  several  dioceses  should 
have  some  bond  of  union  between  them  which  should  encour- 
age sympathy  of  interest  and  to  some  degree  the  unification  of 
their  methods  of  work,  and  we  therefore  recommend  that  a 
standing  committee  be  appointed  to  whom  shall  be  committed 
this  subject  and  the  discussion  and  suggestion  of  the  details 
of  any  system  leading  to  such  result.  They  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 


Resolved,  That  Rule  20  of  the  Rules  of  Order  be  amended 
by    adding    thereto    a    standing   committee    to    be    called    "Of 
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Confederation  of  Church  Schools  and  Colleges,"  said  com- 
mittee to  consist  of  five  members. 

5.  Your  Committee  regard  with  favor  the  proposition  to 
create  the  office  of  Historiographer  of  the  University,  and  for 
this  purpose  offer  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Ordinances  of  the  University  be  amend- 
ed by  the  insertion  of  an  Article  to  be  numbered  17,  and 
entitled  "Historiographer,"  and  which  shall  be  as  follows: 

Article  XVII.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  a  Historiographer  of  the  University,  who  shall  hold 
office  for  three  years,  and  shall  receive  such  compensation 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  It  shall  be 
his  duty  to  collect  and  keep  written  or  printed  matter  bearing 
upon  the  history  of  the  University,  and  make  record  of  such 
events  and  incidents  as  shall  illustrate  its  development. 

Resolved,  That  the  numbering  of  the  Ordinances  following 
be  altered  accordingly.

The  Bishop  of  Louisiana  nominated  for  election  as 
the  first  Historiographer  under  the  newly  adopted  res- 
olution, Mr.  G.  R.  Fairbanks.  The  nomination  was 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Medical  De- 
partment was  submitted  by  Mr.  W.  A.  Smith,  and  the 
resolution  appended  thereto  was  adopted,  as  follows : 

The  Committee  on  the  Medical  Department  respectfully  re- 
port : 

After  due  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Dean,  Dr. 
Cain,  express  gratification  that,  notwithstanding  the  falling  off 
of  matriculates  in  this  department,  the  receipts  have  exceeded 
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the  disbursements  to  the  amount  of  $540.33.  The  total  receipts 
being  $8,520.80,  a  decrease  of  a  fraction  over  six  per  cent. — 
to  be  exact,  .064  per  cent. — would  make  this  department  non- 
sustaining.  The  perilous  edge  is  very  near  at  hand,  and 
demands  the  serious  thought  and  consideration  of  this  Board, 
the  Dean  himself  saying  when  the  department  becomes  "an 
expense  and  a  burden  to  the  University  I  shall  certainly  favor 
the  abolishment  of  this  department." 

Your  Vice  Chancellor  in  his  report  to  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees for  the  year  1903,  said  of  the  Medical  Department: 
"Since  the  adoption  of  the  four-year  requirement  for  grad- 
uation, there  has  been  a  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of 
students  in  attendance  upon  the  schools  of  medicine  every- 
where." 

In  1901  there  were  227  students ;  in  1904  only  137,  a  de- 
crease in  three  years  of  90,  or  say  forty  per  cent.  A  propor- 
tionate decrease  for  1905  would  bankrupt  this  department 

But  Dr.  Cain  speaks  hopefully  of  a  "modification  of  legal 
requirements"  .  .  .  and  adds:  "If  this  change  is  made  in 
the  law  it  will  greatly  benefit  the  school  and  bring  us  as  many 
students  as  we  can  properly  care  for." 

We  would  heartily  commend  the  training  of  nurses — this 
sweet  adjunct  of  the  medical  profession — and  trust  this  spe- 
cial work  of  the  department  will  receive  that  attention  merited 
by  its  importance. 

Your  hospital  needs  fittings  and  equipments,  and  an  operat- 
ing apartment  separate  and  apart  from  the  present  building. 
Would  it  be  expedient  to  make  an  appeal  to  the  public,  which 
has  ever  been  prompt  in  responding  to  a  charity  so  helpful 
and  ameliorating  to  mankind? 

This    department   also   needs    the   sum   of  $ ,    a   small 

amount  for  the  better  display  of  the  clinical  laboratory,  that 
visitors  and  prospective  students  may  be  impressed. 

One  great  obstacle  to  the  success  of  this  department  is  the 
difficulty  of  obtaining  reasonable  board  for  the  students. 
Quoting  again  from  the  Dean's  report,  he  says :  "This  to  my

knowledge  has  kept  away  many  students."  .  .  .  "Poor 
young  men  who  cannot  afford  to  pay  fancy  prices  and  will 
go  to  places  where  they  can  get  cheaper  board,"  .  .  .  "and 
we  will  lose  the  number  which  renders  our  existence  possi- 
ble." .  .  .  "If,  say  fifty,  more  should  come,  which  is  not 
more  than  we  need,  I  verily  believe  that  it  would  be  impossi- 
ble for  them  to  find  boarding  places.".  In  view  of  the  im- 
perative vital  necessity  of  the  subject  of  reasonable  board  for 
medical  students,  your  Committee  would  recommend  the  adop- 
tion of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  Chairman  appoint  a  committee  of  three 
to  be  known  as  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means  to  inves- 
tigate in  re  of  board  of  medical  students,  and  in  conjunction 
with  the  Vice  Chancellor  and  the  Executive  Committee  power 
to  act  be  given  them.        Respectfully  submitted.

The  Bishop  of  Georgia  reported  for  the  Committee 
on  the  Law  Department. 

The  Committee  on  Sanitary  Measures  reported 
through  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hudgins. 

The  Bishop  of  Mississippi  reported  for  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Grammar  School ;  the  report  was  re- 
ceived and  placed  upon  its  passage,  as  follows : 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Trustees: 

The  Committee  on  the  Grammar  School  respectfully  re- 
port that  we  have  examined  with  much  interest  and  great 
satisfaction  the  annual  report  of  the  Head  Master;  that  we 
have  visited  and  inspected  with  some  degree  of  care  the  Quin- 
tard  Memorial  Hall  and  the  classrooms  in  the  chapel  yard 
now  used  by  the  school ;  and  that  we  have  consulted  with  the 
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Vice  Chancellor  and  the  Head  Master  concerning  the  condi- 
tion, the  equipment  and  the  needs  of  the  school. 
r  We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  under  the  control  and 

direction  of  Dr.  Roszel  and  his  able  assistants  the  Grammar 
School,  save  in  one  important  particular,  is  in  a  thoroughly 
satisfactory  condition.  The  Masters  are  faithful  and  capable, 
the  pupils  are  contented,  happy,  healthy  and  diligent,  and  the 
!■  morale  of  the  school  excellent.     We  have  only  expressions  of 

well  deserved  praise  for  those  who  have  brought  about  this 
happy  condition. 

In  one   important  particular  the   Grammar   School   is   de- 
fective, and  so  vital  is  the  matter  that  we  have  determined  to 
j  ;.  devote  this  report  to  its  consideration  alone.     In  his  report 

!    '  .  Dr.  Roszel  writes :  "We  need  first,  last  and  all  the  time,  suita- 

'      ,,  ble  recitation  rooms,  and  I  desire  to  emphasize  this  need  and 

to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  a  very  essential  part 
\  of  a  boy's  education  must  be  neglected,  left  out,  so  long  as 

we  are  confined  to  the  mediaeval  structures  we  now  call  class 
rooms."  In  conference  with  the  committee,  Dr.  Roszel  entered 
more  fully  into  the  reasons  for  this  strong  ultimatum  upon  the 
subject  contained  in  this  report.  Until  this  defect  is  supplied, 
the  efficiency  of  the  school  work  must  be  impaired  and  the  best 
results  impossible,  even  to  the  best  teachers.  Compared  with 
other  schools,  we  believe  the  Grammar  School  as  an  institu- 
tion for  the  development  of  character,  to  be  the  best  school 
we  know.  As  compared  with  what  the  school  ought  to  be 
under  the  new  conditions  which  a  perfect  equipment  would 
create,  the  Grammar  school  is  not  what  its  Faculty  feels  that 
it  ought  to  be,  or  what  the  Masters  know  that  they  can  make 
it.  Under  a  painful  sense  of  limitations  which  the  Masters  all 
feel,  they  have  been  striving  to  do  the  best  work  the  conditions 
allow,  and  have  not  permitted  a  just  impatience  to  discourage 
them  in  their  efforts.  We  were  much  gratified  with  the  evi- 
dent spirit  of  pluck  and  patience  manifested  by  the  Head 
Master,  and  to  know  that  this  spirit  characterizes  the  entire 
Faculty.     Your  Committee  is  profoundly  impressed  with  the 
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gravity  of  the  matter  which  the  Head  Master  is  so  insistent  to 
call  to  our  attention.  Our  opinion  is  that  proper  class  rooms 
and  adequate  furniture  in  them  are  absolute  essentials.  We 
are  prepared  to  suggest  two  plans,  by  the  first  of  which  the 
defect  may  be  supplied,  and  by  the  second  the  equipment  may 
be  improved. 

The  first  plan  is  this:  In  consultation  with  the  Vice  Chan- 
cellor we  learn  that  the  plans  of  the  Grammar  School  plant 
contemplate  a  building  which  will  be  devoted  to  class  room 
and  other  purposes;  and  that  so  much  of  that  building  as 
would  be  needed  for  class  rooms  can  be  built  for  about 
$10,000,  the  structure  to  be  completed  when  funds  are  in  hand. 
We  know  the  financial  difficulty  in  the  way,  but  we  are  con- 
vinced that  this  is  the  best  solution  of  the  troublous  question. 
We  are  hopeful  enough  to  believe  that  with  proper  effort 
the  money  needed  may  be  raised  and  the  plan  above  indicated 
be  carried  out  within  a  reasonable  time.  We  unanimously 
recommend  that  this  plan  be  attempted,  and  append  a  reso- 
lution at  the  close  of  this  report 

Should  this  plan  be  attempted,  and  should  it  be  found 
impracticable  after  a  trial  of  six  months,  then  we  recommend 
that  the  present  class  rooms  in  the  Chapel  yard  be  so  enlarged 
and  repaired  as  to  make  them  suitable  (as  nearly  as  possible), 
and  fitted  with  the  best  desks  possible. 

The  second  plan  is  suggested  only  because  we  are  convinced 
that  we  cannot  and  must  not  delay  the  work  of  providing  the 
better  equipment  asked  for  by  the  Grammar  School  Master. 
We  recommend,  therefore,  that  one  or  other  of  these  plans 
be  adopted  and  effected  at  once,  and  therefore  we  offer  the 
resolutions  appended: 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  recommend  the 
erection  of  permanent  class  rooms  as  contemplated  in  the  plans 
of  the  Sewanee  Grammar  School,  and  refer  the  matter  to 
the  Executive  Committee  and  Vice  Chancellor,  with  power  to 
act. 
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Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  instructed  to 
carry  out  the  purpose  of  the  recommendation  contained  in  this 
report.

Resolution  No.  2  was  placed  upon  its  passage,  and 
discussed. 

A  recess  was  taken. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  East  Carolina,  the  fur- 
ther discussion  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Grammar  School  was  made  the  special  order  of  busi- 
ness at  3  o'clock,  and  the  Vice  Chancellor's  presence 
was  requested. 

The  Committee  on  Elections  to  Fill  Vacancies  re- 
ported through  Mr.  W.  A.  Smith  that  there  were  no 
vacancies  to  be  filled. 

An  election  was  entered  into  for  members  of  the 
Endowment  Committee,  to  serve  for  the  next  three 
years.  Nominations  were  made,  and  Messrs.  Whaley 
and  Leigh  were  appointed  tellers. 

The  tellers  reported  that  the  Bishop  of  Florida,  the 
Rev.  Dr.  F.  F.  Reese  and  Mr.  W.  D.  Gale  had  re- 
ceived the  necessary  majority  vote,  and  they  were 
declared  elected. 

Mr.  W.  A.  Smith  offered  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitu- 
tion and  Ordinances: 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordi- 
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nances  be  requested  to  consider  the  advisability  of  establishing 
a  Department  of  Music  for  the  University  of  the  South,  and 
if  in  their  judgment  the  institution  of  this  department  be  ad- 
visable, that  the  Vice  Chancellor  be  directed  to  take  action 
thereon. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Kershaw  offered  the  following  reso- 
lution, which  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Consti- 
tution and  Ordinances  to  report  a  methed  whereby  the  ordi- 
nances of  the  University  may  be  amended. 

A  recess  was  taken  until  3  o'clock.

The  Board  reassembled,  the  Chancellor  in  the  chair. 

The  special  order  of  the  day  was  called  for,  being 
the  discussion  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Grammar  School. 

The  Vice  Chancellor  was  present  by  request,  and 
spoke  to  the  subject. 

A  lengthy  discussion  followed. 

A  vote  was  taken,  and  the  substitute,  as  offered  by 
Mr.  Spearing,  was  lost.  The  original  resolution  No. 
2  of  the  Committee  was  then  adopted. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hogue,  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Chairman  appoint  a  committee  to  solicit 
funds  for  the  erection  of  a  permanent  Grammar  School  class 
room  building. 

The  Bishop  of  Georgia  was  called  to  the  chair. 
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Mr.  H.  H.  Ingersoll  asked  to  be  excused  from  fur- 
ther attendance  on  this  session  of  the  Board,  as  he 
was  obliged  to  leave  to-morrow. 

On  motion,  adjournment  was  had  until  to-morrow 
at  9  o'clock.

The  Board  was  called  to  order  at  9  o'clock,  the 
Chancellor  in  the  chair.

This  provides  for  the  election  of  Alumni  Trustees  by  ballot.

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The  Rev.  Dr.  Kershaw  submitted  Report  No.  2  from 
the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordinances,  and 
the  resolutions  appended  thereto  were  adopted: 

1.  The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordinances  to  whom 
was  referred  the  resolution  relating  to  the  method  of  amending 
the  ordinances,  respectfully  report  that  they  have  considered 
the  same,  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following,  viz.: 

Resolved,  That  an  ordinance  be  added,  to  be  numbered 
34,  and  entitled 

"AMENDMENTS" 

to  read  as  follows:  These  ordinances  may  be  amended  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  all  the  members  present  at  any  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board,  provided  the  same  shall  have  been 
acted  upon  and  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Constitution 
and  Ordinances. 

2.  The  Committee  have  also  had  under  consideration  the 
matter  of  the  proposed  amendment  of  Article  VI  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Alumni  Association,  providing  for  the  election 
of  Alumni  Trustees  by  ballot.  They  recommend  the  adop- 
tion of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  hereby  consents  to  and  approves 
the  proposed  action  of  the  Alumni  Association. 

3.  The  Committee  also  considered  the  resolution  referred 
to  them  relative  to  the  -establishment  of  a  Department  or 
School  of  Music  at  the  University.  Since  such  a  proposition 
would  necessarily  involve  considerable  detail  work  and  in- 
vestigation prior  to  action,  the  Committee  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following,  viz.:

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The  Bishop  of  Florida  offered  the  following  reso- 
lution, which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Con- 
stitution and  Ordinances: 

Resolved,  That  Ordinance  IV,  Section  i,  be  altered  by 
striking  out  the  word  "members"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  words  "one  of  whom  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Board." 

Mr.  Fairbanks  reported  for  the  Committee  on  Build- 
ings and  Lands.  The  resolutions  appended  to  the 
report  were  adopted,  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Lands  respectfully  re- 
ports that  the  sale  of  Texas  lands  embracing  320  acres  for  the 
sum  of  $1,600  is  approved. 

It  is  a  source  of  gratification  to  note  the  nearness  to  com- 
pletion of  St.  Luke's  Memorial  Chapel,  the  generous  gift  of 
Mrs.  Telfair  Hodgson.  It  already  illustrates  the  excellence 
of  our  building  material  and  the  capabilities  of  our  Sewanee 
sandstone  for  being  wrought  into  elaborate  and  beautiful 
architectural  designs. 

We  most  cordially  approve  of  the  purchase  by  the  Vice 
Chancellor  of  the  Walker  farm  and  tract  of  land  comprising 
150  acres,  adjoining  our  lands  below  Greenview,  as  in  every 
respect  a  valuable  acquisition  attained  at  a  very  low  price, 
and  especially  important  to  us  as  including  a  very  large  spring 
throwing  out  a  large  volume  of  pure  water  in  a  location  which 
will  enable  us  to  bring  up  by  pumping  machinery  the  entire 
flow  of  the  spring,  amounting  to  tens  of  thousands  of  gallons 
per  day,  into  a  reservoir  upon  our  domain,  securing  to  us  for 
all  future  time  an  adequate  supply  of  pure  water,  and  which  be- 
sides supplying  all  our  needs  for  domestic  purposes,  may  be 
used  for  fountains  in  our  parks  and  it  may  also  be  sometime 
practicable  from  its  surplus  overflow  to  create  an  artificial 
lake,  bathing  pools  and  other  uses  which  add  so  greatly  to 
health,  convenience  and  beauty. 

The  Vice  Chancellor  has  reported  to  the  Board  a  proposi- 
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tion  made  to  him  for  a  lease  of  mining  privilege  to  embrace 
all  our  coal  measures  underlying  the  domain.  The  proposition 
is  seemingly  very  liberal  in  its  terms,  but  in  so  important  a 
matter,  and  as  the  proposition  is  for  a  fifty  year  lease,  it  seems 
to  us  that  as  our  under-land  has  never  been  scientifically  ex- 
plored, and  we  are  therefore  ignorant  of  its  inherent  value 
in  coal  deposits,  which  have  hitherto  been  only  tested  to  a 
limited  extent  near  the  bluffs,  we  think  that  a  careful  and  sci- 
entific exploration  should  be  first  had  by  competent  experts, 
and  that  the  granting  of  a  lease  depend  upon  the  results  of 
such  exploration,  and  if  deemed  by  the  Vice  Chancellor  desira- 
ble, that  its  terms,  conditions  and  limitations  as  to  time  be 
reported  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  their  consideration 
and  approval. 

The  subject  of  the  reconstruction  of  the  old  Grammar 
School  building  and  its  adaptation  to  the  purposes  of  a  mod- 
ern, well-equipped  hotel  is  a  gratifying  improvement  and  fills 
a  greatly  needed  want  at  Sewanee. 

The  consideration  of  the  matter  in  its  financial  aspects 
seems  to  properly  belong  to  the  Executive  Committee,  and 
is  therefore  referred  to  them  for  such  action  as  may  seem 
required. 

This  Committee,  not  having  had  an  opportunity  of  joint 
action  with  the  Sanitary  Committee  in  reference  to  the  mat- 
ter of  bathing  facilities  in  St.  Luke's  Theological  Hall  re- 
ferred to  us,  report  that  by  a  sub-committee  they  had  a  careful 
inspection  of  the  basement  of  St.  Luke's  Hall,  and  find  that 
the  former  arrangements  have  been  discarded,  probably  be- 
cause of  being  unfit  for  further  use  and  all  that  seems  required 
is  the  renewing  to  a  larger  extent  of  these  fixtures,  the  proper 
drainage  of  the  bath,  room,  a  new  covering  of  cement  on  the 
floor  and  the  use  of  stoves,  both  for  heating  and  drying  pur- 
poses and  the  repair  of  the  woodwork.  As  there  is  a  specific 
fund  for  the  repair  and  sanitation  of  St.  Luke's,  the  Committee 
deem  it  unnecessary  to  report  any  specific  resolution. 

The  Committee  note  with  pleasure  the  continuing  success- 
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ful  results  of  the  scientific  carrying  out  of  the  plans  of  the 
forestry  officials,  affording  us  a  very  considerable  revenue 
from  the  sale  of  timber  and  promoting  the  preservation  and 
growth  of  the  reserved  and  younger  trees. 

We  wish  we  could  report  further  progress  in  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Gymnasium,  and  express  the  hope  that  benefac- 
tions from  the  Alumni  and  other  sources  might  be  received 
for  the  purpose. 

The  Executive  Committee  have  reported  the  adoption  of 
plans  for  All  Saints'  Memorial  Chapel,  which  have  been  also 
approved  by  the  Board.  The  corner-stone  laid  on  Sunday,  the 
25th,  was  a  memorable  event,  to  be  followed  we  hope  in  1907 
by  the  opening  and  consecration  of  a  part  of  the  structure. 
The  plan  contemplates  an  edifice  of  noble  proportions,  of  ad- 
mirable design,  and  which  will  be  to  us  and  future  generations 
a  realization  of  the  great  purposes  for  which  the  University 
was  founded. 

The  Committee,  having  considered  the  question  of  securing 
insurance  on  our  buildings  at  a  less  cost,  have  thought  the 
matter  worthy  of  careful  examination,  for  which  more  time 
is  necessary,  and  recommend  that  the  whole  matter  be  referred 
to  the  Executive  Committee,  with  power  to  act,  and  suggest 
that  the  Executive  Committee  examine  fully  the  plan  of  in- 
surance adopted  by  the  South  Carolina  College  at  Columbia, 
S.  C.  This  plan,  as  the  Committee  understands,  provides  what 
we  may  term  a  blanket  insurance,  covering  all  the  property  at 
the  college,  but  only  insuring  to  the  value  of  the  most  valua- 
ble buildings  having  the  greatest  exposure,  the  idea  being 
that  if  we  can  obtain  this  plan  of  insurance  our  different 
college  buildings  are  located  so  far  apart  that  it  is  improb- 
able that  one  fire  should  destroy  more  than  one  building,  or 
at  the  most,  two  which  may  be  nearest  together,  but  not 
knowing  the  laws  of  Tennessee  and  the  rules  of  insurance, 
we  report  the  matter  for  the  action  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

The  Committee  offer  the  following  resolutions  for  adoption : 
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1.  Resolved,  That  the  purchase  of  the  150  acres  comprising 
the  Walker  farm  be  and  is  hereby  approved. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  proposition  relative  to  leasing  the  coal 
deposits  under  the  domain  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, with  recommendation  that  there  be  employed  an  expert 
to  make  an  exploration  of  the  coal  measures  and  that  the  Vice 
Chancellor  report  the  same  to  the  Executive  Committee  with 
his  opinion  as  to  leasing  the  same. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  matter  of  the  renovation  of  the  old 
Grammar  School  dormitory  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  bathing  facilities  at  St.  Luke's  dor- 
mitory should  be  properly  provided  for  in  accordance  with  the 
recommendations  of  the  Sanitary  Committee  and  this  Com- 
mittee. 

5.  Resolved,  That  the  matter  of  securing  insurance  on  our 
buildings  at  a  lower  cost  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  contained  in  this 
report.

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The  Bishop  of  Georgia  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tion : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Grammar  School  be 
and  is  hereby  instructed  to  attend  the  Commencement  exer- 
cises of  the  Grammar  School  as  the  representatives  of  this 
Board,  and  to  report  back  to  the  Board. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  East  Carolina,  the  reso- 
lution was  amended  so  as  to  include  the  entire  Board, 
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and  that  a  recess  be  taken  from  10  o'clock  to  1 1  o'clock, 
in  order  to  permit  of  attendance,  and  the  resolution, 
thus  amended,  was  adopted. 

The  Rev.  C.  B.  K.  Weed,  of  Arkansas,  appeared  and 
took  his  seat,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Reese  reported  his 
presence. 

Recess  was  taken  until  n  o'clock. 

The  Board  reassembled. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Shields  reported  for  the  Committee 
on  the  Academic  Department,  and  the  resolutions  ap- 
pended thereto  were  adopted,  as  follows: 


REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  ACADEMIC 
DEPARTMENT. 

Your  Committee  having  had  under  consideration  the  re- 
port of  the  Vice  Chancellor  and  of  the  Dean  of  this  de- 
partment desire  to  premise  their  report  by  noting  with  satis- 
faction the  statement  of  the  Vice  Chancellor  that  "the  condi- 
tion of  this  department  has  never  been  so  satisfactory." 

There  is  manifestly  a  gradual  increase  in  the  number  of 
students  in  this  department,  which  is  encouraging,  in  view  of 
the  distinct  advance  in  the  requirements  for  the  admission  of 
candidates  for  the  B.A.  course. 

These  requirements  are  strengthened  by  the  provision  that 
at  the  beginning  of  die  Trinity  Term  such  candidates  must 
pass  in  English,  History,  Mathematics  and  Latin ;  and  with  the 
further  provision  that  beginning  with  1907  either  Greek  or 
one  of  the  modern  languages  will  also  be  required  for  full 
and  unconditioned  entrance  in  the  B.A.  course. 

We  note  also  with  satisfaction,  and  wish  to  emphasize  the 
fact,  that  the  purely  humanistic  courses  claim  the  great  ma- 
jority of  students  in  this  department,  ten  out  of  the  eleven  de- 
grees conferred  in  1904  having  been  in  these  courses,  and  eight 
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out  of  eleven  in  1905.  And  while  this  is  largely  due,  perhaps, 
to  the  insufficiency  of  our  appliances  for  graduate  scientific 
work,  and  while  it  is  true  that  the  intellectual  proportion  of 
University  life  would  be  more  perfectly  preserved  here  by  a 
better  equipped  scientific  department,  it  reveals  the  fact  that  the 
University,  true  to  its  traditions,  has  not  surrendered  its  belief 
that  the  true  development  of  human  life  lies  in  the  education 
of  its  intellectual  and  ethical  and  spiritual  power,  and  that  the 
function  of  the  University  is,  first  of  all,  to  specialize  and  em- 
phasize the  courses  which  tend  to  the  harmonious  development 
and  education  of  those  faculties.  We  believe  that  the  uni- 
versity which  stands  for  that  principle  in  education  will  have 
a  unique  and  distinct  place  in  the  scholarship  of  the  future, 
in  view  of  the  American  tendency  in  college  life  to  surrender 
to  popular  demand  the  imperative  claims  of  classical  and 
polite  learning,  and  to  yield  everything  before  the  encroach- 
ments of  commercial,  political  and  physical  sciences ;  a  ten- 
dency which  must  inevitably  issue  in  great  loss  to  that  higher 
principle  of  education  and  the  idea  of  the  true  purposes  of 
life. 

But,  while  we  express  our  sense  of  the  value  of  this  spirit 
of  learning  emphasized  in  the  University,  we  do  not  mean, 
as  intimated  above,  to  be  unmindful  of  the  great  need  of  a 
more  perfect  scientific  equipment.  This  has  been  given  in  the 
reports  of  the  Vice  Chancellor  and  the  Dean  of  this  depart- 
ment as  the  greatest  present  need  of  the  University,  and  we 
concur  in  that  belief.  This  deficiency  has  caused  the  degrees 
of  this  University  to  be  called  in  question  by  a  leading  uni- 
versity of  this  country,  as  we  are  informed  by  the  Vice  Chan- 
cellor's report. 

We  have,  therefore,  conferred  with  the  Vice  Chancellor  and 
the  Professor  of  Physics  on  the  point,  and  as  the  result  of 
that  conference  have  embodied  in  a  resolution  the  only  practi- 
cal course  which  seems  to  be  feasible  under  present  conditions. 

One  other  matter  asking  the  approval  of  this  Board  ap- 
pears in  the  Vice  Chancellor's  report,  viz.,  the  action  of  the 
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Faculty  in  enlarging  the  requirements  for  the  C.E.  degree,  as 

detailed  in  the  report  of  this   department,   which   we  believe 

to   be  judicious.     We  therefore  offer   for  your  consideration 

the  following  resolutions :

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  the  Faculty  in  enlarging  the 

requirements  for  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Civil  Engineer 

as  described  in  the  Vice  Chancellor's  report  be  approved. 

I  J  Resolved,  That  the  Vice  Chancellor,  in  consultation  with  the 

Executive  Committee,  be  requested  to  take  such  steps  as  they 
}■}  may  deem  practicable,  and  as  the  financial  prospects  of  the 

University  will  permit,  toward  the  providing  or  erection  of  a 
hall   for   the   purposes   of  a   physical   laboratory,   and   toward 
the  more  thorough  equipment  of  the  laboratory,  in  order  to 
meet  all  the  requirements  of  the  Department  of  Physics.

REPORT  OF  ENDOWMENT  COMMITTEE. 

Sewanee,  Tenn.,  June  28,  1905. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South: 

The  Committee  on  Endowment  beg  leave  to  submit  their 
annual  report.  During  the  year  the  Rt.  Rev.  Albion  W. 
Knight,  in  consequence  of  his  election  as  Missionary  Bishop 
of  Cuba,  resigned  his  position  as  a  member  of  the  Committee 
and  the  Rev.  Frederick  F.  Reese  was  elected  by  the  Executive 
Committee  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

The  work  of  the  Committee  during  the  year  has  been  con- 
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fined  to  the  re-investment  of  loans  which  have  matured.  The 
accountant  employed  by  the  University  to  audit  the  books  of 
the  Treasurer  has  also  audited  the  securities  and  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  the  Endowment  Treasurer,  and  a  full  state- 
ment thereof  appears  in  his  report. 

Since  the  last  reports  the  University  has  received  a  gift 
of  $5,000  as  an  endowment  for  a  scholarship  from  Mr.  George 
Foster  Peabody,  which  consists  of  a  Mexican  Railway  bond. 
It  has  also  received  a  gift  of  $5,000  from  Mrs.  J.  Herman 
Aldrich  as  an  endowment  for  a  scholarship  in  the  Academic 
Department,  to  be  known  as  the  Bishop  Dudley  Scholarship 
No.  1.    This  money  has  been  invested. 

Since  March  1,  1905,  there  has  been  received  a  bequest  of 
$9,599.08  for  account  of  General  Endowment,  known  as  the 
Aldrich  Fund;  also  a  sum  of  $500  for  a  scholarship  to  be 
known  as  Philo  Sherman  Bennett  Scholarship,  and  $500  from 
Mrs.  T.  U.  Dudley  as  an  endowment  fund  for  a  scholarship 
in  the  Theological  Department,  to  be  known  as  the  Bishop 
Dudley  Scholarship  No.  2.  Some  of  these  latter  funds  have 
been  invested  since  the  closing  of  the  account  on  March  15, 
which  will  appear  in  detail  in  the  next  Annual  Report. 

The  Elliott  Memorial  Fund  shows  a  loss  of  $288  in  the 
sale  of  $800  of  Second  Preferred  Mortgage  and  Scrip  of  the 
Central  Railroad  of  Georgia.  The  Tustin  Memorial  Fund 
shows  an  increase  of  $499.50  from  the  sale  of  the  Culver  prop- 
erty, which  had  previously  been  bought  under  foreclosure,  as 
will  apear  from  the  last  Annual  Report  of  the  Committee.

To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

The  Finance  Comittee  respectfully  report  that  they  have  had 
before  them  the  financial  statement  made  by  the  expert  ac- 
countant, filed  as  Exhibit  "N."  with  the  report  of  the  Vice 
Chancellor,  showing  that  the  books  and  accounts  of  the 
Treasurer,  the  Supply  Store,  the  Printing  Office  and  other  de- 
partments of  the  University  have  been  carefully  inspected  and 
audited. 

This  statement  discloses  a  net  cash  deficit,  as  of  March  1, 
1905,  of  $2,526.58,  and  a  debit  balance  of  $10,997.25  on  account 
of  warrants  outstanding  and  chargeable  against  the  University, 
making  a  total  deficit  for  the  year  of  $13,523.83,  as  against 
which  there  is  due  on  board  and  fees  account  the  sum  of 
$3>5°743.  leaving  a  net  deficit  in  the  operation  of  the  Uni- 
versity for  the  year  ending  March  1,  1905,  of  $10,016.40.

Your  Committee  further  report  that  they  have  carefully 
examined  the  securities  and  investments  of  the  scholarship 
endowment  funds,  and  have  personally  inspected  the  notes 
in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  and  find  the  same  correct  as 
reported  in  the  statement  filed,  except  that  certain  securities 
which  have  been  deposited  in  Nashville,  Winchester  and  else- 
where, your  Committee  has  not  been  able  to  inspect. 

The  $5,000  C.  R.  I.  &  P.  R.  R.  Company  bonds,  invested 
for  the  benefit  of  the  St.  Andrew's  Scholarship,  the  Treasurer 
reports  to  be  in  the  bank  at  Winchester.  The  fifty  $1,000 
Southern  Railway  bonds,  held  under  General  Endowment,  are 
deposited  in  the  American  National  Bank  in  Nashville.  Dr. 
F.  F.  Reese  has  stated  to  your  Committee  that  he  has  recently 
examined  and  inspected  these  securities  and  finds  them  cor- 
rect, as  reported  in  his  statement.  The  $250  stock  in  the  N. 
&.  D.  Railroad,  held  for  the  Ruggles-Wright  Prize  Fund, 
is  in  the  bank  at  Winchester.  The  $11,000  under  the  Good- 
wyn  Scholarship  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Nashville  Trust  Com- 
pany, which  has  control  of  this  fund  and  its  investment,  and 
the  securities  held  by  the  trust  company  are  not  known  to 
your  Committee.  The  $5,000  Mexican  Bond  No.  400,  held  for 
the  Peabody  Scholarship  is  reported  to  be  in  the  hands  of 
the  American  National  Bank  of  Nashville. 
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These  securities  last  above  mentioned,  your  Committee 
has  not  examined  or  identified. 

The  $2,300  note  of  Ovid  Stewart,  $1,200  of  which  is  in- 
vested in  the  Hill  Scholarship  and  $1,100  under  General  En- 
dowment, and  the  note  of  G.  S.  Lowman  for  $4,000,  the  Treas- 
urer reports  as  being  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  R.  C.  DeSaussure, 
of  Atlanta,  Ga.,  for  collection,  and  consequently  were  not  seen 
by  your  Committee.     The  $5,000  note  incorrectly  reported  in 

the  statement  of  the  Auditor  as  against  Malsly,  and 

held  as  an  investment  under  "The  Bishop  Dudley  Scholar- 
ship,"  should  be  reported  as   George  E.   King,  Mrs.   Malsly 
having  endorsed  the  note  of  George  E.  King  to  the  University 
without  recourse  on  her.

The  resolution  appended  there- 
to was  adopted,  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  the  Chapel  Fund  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  matter  of  the  disposition  of  the  funds  raised  by 
the  Chaplain  of  the  University,  which,  by  request  of  the  Chap- 
lain and  approval  of  the  Vice  Chancellor,  it  is  proposed  to  de- 
vote to  the  building  of  the  new  All  Saints'  Chapel,  respectfully 
offer  this  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  "all  funds  raised  by  the  Chaplain  and  not 
otherwise  designated  by  the  donors,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
appropriated  to  the  Chapel  Fund.

The  Bishop  of  Florida  resigned  from  the  Endow- 
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ment  Committee,  and  his  resignation  oeing  accepted, 
he  nominated  in  his  place  Mr.  W.  K.  Miller. 

On  motion,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  the 
ballot  of  the  Board  for  the  nominee. 

The  ballot  was  cast,  and  Mr.  W.  K.  Miller  was 
declared  duly  elected  a  member  of  the  Endowment 
Committee. 

Mr.  W.  A.  Smith  offered  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Propositions 
and  Grievances: 

Whereas,  There  are  no  regulations  fixing  fares  and  charges 
made  by  livery  men  on  the  mountain,  and 

Whereas,  There  has  come  to  our  attention  exorbitant 
charges  made  by  them,  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  it  is  eminently  right,  just  and  proper  that 
livery  charges  be  fixed,  making  them  fair  both  to  the  livery 
men  and  to  the  public. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Hudgins  moved  the  following  resolu- 
tion, and  asked  its  reference  to  the  Committee  on  the 
Theological  Department;  it  was  so  referred: 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Theological  Depart- 
ment be  instructed  to  report  to  the  meeting  of  this  Board, 
to  be  printed  in  the  Journal  of  Proceedings,  a  list  showing  the 
apportionment  on  each  diocese  and  missionary  jurisdiction  for 
the  support  of  the  Theological  Faculty,  and  the  amount  paid 
on  such  apportionment,  for  the  last  fiscal  year. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Kershaw  submitted  Report  No.  3 
of  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordinances. 
The  resolution  appended  was  adopted,  as  follows: 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  pro- 
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posing  an  amendment  to  Section  i  of  Art.  IV  of  the  Ordi- 
nances, beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  considered  the  same 
and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following,  vis. : 

Resolved,  That  Section  i  of  Article  IV  of  the  Ordinances 
be  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  "members"  and  to  insert 
in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "one  of  whom  shall  be  a  member  of 
this  Board,"  so  that  the  section  shall  read: 

"Sec.  i.  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  a 
Committee  of  Three,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  member  of  this 
Board,  to  be  known  as  the  'Endowment  Committee,'  who  shall 
hold  their  office  for  the  term  of  three  years,  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors shall  have  been  elected."

The  Bishop  of  Mississippi  offered  the  following 
preamble  and  resolutions : 

Resolution  No.  i  was  adopted,  and  Mr.  Fairbanks 
moved  in  connection  with  it  that  the  matter  of  ex- 
pense incurred  in  carrying  out  the  resolution  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  it  was  so  or- 
dered.    Resolution  No.  2  was  adopted.: 

Whereas,  It  is  the  sense  of  this  Board  that  the  time  has 
now  arrived  when  the  claims  of  the  University  should  be  vig- 
orously and  persistently  presented  to  our  brother  churchmen 
throughout  the  Southern  dioceses  to  which  the  University 
more  particularly  ministers ;  that  the  means  for  the  upbuild- 
ing of  this  Institution  should  largely  come  from  the  South, 
which  is  growing  more  and  more  in  wealth  and  prosperity; 
that  it  is  important  that  information  concerning  the  University, 
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its  history,  its  purposes,  its  accomplishments  and  its  needs  be 
given  to  our  people,  that  renewed  interest  may  be  revived  and 
deepened ; 

Resolved,  That  to  this  end  the  Vice  Chancellor,  Chaplain 
and  Faculty  be  requested  by  this  Board  to  devote  six  weeks 
of  the  winter  vacation  to  the  purpose  of  making  a  campaign 
of  education  which  shall  cover  all  of  the  dioceses  connected, 
with  the  University  Board; 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  the  new  Chapel  which  was 
appointed  several  years  ago  be  revived,  and  the  Chaplain  again, 
sent  out  as  the  special  agent  of  the  Chapel  Fund. 

The  Chair  appointed  (under  the  resolution  offered 
by  Mr.  W.  A.  Smith  yesterday)  as  the  committee  to 
raise  funds  for  the  erection  of  an  additional  Grammar 
School  building,  the  Bishop  of  Florida,  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  J.  H.  Spearing  and  R.  W.  Hogue,  and  Messrs. 
John  D.  Shaffer  and  W.  A.  Smith. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Georgia,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  and  hereby  is  instructed 
to  print  in  connected  form  in  the  Appendix  of  the  Proceed- 
ings of  the  Board  all  amendments  to  Constitution  or  Or-' 
dinances  enacted  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Stewart  McQueen,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  $125  be  appropriated  and  paid  by  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  University  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  for  his 
services  as  such  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  upon  the  warrant 
of  the  Vice  Chancellor. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Mississippi,  the  follow- 
ing resolution  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  in  case  the  Chancellor  is  unable  to  remain 
at  Sewanee  a  sufficient  period  to  sign  the  minutes,  he  be  re- 
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quested  to  authorize  some  person  to  affix  his  signature  to  the 
recorded  minutes,  which  authority  shall  be  appended  to  said 
;  minutes,  or  stated  therein. 


On  motion,  a  recess  was  taken  until  3  o'clock.

The  Board  reassembled  at  3  o'clock. 

The  Committee  on  Library  made  its  report  through 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Kershaw.  The  resolutions  appended 
were  adopted,  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARY  COMMITTEE. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South: 

The  Library  Committee  respectfully  report  that  they  have 
examined  such  portions  of  the  Vice  Chancellor's  report  as  re- 
late to  the  University  Library,  with  its  accompanying  exhibit. 
They  find  that  through  the  continued  exertions  of  Dr.  Henne- 
man  and  the  faithful  and  efficient  services  of  the  Librarian, 
the  Library  has  been  so  classified  and  arranged  as  to  have  be- 
come "an  indispensable  laboratory  in  every  department  of  the 
institution."  The  gifts  to  the  Library  during  the  past  year 
have  been  many  and  valuable,  viz.:  2,211  bound  volumes  and 
492  unbound,  bringing  the  total  number  of  volumes  in  the 
Library  to  49,981,  of  which  nearly  one-half,  or  23,886,  are  un- 
bound. A  special  feature  of  the  Library  equipment  is  its 
current  literature.  The  reading  room  regularly  receives  two 
dailies,  twenty-one  weeklies,  twenty-four  monthlies  and  twen- 
ty-four quarterlies ;  total,  seventy-one.  Many  of  these,  es- 
pecially the  monthlies  and  quarterlies,  are  well  worth  preserv- 
ing permanently,  and  provision  should  be  made  as  speedily 
as  possible  to  bind  these  and  the  other  very  numerous  unbound 
volumes  on  the  Library  shelves. 
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The  particular  and  immediate  wants  of  the  Library,  as  enu- 
merated by  the  Vice  Chancellor,  are : 

1.  Means  to  fit  the  upper  floor  of  the  Library  with  chairs 
and  tables. 

2.  The  need  of  modern  books  in  every  school  in  the  Uni- 
versity, and  more  especially  books  on  European  History,  Eco- 
nomics and  Political  Science. 

3.  Means  wherewith  to  bind  magazines  and  broken  Volumes. 
Your  Committee  report  the  following  resolutions: 

1.  That  the  thanks  of  the  Board  be  conveyed  to  the  several 
donors  of  books,  through  the  Vice  Chancellor,  with  the  as- 
surance of  our  appreciation  of  their  gifts,  and  that  the  list  of 
their  names  be  published  as  usual. 

2.  That  the  sum  of  $200  be  appropriated  out  of  any  proper 
fund  not  otherwise  appropriated;  for  the  purchase  of  such 
modern  books  as  are  most  needed  for  use  in  the  academic 
schools  of  the  University. 

3.  That  the  thanks  of  the  Board  be  conveyed  through  the 
Vice  Chancellor  to  the  widow  of  the  late  Bishop  Watson,  of 
East  Carolina,  for  her  gift  to  the  University  of  a  framed  pic- 
ture of  the  House  of  Bishops,  taken  at  the  General  Convention 
of  1889. 

4.  That  the  thanks  of  the  Board  be  tendered  through  the 
Secretary,  to  Dr.  Henneman,  for  his  continued  interest  and 
valuable  services  rendered  in  connection  with  the  Library.

The  Bishop  of  Louisiana  reported  for  the  Commit- 
tee on  the  Theological  Department.  The  Resolution 
No.  1  appended  thereto  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Constitution  and  Ordinances.  Resolutions  Nos. 
2  and  3  were  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Appended  to  the  reports  was  a  schedule  of  appor- 
tionments to  the  several  dioceses  for  the  support  of 
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the  Theological  Department.  The  Trustees  from  Mis- 
souri asked  to  amend  the  schedule  by  apportioning 
$200  to  Missouri;  the  Bishop  of  Alabama  increased 
Alabama's  apportionment  by  $100;  and,  at  the  sug- 
gestion of  Mr.  Rutledge,  the  Diocese  of  Lexington 
was  apportioned  $100. 
The  report  is  as  follows: 


REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  THEOLOG- 
ICAL DEPARTMENT. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

Your  Committee  on  the  Theological  Department  have  had 
before  them  that  portion  of  the  Vice  Chancellor's  address 
which  deals  with  this  department,  and  have  also  given  careful 
attention  to  the  presentations  made  by  the  Reverend  Dean,  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Dubose,  and  we  beg  to  report  that  there  are  mani- 
fest causes  for  gratification  at  the  condition  of  the  department 
and  manifest  signs  of  its  progress.  Distinct  satisfaction  is  to 
be  expressed  that,  while  the  enrollment  of  students  is  the  same 
(26)  as  in  the  previous  year,  positive  advance  is  recognized  by 
the  authorities  in  the  tone  and  general  standards  which  char- 
acterize the  school ;  and  satisfaction  is  also  to  be  expressed  at 
the  provision  made  during  the  past  term  for  special  instruc- 
tion in  voice  culture.  The  services  rendered  by  Mr.  W.  W. 
Memminger  in  this  direction  are  much  to  be  appreciated,  and 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  arrangements  can  be  made  for  continued 
instruction  in  the  natural  and  effective  use  of  the  voice  as 
an  essential  part  of  the  equipment  of  a  clergyman.  Attention 
is  likewise  to  be  called  to  the  need  indicated  by  the  Dean 
for  additional  teaching  in  the  English  Bible,  a  need  specially 
arising  from  the  fact  that  students  who  are  exempt  from  the 
study  of  Hebrew  and  Greek  lose,  to  a  great  extent,  the  ad- 
vantage of  the  Department  of  Exegesis.  Your  Committee 
make  no  suggestion  in  this  matter  except  to  express  the  con- 
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fidence  that  the  Theological  Faculty,  with  their  accustomed 
energy  and  devotion  will  solve  the  problem  as  far  as  their 
other  ordinary  duties  permit,  and  to  express  also  the  belief 
that  it  would  be  thoroughly  in  order  for  the  Dean  to  explain 
to  the  Bishops  that  any  deficiency  of  Biblical  knowledge  on  the 
part  of  their  candidates  is  due  in  a  large  measure  to  exemp- 
tion from  Hebrew  and  Greek.  Recommendation  comes  both 
from  the  Vice  Chancellor  and  the  Theological  Faculty  that 
Prof.  Arthur  Romain  Gray  be  elected  to  the  Prefessorship  of 
Apologetics ;  and  realizing  the  fundamental  importance  of  the 
subject  of  apologetics,  and  anticipating  that  Professor  Gray 
will  render  efficient  and  valuable  services  in  that  department, 
we  concur  in  the  recommendation,  and  append  resolutions 
looking  to  the  election  as  stated.  The  Vice  Chancellor  has 
emphasized  the  necessity  of  relieving  the  Dean  of  the  Theo- 
logical Department  of  the  details  of  administrative  duty, 
while  at  the  same  time  declaring  the  importance  of  the  re- 
tention of  this  office  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  DuBose,  whose  eminent 
worth  of  services  are  held  in  grateful  appreciation.  Your 
Committee  concur  in  the  recommendation  made  by  the  Vice 
Chancellor  and  the  Theological  Department,  of  the  election  of 
the  Rev.  W.  H.  DuBose  to  the  position  of  Vice  Dean,  with 
duties  to  be  determined  according  to  the  judgment  of  the 
Dean,  and  we  append  the  necessary  resolution. 

The  Faculty  of  the  Theological  Department  are  to  be  con- 
gratulated upon  the  successful  establishment  of  the  Summer 
School  of  Theology,  and  your  Committee  would  record  their 
high  sense  of  the  enthusiasm  and  unselfish  devotion  of  the 
Faculty  in  undertaking  this  laborious  enterprise  in  addition 
to  their  regular  duties.  The  lectures  and  courses  of  study 
presented  by  this  summer  school  must  prove  of  great  value 
and  attractiveness  to  the  clergy  who  attend  them,  and  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  the  establishment  of  the  school  will  be  perma- 
nent, and  that  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  will 
co-operate  to  the  extent  of  their  ability  to  make  the  move- 
ment known  and  to  commend  it  to  the  clergy  in  the  various 
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dioceses.  Your  Committee  have  learned  with  pleasure  of  the 
distinction  earned  by  Professor  Bishop  in  receiving  upon  ex- 
amination the  degree  of  D.D.  from  the  General  Theological 
Seminary,  and  regard  it  as  another  indication  of  the  recog- 
nized strength  and  attainments  of  the  Faculty  of  this  depart- 
ment. The  withdrawal  of  Mrs.  Strother  from  the  position  of 
Matron  of  the  dormitory  calls  for  appreciative  acknowledge- 
ment of  her  efficient  service,  and  it  is  cause  for  satisfaction 
that  this  important  work  has  fallen  to  a  capable  successor. 
Gratifying  progress  has  been  made  toward  the  endowment  of 
the  Bishop  Quintard  Memorial  Professorship,  and  something 
over  $3,000  in  cash  and  pledges  has  been  secured. 

Your  Committee  are  naturally  prompted  to  reiterate  the 
assurance  of  appreciation  for  the  gift  of  the  Hodgson  Memo- 
rial Chapel;  and  record  a  prospect  of  its  speedy  completion. 
The  subject  of  deficits  in  the  contributions  from  the  various 
dioceses  toward  the  support  of  this  department  requires  ear- 
nest consideration,  and  your  Committee  would  repeat  here 
the  information  given  in  the  Vice  Chancellor's  address  to  the 
effect  that  the  total  gifts  of  this  year  fall  short  by  $503.26  of 
the  sum  given  during  the  previous  year  $3,440.84  for  the  year 
1904-05). 

We  submit  as  an  appendix  to  this  report  the  list  of  the 
sums  requested  from  the  respective  dioceses  under  the  exist- 
ing schedule.  The  foregoing  is  respectfully  submitted,  with 
the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  (1)  That  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Or- 
dinances be  requested  to  prepare  and  report  to  the  Board  such 
amendments  to  the  Ordinances  as  may  be  required  to  establish 
a  Chair  of  Apologetics  in  the  Theological  Department. 

Resolved,  (2)  That  the  Rev.  Arthur  Romeyn  Gray  be 
elected  to  the  Chair  of  Apologetics. 

Resolved,  (3)  That  the  Rev.  W.  H.  DuBose  be  elected  Vice

be  amended  by  adding  the  words  "(6)  School  of  Apologetics," 
so  that  the  section  shall  read  as  follows : 

Section  i.  The  Theological  Department  shall  consist  of 
the  following  schools: 

1.  School  of  New  Testament  Language  and  Interpretation. 

2.  School  of  Old  Testament  Language  and  Interpretation. 

3.  School  of  Ecclesiastical  History  and  Church  Polity. 

4.  School  of  Systematic  Divinity. 

5.  School  of  Homiletics  and  Pastoral  Theology. 

6.  School  of  Apologetics. 

Mr.  G.  R.  Fairbanks  rose  to  a  question  of  personal 
privilege,  and  spoke  as  follows: 

Mr.  Chancellor  and  Members  of  the  Board: 

Near  the  close  of  the  meeting  of  the  Board  last  year  you 
adopted  very  kind  and  complimentary  resolutions  appreciative 
of  the  past  and  long-continued  service  and  devotion  to  the 
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interests  of  the  University  of  my  and  your  beloved  friend, 
Rev.  Dr.  W.  P.  DuBose  and  myself.  These  resolutions  were 
only  communicated  to  us  during  the  Commencement  exercises 
of  that  year  by  the  Chancellor,  adding  to  your  resolution  most 
kind  and  flattering  words,  which  went  to  our  hearts  and  made 
the  occasion  one  of  loving  remembrance. 

At  the  present  session  you  have  added  to  your  previous 
expressions  of  kindness  my  appointment  to  the  office  of  His- 
toriographer of  the  University,  which  you  have  now  created, 
and  which  I  gratefully  accept  as  its  first  occupant.  As  long 
as  my  life  is  spared  I  hope  to  devote  to  the  University  with 
which  I  have  been  in  some  form  connected  for  near  half  a 
century,  such  service  as  I  may  be  able  to  render. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Texas,  the  following 
resolution  was  unanimously  adopted,  by  a  rising  vote : 

Resolved,  That  a  vote  of  acknowledgement,  appreciation 
and  thanks  be  extended  by  this  Board  to  Major  Fairbanks  for 
his  admirable  history  of  this  University. 

On  motion  a  recess  was  taken  until  immediately 
after  Commencement  exercises.

Resolved,  That  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  ad  enu- 
dem  honoris  causa,  be  conferred  upon  the  Rt.  Rev.  Charles 
Edward  Woodcock,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  Kentucky. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  by  a  unanimous  vote. 
A  recess  was  taken.

The  Board  reassembled,  the  Chancellor  in  the  chair. 
Mr.  Fairbanks  moved  that  a  Committee  on  Necrol- 
ogy be  appointed  to  report  a  minute  in  memory  of  the 
Rt.  Rev.  A.  A.  Watson,  D.D.,  late  Bishop  of  East 
Carolina,  and  Mr.  T.  W.  Scollard,  late  Trustee  from 
Dallas.  The  Bishop  of  East  Carolina,  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Shields  and  Mr.  G.  R.  Fairbanks  were  appointed  as 
the  committee. 

The  Committee  on  Necrolog}'  reported  as  follows, 
and  the  report  was  unanimously  adopted: 

IN  MEMORIAM. 

The  Right  Reverend  Augustus  Watson,  D.D.  Ordained 
Deacon  1844;  Priest  1845. 

Rector  of  Grace  Church,  Plymouth,  N.  C,  and  St.  Luke's 
Church,  Washington  Co.,  N.  C,  1845-1858;  Rector  of  Christ's 
Church,  New  Berne,  N.  C,  1858-1861 ;  Chaplain  Second  Regi- 
ment, North  Carolina  State  troops  during  the  Civil  War ; 
Assistant  and  Rector  of  St.  James  Church,  Wilmington,  N.  C, 
1864- 1884;  consecrated  first  Bishop  of  East  Carolina  1884; 
died  at  Wilmington,  N.  C,  Good  Friday  1905. 

A  life  of  singular  purity  and  intelligence,  filled  with  noble 
duties  and  arduous  labors  for  the  furtherance  of  the  Master's 
kingdom,  which  won  and  wore,  with  saintly  faithfulness,  a 
mitre  in  the  Church  of  God. 

Thomas  W.  Scollard,  Esquire,  of  the  Diocese  of  Dallas, 
who  has  been  a  Trustee  from  that  diocese  since  1898,  and  who 
has  been  quite  constant  in  attendance  at  the  meetings  of  the 
Board,  always  manifesting  great  interest  in  the  welfare  of 
teh  University,  died  at  his  home  in  Dallas  on  the  4th  of  June, 
aged  54  years. 

The  Committee  adopt  as  their  own  the  language  of  the  Vice 
Chancellor,  that  "Mr.   Scollard  was  a  man  of  generous  im- 
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pulses,  strong  convictions  and  intensely  religious  life,  sympa- 
thetic and  charitable,  always  ready  to  aid  in  every  good  work." 

By   the   Committee. 

Mr.  Fairbanks  reported  for  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, as  follows : 

The  Executive  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  Reso- 
lutions Nos.  2  and  3  of  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Theological  Department,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  (1)  That  the  Rev.  Wm.  H.  DuBose,  M.A.,  be 
elected  Vice  Dean  of  the  Theological  Department. 

Resolved,  (2)  That  the  Rev.  A.  R.  Gray  be  elected  Asso- 
ciate Professor  of  Apologetics  in  the  Theological  Department, 
with  a  salary  of  $1,000  per  annum. 

On  motion,  the  Board  proceeded  to  an  election,  and 
the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  the  ballot  of  the 
Board  for  the  nominees,  in  accordance  with  the  rec- 
ommendations of  the  Committee.  The  ballot  was  so 
cast,  and  they  were  declared  duly  elected  to  the  re- 
spective positions. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Fairbanks,  it  was 

Resolved  That  the  thanks  of  this  Board  be  tendered  to  Prof. 
W.  P.  Trent  for  the  Commencement  Address  delivered  to-day, 
and  that  a  copy  be  requested  for  publication. 

The  Bishop  of  Tennessee  moved,  and  it  was  adopted 
by  a  unanimous  rising  vote,  that  the  thanks  of  this 
Board  be  tendered  to  the  Chancellor  for  the  courteous, 
patient  and  considerate  hearing  accorded  the  mem- 
bers during  the  sessions  of  this  Board.

B.  L.  Wiggins,  LL.D.;  Prof.  H.  C.  White,  D.C.L. 

On  motion  of  Mr  Fairbanks,  the  Secretary  was  in- 
structed to  print  as  an  appendix  in  the  Proceedings 
of  the  Board  the  events  of  Commencement  Day. 
(Vide  Appendix  III.) 

The  minutes  of  to-day's  session  were  read  and  adopt- 
ed as  read. 

After  the  benediction  by  the  Chancellor,  the  Board, 
on  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  adjourned 
sine  die.

APPENDIX  I. 


REPORT    OF    THE    VICE    CHANCELLOR. 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South: 

Gentlemen  :  I  have  the  honor  to  present,  as  Vice  Chancel- 
lor of  the  University,  my  twelfth  annual  report  upon  the  con- 
ditions and  needs  of  the  University  for  the  year  ending 
March  I,  1905. 

Before  reviewing  the  events  of  the  year,  mention  should 
be  made  of  the  death,  since  your  last  anuual  meeting,  of  one 
of  the  Episcopal  members  of  your  Board,  the  Right  Reverend 
Alfred  Augustus  Watson,  D.D.,  first  Bishop  of  East  Caro- 
lina. Bishop  Watson  became  a  member  of  your  Board  upon 
his  consecration  to  the  Episcopate  on  the  17th  of  April,  1884. 
He  was  a  man  of  deep  learning  along  ecclesiastico-historical 
lines,  and  was  especially  distinguished  as  a  canonist.  He  was 
a  graduate  of  the  University  of  New  York  in  1837;  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar  of  New  York  in  1841 ;  was  made  deacon  in 
1844,  and  was  advanced  to  the  priesthood  in  1845.  Of  late 
years  the  infirmities  of  age  prevented  his  attendance  upon 
the  annual  meetings  of  your  Board,  but  his  interest  in  the 
affairs  of  the  University  was  manifested  by  annual  donations 
and  in  other  ways.  He  died  on  the  21st  of  April,  1905,  in 
the  eighty-seventh  year  of  his  age.  Since  his  death,  the  Uni- 
versity has  received  from  his  family  the  sum  of  $100  for  the 
All  Saints'  Memorial  Chapel,  and  a  large  framed  photograph 
of  the  House  of  Bishops  in  1889,  which  is  a  valuable  addition 
to  the  pictures  in  the  possession  of  the  University,  having 
especial  historic  interest. 

Mr.  Thomas  W.  Scollard,  of  the  Diocese  of  Dallas,  who  has 
been  a  Trustee  since  1898,  died  suddenly  at  his  home  in 
Dallas,  Sunday  night,  June  4,  aged  fifty-four  years.  Mr. 
Scollard  was  a  man  of  generous  impulses,  strong  convictions 
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and  intense  religious  life,  sympathetic  and  charitable,  always 
ready  to  aid  in  every  good  work. 


RESIGNATIONS. 

Soon  after  the  beginning  of  the  Trinity  Term,  1904,  Miss  L. 
F.  Galleher  resigned  her  position  as  Librarian,  and  was  suc- 
ceeded by  Mrs.  Esther  H.  Shoup. 

The  Rev.  F.  M.  Osborne,  M.A.,  resigned  his  position  as 
Proctor  at  the  end  of  the  Lent  Term,  1904,  and  was  suc- 
ceeded by  James  Russell  Williams. 

Mrs.  L.  S.  Strother,  after  several  years  of  faithful  serv- 
ice, resigned  her  position  as  Matron  of  St  Luke's  Hall  at  the 
end  of  the  Advent  Term,  1904.  Mrs.  M.  J.  Selden  was  ap- 
pointed to  her  place,  and  took  charge  of  the  Hall  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  Lent  Term  this  year.

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  thirty-one  States  and  territories 
(including  the  District  of  Columbia  and  the  Philippine 
Islands),  and  six  foreign  countries  are  represented.  Fifteen 
of  the  States  are  Southern  States,  generally  so-called,  and 
these,  with  the  District  of  Columbia,  contributed  421  of  the 
students  above  reported,  the  other  portions  of  our  country 
contributing  fifty-two  to  our  student  roll.  These  are  as 
widely  scattered  as  Massachusetts  and  California,  Wisconsin 
and  Arizona,  while  from  abroad  (Philippine  Islands,  British 
West  Indies,  China,  Cuba,  England,  Japan  and  Scotland)  we 
have  received   seven   students. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  above  geographical  distribution 
gives  the  lead  to  Tennessee,  with  eighty-five  students.  Texas 
follows,  with  sixty-two;  Mississippi,  with  fifty-four;  Georgia, 
with  forty- four;  Louisiana,  with  forty-two;  Alabama,  with 
thirty-eight;  South  Carolina,  with  twenty-four,  and  Florida, 
with  twenty.

ACADEMIC  DEPARTMENT. 

The  report  of,  the  Dean  (Exhibit  A)  shows  that  151  stu- 
dents were  enrolled  in  this  department  during  the  year  1904, 
which  is  seven  in  excess  of  the  preceding  year,  and  thirty 
more  than  in  1902,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  require- 
ments for  admission  have  been  advanced,  and  are  now  being 
more  rigorously  enforced.  Beside  the  above  number,  there 
were  fourteen  students  belonging  to  other  departments  taking 
one  or  more  classes  in  the  Academic  Department,  thus  increas- 
ing the  number  of  those  availing  themselves  of  its  courses  to 
165.  The  Faculty  has  unanimously  determined  that  for  the 
academic  year  beginning  June  30,  1905,  candidates  for  the 
humanistic  or  literary  (B.A.)  courses  (to  be  unconditioned), 
must  pass  in  four  subjects — English,  History,  Mathematics 
and  Latin;  that  candidates  passing  three  of  these  four  sub- 
jects may  be  admitted  to  the  Academic  Department  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Headmaster  of  the  Grammar  School  (in  case 
of  a  Sewanee  Grammar  School  student),  or  of  the  Entrance 
Committee  (in  case  of  others)  ;  but  in  any  such  case  the  stu- 
dent is  admitted  only  as  conditioned,  until  the  deficiencies  be 
removed,  and  he  is  able  to  enter  fully  into  the  B.A.  courses, 
as  above  indicated. 

Beginning  with  1907,  a  fifth  subject,  Greek,  or  one  of  the 
Modern  languages  (the  work  of  at  least  two  school  years), 
will  in  addition  be  demanded  for  full  and  unconditioned  en- 
trance upon  the  B.A.  courses,  preparation  on  four  of  the  five 
subject  entitling  to  entrance  with  condition. 

Candidates  for  the  Scientific  (C.E.)  course,  who  do  not 
offer  Latin  (to  be  unconditioned),  must  pass  in  English, 
History  and  Mathematics  (solid  geometry,  plane  and  spheri- 
cal trigonometry,  and  higher  algebra),  and  with  either  a 
modern  language  or  physics. 

The  Association  of  Colleges  and  Preparatory  Schools  of 
the  Southern  States,  which  the  University  materially  aided  in 
founding  and  fostering,  at  its  last  annual  meeting  decided  to 
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institute  the  "Uniform  Entrance  Examination,"  the  purpose 
of  which  is  to  offer  a  scholarly  and  uniform  means  of  testing 
the  acquirements  of  those  who  seek  admission  to  the  various 
Southern  institutions. 

These  tests  have  ordinarily  been  made  after  the  student 
reaches  the  college  of  his  choice.  Under  this  new  system  he 
will  be  permitted  to  stand  his  college  entrance  examination 
in  the  preparatory  school,  and  the  papers  will  be  graded  by  the 
college  which  he  desires  to  enter,  and  he  will  be  notified  of 
his  admission  or  rejection  at  some  time  before  the  beginning 
of  the  session.  It  is  hoped  that  these  examinations  may  be 
the  means  of  unifying  the  secondary  education  of  the  South.

At  the  Commencement  of  1904,  eleven  degrees  were  con- 
ferred in  this  department,  as  follows:  Master  of  Arts,  1; 
Bachelor  of  Arts,  9;  Civil  Engineer,  1. 

During  the  Advent  Term  I  was  absent  one  month  in  at- 
tendance upon  the  General  Convention  in  Boston,  and  upon 
my  return  I  was  sensible  of  demoralization  among  the  stu- 
dents  of  this   department,   manifested  both   in   conduct   and 
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scholarship.  The  Dean  accounts  for  it  by  the  distracting  in- 
fluences of  the  World's  Fair,  at  St.  Louis,  which  drew  a  large 
number  of  students  and  officers,  interfering  very  seriously  with 
the  continuity  of  their  work.  I  am  happy  to  report  that  during 
this  Lent  Term  professors  and  students  alike  have  applied 
themselves  more  diligently,  and  the  condition  of  this  depart- 
ment has  never  been  so  satisfactory.  The  Faculty  wisely  re- 
solved to  eliminate  loafers,  and  this  resulted  in  dropping  some 
half  dozen  students  at  the  end  of  the  Advent  Term.  The 
effect  has  been  most  salutary. 

The  following  action  of  the  Academic  Faculty  in  refer- 
ence to  the  C.E.  degree  is  submitted  herewith  for  your  ap- 
proval. 

"In  order  that  the  degree  of  C.E.  of  the  University  of  the 
South  may  represent  more  to  those  who  take  it,  and  may  be 
conferred  more  in  conformity  with  the  practice  of  others  of 
the  better  engineering  schools,  be  it 

"Resolved  (i).  That  all  students  who  complete  the  present 
C.E.  course,  as  outlined  on  page  62  of  the  current  catalogue, 
later  than  June,  1908,  be  given  the  B.C.E.  (Bachelor  of  Civil 
Engineering)  degree,  instead  of  the  C.E.  degree. 

"(2)  That  after  1908  the  degree  of  C.  E.  be  awarded  for 
special  graduate  work  in  accordance  with  the  following  re- 
quirements : 

"(a)  The  applicant  must  be  a  B.C.E.  of  the  University  of 
the  South  of  not  less  than  three  years'  standing. 

"(b)  Three  years  after  graduation  must  be  spent  in  actual 
and  successful  practice  of  some  branch  of  engineering;  or 
one  year's  actual  practice  and  three  years  as  a  teacher  of  civil 
engineering  in  a  college  of  recognized  standing  will  be  ac- 
cepted as  an  equivalent. 

"(c)  The  applicant  must  present  proper  evidence  of  work 
done  since  graduation,  with  a  view  to  exhibiting  his  ability 
to  design  or  execute  work. 

"(d)  Where  the  applicant  is  an  instructor  in  an  engineering 
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college,  who  has  not  had  the  full  three  years'  practice,  he 
should  give  in  writing  a  brief  statement  of  the  scope  and  char- 
acter of  the  courses  taught  by  him,  and  what  special  or  research 
work  he  has  been  engaged  in. 

"(e)  He  must  prepare  a  thesis  on  some  subject  approved 
by  the  Engineering  Faculty,  which  thesis  must  be  presented 
to  the  Faculty  not  later  than  the  1st  of  "May  of  the  year  in 
which  application  is  made  for  the  degree." 

The  degrees  of  this  University  are  accepted  by  all  the 
leading  universities  of  this  country,  although  during  the  past 
year  their  value  was  called  in  question  by  the  Johns  Hopkins 
University,  owing  to  our  lack  of  a  physical  laboratory.  Ap- 
preciating the  urgency  of  this  situation,  and  acting  under 
the  resolution  passed  by  your  Board  last  summer,  I  offered 
to  place  $500  at  the  disposal  of  the  Professor  of  Physics  for 
the  purchase  of  apparatus.  He  is  of  the  opinion,  however,  that 
this  should  be  deferred  until  a  suitable  building  is  provided. 
A  physical  laboratory  is,  in  my  judgment,  the  University's 
greatest  need. 

An  encouraging  movement  was  the  organization,  in  April 
last,  of  the  Sewanee  Science  Club,  the  object  of  which  is 
to  stimulate  research  and  diffuse  scientific  knowledge.  Ad- 
vanced students  of  science,  professors  in  the  University,  in- 
structors of  the  Grammar  School,  and  others  especially  in- 
terested in  science  are  eligible  to  membership.  The  Club 
subscribes  to  some  journals  not  found  in  the  University  li- 
brary, and  thus  co-operates  with  the  Librarian. 

The  expenditures  on  account  of  salaries  have  been  $13,501.- 
25,  which  is  $1,301.25  more  than  for  the  preceding  year;  the 
receipts  for  tuition  fees,  $8,010.34,  which  is  $734-97  more  than 
last  year,  making  the  deficit  on  salary  account  $5,490.91,  which 
is  $566.28  more  than  for  1903. 

It  costs,  therefore,  to  educate  our  students,  $36.36  more 
per  capita  than  we  receive  from  them. 

The  profits   from  Hoffman   Hall   board  are  $2,542.54,   and 
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from    Virginia    Cottage    $506.76;    total,    $3,049.30,    which    is 
$688.09  more  than  for  the  preceding  year. 

Thus  the  net  deficit  for  the  Academic  Department  is  $5,490.- 
91  (deficit  on  salary  account),  less  $3,049.30  (profit  on  board 
account),  or  $2,441.61. 

THEOLOGICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  features  of  the  work  of  this 
department  during  the  past  year  was  the  "Summer  School  of 
Theology,"  which  opened  August  1,  with  an  attendance,  in 
addition  to  the  students  of  the  department,  of  fourteen  cler- 
gymen, two  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  and  four  laymen. 
The  attendance  was  increased  by  a  number  of  late  arrivals,  and 
also  by  a  large  number  of  visiting  clergymen  from  all  parts  of 
the  country,  including  Long  Island,  Texas,  Missouri  and  Min- 
nesota. 

In  addition  to  the  courses  of  lectures  delivered  by  members 
of  the  Faculty  were  several  of  interest  by  the  Bishop  of  Ten- 
nessee, the  Rev.  C.  B.  Wilmer,  the  Rev.  A.  A.  Butler,  D.D., 
Warden  of  Seabury  Divinity  School,  and  the  Rev.  A.  H.  Noll. 

The  symposiums  held  each  Friday  night  embraced  such 
subjects  as  "Comity  between  Churches,"  "The  Higher  Criti- 
cism" and  "The  Mission  of  the  Church  to  the  Negroes  in 
the  United  States,"  which  last  was  led  by  Principal  Hunter,  of 
St.  Augustine's  School,  Raleigh,  N.  C. 

In  view  of  the  marked  interest  shown,  and  the  support  given 
the  Summer  School  in  1904,  it  has  been  again  decided  to  hold 
a  session  of  four  weeks,  beginning  July  31,  and  extending 
until  August  26.  Special  courses  and  conferences  have  been 
arranged  in  addition  to  the  lecture  courses  by  members  of  the 
Faculty.  Worthy  of  special  mention,  however,  are  the  courses 
to  be  given  by  the  Rev.  Robert  A.  Holland,  D.D.,  of  St.  Louis, 
Mo.,  and  the  Very  Rev.  Charles  L.  Wells,  Ph.D.,  of  Christ 
Church  Cathedral,  New  Orleans,  La. 

The  enrollment  of  the  department  for  1904  was  the  same  as 
for  1903,  namely,  twenty-six,  but,  in  the  words  of  the  Dean : 
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"It  is  a  matter  of  common  observation  that  the  tone  and  gen- 
eral standard  of  St  Luke's  Hall  were  never  so  high  before." 
(Exhibit  B.) 

At  its  recent  Commencement,  the  General  Theological  Sem- 
inary, for  the  first  time  within  the  last  quarter  of  a  century, 
and  for  the  second  time  in  its  entire  history,  conferred  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity,  upon  examination.  The  recipi- 
ent of  this  distinction  was  the  Rev.  William  Samuel  Bishop, 
our  Professor  of  Dogmatic  Theology. 

I  concur,  with  the  Dean  and  Faculty,  in  the  recommenda- 
tion that  the  Rev.  Arthur  Romeyn  Gray  be  appointed  to  the 
Chair  of  Apologetics.  In  addition  to  his  other  benefactions, 
Mr.  Gray  has  for  several  years  rendered  gratuitous  and 
valuable  services  as  a  lecturer  in  both  the  Academic  and  The- 
ological Departments,  and  it  is  desired  that  he  be  recognized 
and  given  a  definite  place  in  the  Faculty. 

Mr.  Willis  Wilkerson  Memminger,  of  South  Carolina,  a 
student  of  theology,  who  has  himself  enjoyed  exceptional  ad- 
vantages in  voice  culture,  gave  much  needed  training  and  ex- 
ercise in  elocution  during  the  past  term. 

There  is  a  paragraph  of  the  Dean's  report  which  will  re- 
quire your  serious  consideration.  It  reads  as  follows :  "A  mat- 
ter which  I  desire  to  keep  before  the  Board  is  my  own  growing 
disqualification  to  discharge  my  present  duties  to  the  de- 
partment. I  shall  hope  to  serve  the  University  as  long  as  I 
am  useful,  but  it  is  not  necessary  that  I  should  do  so  in  all  my 
present  capacities.  As  early  as  possible  I  should  like  to  be 
limited  to  my  work  in  the  class-room  and  the  Oratory.  When- 
ever the  Board  shall  see  its  way  to  a  transfer  of  the  Deanship 
it  will  be  a  relief  to  myself,  and,  I  believe,  best  for  the  de- 
partment." 

We  are  all  of  the  opinion  that  so  long  as  the  Doctor  lives 
he  should  remain  Dean  of  the  Theological  Department.  At 
the  same  time  we  realize  the  necessity  of  relieving  him  of  ad- 
ministrative details,  and  we  feel  that  this  can  be  satisfactorily 
effected  by  associating  with  him  his  son,  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Du- 
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Bose,  who  possesses  peculiar  qualifications  for  these  duties. 
I  therefore  make  this  recommendation. 

At  the  last  Commencement  there  was  only  one  graduate, 
the  Rev.  F.  M.  Osborne,  who  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Divinity.

making  the  total  receipts  $4,099.96. 

The  salary  account  was  $6,332.55,  leaving  a  debit  balance 
of  $1,332.59.  If  all  the  dioceses  would  pay  the  amount  as- 
sessed against  them  there  would  be  no  deficit.  The  profit 
from  the  board  account  amounted  to  $572.37. 
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There  is  invested  with  the  Morton  Trust  Company,  of  New 
York,  to  the  credit  of  the  Quintard  Professorship  of  Dog- 
matic Theology,  the  sum  of  $1,56434 

The  Rev.  Nevill  Joyner  has  undertaken  a  partial  canvass 
of  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee  in  the  interest  of  the  Quintard 
Professorship.  He  reports  cash  in  hand  $839.61 ;  subscriptions, 
$1,697.98. 

Mrs.  Hodgson  and  her  family  have  already  expended  on 
the  construction  of  St.  Luke's  Memorial  Chapel  the  sum  of 
$1540440.    When  completed  it  will  be  a  model  of  architecture. 

MEDICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

Fourteen  hundred  students  have  been  enrolled  in  this  de- 
partment during  its  thirteen  years  of  existence,  596  (or  forty- 
two  and  four-sevenths  per  cent.)  of  whom  have  received  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine. 

During  the  year  1904  the  enrollment  was  135,  of  whom 
thirty-six  (or  twenty-six  and  two-thirds  per  cent.)  graduated. 
The  report  of  the  Dean  (Exhibit  C)  shows  that  the  matricu- 
lants for  1905  are  for  the  most  part  first  year  men;  therefore 
that  the  percentage  of  graduates  will  be  even  less  than  here- 
tofore, and  tiiat  we  may  reasonably  expect  the  return  of  the 
majority  for  the  completion  of  their  course. 

Seventeen  of  the  1904  class  were  the  holders  of  academic 
degrees,  and  a  number  of  others  had  received  collegiate  train- 
ing, thus  evidencing  a  marked  improvement  in  the  scholastic 
attainments  of  the  students  of  this  department.  Four  young 
women  having  completed  the  two  years'  course  in  our  Train- 
ing School  for  Nurses  received  their  diplomas  at  the  Medical 
Commencement  in  October  last. 

The  receipts  for  1904  amounted  to  $8,520.80,  and  the  net 
profits  to  $542.33- 

LAW  DEPARTMENT. 

Eighteen  students  were  registered  in  this  department  in 
1904,  as  against  twenty  for  the  preceding  year,  making  a  total

of  189  during  the  twelve  years  of  its  existence.  One  graduated 
last  year,  making  the  total  number  of  graduates  twenty-eight 
I  have  nothing  to  add  to  my  last  annual  report  except  that  the 
department  continues  to  be  a  great  drain  on  our  financial 
resources,  the  deficit  for  1904  being  $1,668.89,  making  the  total 
for  the  twelve  years  $9,249.25. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Dean  (Exhibit  D),  "the  work  of  the 
students,  their  regular  attendance  at  classes,  and  general  con- 
duct have  been  more  satisfactory  than  ever  before." 

I  regret  to  report  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Luke  Lea,  B.A., 
LL.B.,  the  exacting  duties  of  whose  profession  required  his 
withdrawal  at  the  beginning  of  the  Lent  Term.  Mr.  Lea  had 
rendered  excellent  service,  and  his  loss  is  deplored  by  us  all. 

Professor  William  E.  Mikell,  of  the  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, who  has  for  several  years  given  lectures  during  the 
Trinity  Term,  will  be  unable  to  come  to  us  this  summer,  on 
account  of  ill  health.  He  is  one  of  the  best  equipped  men  in 
his  profession,  and  it  will  be  difficult  to  fill  his  place. 


GRAMMAR  SCHOOL. 

A  committee  of  the  Academic  Faculty  has  made  a  careful 
study  of  the  records  of  all  students  advanced  to  the  Uni- 
versity from  the  Grammar  School  during  the  past  five  years, 
and  as  a  result  of  the  investigation  it  is  recommended  that 
a  Fifth  Form  be  added  to  the  Grammar  School  course. 

A  summary  of  the  findings  of  the  committee  will  not  be 
without  interest,  and  will  satisfy  you  as  to  the  necessity  of 
the  proposed  change,  in  wnich  the  Headmaster  heartily  con- 
curs. 

One  student  remains,  six  years  after  his  promotion  from  the 
Grammar  School  in  1899.  His  main  difficulty  has  always  been 
poor  preparation  in  Latin. 

In  1900  twenty-nine  were  advanced  from  the  Grammar 
School  to  the  Academic  Department. 

At  the  end  of  one  year  and  a  half  only  three  remained  in 
the  department. 
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At  the  end  of  two  years  and  a  half  only  one  remained  in 
the  department. 

At  the  end  of  three  years  and  a  half  none  remained  in  the 
department,  and  none  were  graduated  here  or  elsewhere  as 
far  as  is  known. 

The  one  who  remained  longest  had  Fourth  Form  Latin, 
had  shifted  into  the  C.  E.  course,  and  then  back  again  to  the 
B.  A  courses,  and  got  hopelessly  twisted. 

In  1901  nine  were  advanced  from  the  Grammar  School  to 
the  Academic  Department.  At  the  end  of  one  year  and  a 
half  three  remained  in  the  department;  at  the  end  of  two 
years  and  a  half  two  remained  in  the  department.  These  two 
are  still  here.  One  will  graduate  this  year,  and  the  other  in 
1906,  after  five  years.  The  former  entered  without  condition; 
the  latter  with  condition,  and  was  furthermore  too  immature. 

In  1902  twenty-three  were  advanced  from  the  Grammar 
School,  and  this  class  has  made  the  best  record  of  the  past  five 
years.  At  the  end  of  one  year  and  a  half  sixteen  remained ; 
at  the  end  of  two  years  and  a  half  seven  remained. 

In  1903  twenty-nine  were  advanced  from  the  Grammar 
School  to  the  Academic  Department.  At  the  end  of  one  year 
and  a  half  one-third  (10)  of  the  original  number  still  remain 
in  the  department. 

In  1904  nineteen  were  advanced  from  the  Grammar  School 
to  the  Academic  Department  Six  have  already  dropped  away 
before  the  end  of  the  first  year,  none  of  whom  was  at  all 
likely  to  be  able  to  graduate.  Of  the  remaining  thirteen,  eight 
have  clearly  not  justified  their  entrance,  owing  to  their  lack  of 
Latin,  and  it  is  reasonably  certain  that  only  the  five  who  were 
properly  prepared  will  graduate. 

Our  Grammar  School  gives  us  many  of  our  best  men,  but 
only  when  these  are  permitted  to  remain  long  enough  to  get 
full  preparation,  as  at  other  good  schools. 

Apart  from  the  question  of  scholarship,  the  discipline  of 
the  University  is  not  adapted  to  immature  students,  and  there- 
in lies  the  greatest  danger. 
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I  will  not  burden  you  with  the  details  of  the  proposed  plan, 
which  may  safely  be  entrusted  to  the  wisdom  and  harmony  of 
action  of  the  two  departments. 

The  registration  for  1904  is  183,  as  against  177  for  the  pre- 
ceding year,  an  increase  of  six.  The  enrollment  for  1005 
is  unprecedented  thus  far,  and  there  is  every  reason  to  believe 
that  it  will  reach  200.  159  students  have  been  in  attendance 
this  term,  and  for  lack  of  accommodation  we  have  been 
compelled  to  decline  a  considerable  number  until  the  begin- 
ning of  the  Trinity  Term.  The  appropriation  for  salaries 
in  1904  was  $5,940.07,  which  is  $788.06  more  than  in  1903 ; 
the  receipts  from  tuition  fees,  $9,369.49,  which  is  $647.06  more 
than  in  1903,  leaving  a  credit  balance  of  $3,429.42.  The  net 
profit  from  board  was  $4,216.07,  from  which,  if  we  deduct  in- 
surance, we  shall  have  a  net  earning  of  about  five  per  cent,  on 
the  cost  of  the  buildings. 

If  the  Grammar  School  be  regarded  as  a  separate  organi- 
zation, it  would  be  properly  chargeable  with  its  pro  rata  of  the 
salaries  of  the  administrative  officers,  the  vice  chancellor, 
treasurer,  registrar,  secretary,  janitor,  police,  and  with  water 
tax  and  other  expenses,  which  would  reduce  the  surplus  to 
a  minimum.  I  mention  this  in  anticipation  of  the  much  idle 
talk  which  one  hears  annually,  and  which  arises  from  a  mis- 
conception of  the  true  situation. 

Considerable  money  has  been  expended  during  the  year  in 
betterments,  as,  for  instance,  the  installation  of  an  acetylene 
gas  plant,  fire  escape  ladders,  kalsomining,  etc. 

I  ask  your  careful  consideration  of  the  Headmaster's  report 
(Exhibit  E),  in  which  he  states  in  his  own  words  the  condi- 
tion and  needs  of  the  school.  His  administration  has  re- 
lieved the  Vice  Chancellor  of  all  annoyance  and  anxiety,  and 
merits  the  confidence  and  appreciation  of  us  all. 


ATHLETIC  DEPARTMENT. 


Mr.   G.   Ruppert   Seikel,   who   entered  upon  his   duties   as 
Physical  Director  at  the  beginning  of  the  Trinity  Term,  1904, 
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has  aroused  a  great  deal  of  interest  in  the  exercises  of  the 
gymnasium.  (Exhibit  F).  All  academic  students,  except  the 
gownsmen,  are  required  to  take  three  hours  per  week.  Gram- 
mar School  students  have  the  privilege  of  three  hours  a  week, 
although  in  their  case  the  attendance  is  not  compulsory,  the 
military  drill  occupying  so  much  of  their  time.  The  Director 
has  ever  in  mind  the  interest  of  the  mass  of  students,  rather 
than  the  individual,  and  by  varying  the  exercises  from  term 
to  term  he  succeeds  in  maintaining  an  active  interest  in  the 
work  of  his  department  His  system  of  physical  measure- 
ments, which  are  taken  in  March  and  December,  gives  in- 
telligent direction  to  his  work,  and  the  notation  of  evolution- 
ary changes  is  helpful  and  interesting  to  the  physical  director 
and  the  students  alike.  Outdoor  sports  are  confined  almost 
entirely  to  football,  baseball,  tennis  and  track  athletics,  and, 
notwithstanding  our  small  numbers  and  other  limitations, 
Sewanee  has  made  for  herself  a  reputation  second  to  no  other 
institution  in  the  South. 

The  athletic  field  has  been  enlarged,  partially  graded, 
and  enclosed  by  a  substantial  wire  fence,  but  we  need  funds 
for  building  a  track  and  making  other  improvements,  as 
well  as  for  the  completion  of  the  gymnasium.  The  receipts 
from  gymnasium  fees  were  $1,363.13,  and  the  salary  of  the 
Director  (for  a  portion  of  the  year)  is  $751.39,  leaving  a 
credit  balance  of  $611.74. 


THE  UNIVERSITY  PRESS. 

In  accordance  with  the  agreement  reported  to  your  Board 
last  year  (Proceedings,  p.  87),  the  Reverend  Arthur  C.  Wat- 
kins  arrived  in  Sewanee  last  summer  and  established  the  Uni- 
versity Press.  The  Press  is  located  in  an  attractive  building 
erected  for  the  purpose  and  equipped  with  modern  machinery 
of  the  most  approved  type.  Consequently,  the  printing  of  the 
catalogues,  the  Purple,  and  (since  the  first  of  January)  the 
Sewanee  Review,  the  students'  publications  generally,  and  the 
various  classes  of  printing  in  demand  about  the  University, 
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have  been  done  on  the  University  domain  in  a  manner  which 
has  already  established  the  reputation  of  the  University  Press 
for  artistic,  high-grade  printing.  The  Press  has  finished  also 
an  edition  of  the  Baron  Speck  von  Sternburg's  Baccalaureate 
Address  of  last  year  in  beautiful  style,  and  copies  were  distrib- 
uted among  members  of  the  Board  and  to  other  friends  of  the 
University. 

The  Press  is  now  equipped  with  typesetting  machines,  and 
with  facilities  for  book-binding,  and  by  the  publication  of 
"Bishop  Quintard's  Memoirs  of  the  War"  the  Press  begins  its 
career  as  the  publisher  of  high  class  books.  Other  book 
manuscripts  are  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Press  awaiting  pub- 
lication, and  there  seems  to  be  quite  a  fair  prospect  of  Se- 
wanee's  increasing  its  reputation  as  a  literary  center.

SUPPLY  DEPARTMENT. 

The  assets  of  this  department  amount  to  $20,802.04,  and 
the  liabilities  (which  include  the  capital  stock  of  $5,000,  loaned 
by  the  University,)  to  $7,273.39,  leaving  a  net  surplus  on  Janu- 
ary 1,  1905,  of  $13,528.65.  The  net  gain  for  the  year  1904 
was  $3,420.49. 

HEALTH  DEPARTMENT. 

Grammar  School  students  returning  to  the  Mountain  at 
the  beginning  of  the  Lent  Term,  1904,  brought  with  them 
cases  of  mumps,  chicken  pox  and  measles,  which  spread  at 
first  with  some  rapidity,  not  only  in  the  Grammar  School,  but 
in  the  University.  Although  an  infectious  ward  was  estab- 
lished, and  cases  isolated,  these  diseases  continued  until  prac- 
tically all  the  students  of  the  Grammar  School  not  immune 
were  affected.  A  case  of  small-pox  which  was  brought  to  the 
Mountain  by  a  negro  was  diagnosed  in  the  early  stages  of  the 
disease.  A  rigid  quarantine  was  established,  improved  meth- 
ods of  disinfection,  applied,  and  further  trouble  averted. 

On  the  19th  of  July  it  is  estimated  that  there  were  as  many 
as  sixty  cases  of  ptomaine  poison  at  Hoffman  Hall.    For  sev- 
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eral  hours  the  situation  was  most  alarming.  Throughout  the 
Hall,  and  on  the  campus,  wherever  they  happened  to  be,  stu- 
dents would  drop  without  warning.  Dr.  West,  our  health 
officer,  responded  to  the  first  case  at  7  =30  o'clock  in  the  morn- 
ing. He  soon  found  it  necessary  to  summon  four  of  his  nurses 
from  the  Hodgson  Memorial  Infirmary,  and  for  twenty-four 
hours  they  worked  unceasingly,  using  every  remedy  known  to 
the  medical  profession,  such  as  hypodermic  stimulation,  stom- 
ach tubes,  electricity,  oxygen,  etc.  We  should  indeed  be  most 
grateful  to  Dr.  West  and  the  nurses.  Had  it  not  been  for 
their  prompt  and  skilful  handling  of  the  more  aggravated 
cases,  there  would  in  all  probability  have  been  some  fatali- 
ties. I  recommend  an  appropriate  resolution  in  grateful  rec- 
ognition of  the  faithful  and  efficient  services  of  Dr.  West 
and  the  nurses,  Misses  Abernathy,  Potter,  Dunn  and  De- 
Ovies.  An  immediate  and  careful  investigation  of  the  cause 
of  the  poisoning  did  not  result  in  any  definite  conclusions, 
although  it  may  in  all  probability  be  traced  to  the  milk. 

The  general  health  of  the  University  has  in  other  respects 
been  exceptionally  good.    (Exhibit  G.) 


THE   UNIVERSITY   CHAPEL. 

The  report  of  the  Chaplain  is  herewith  submitted.  (Ex- 
hibit H.)  It  states  that  the  number  of  confirmed  was  thirty, 
gives  an  interesting  and  encouraging  account  of  the  religious 
life  and  instruction  in  the  University  and  community,  and 
then  passes  to  the  discussion  of  the  Chapel,  and  asks  that 
all  funds  raised  by  the  Chaplain  and  not  designated  for  other 
purposes  be  appropriated  to  the  building  of  the  new  Chapel. 
This  request  has  my  approval. 

The  Executive  Committee,  at  its  meeting  in  Boston  last 
fall,  adopted  for  the  new  All  Saints'  Memorial  Chapel  the 
design  and  plans  prepared  by  Messrs.  Cram,  Goodhue  and 
Ferguson,  architects,  as  very  inadequately  shown  in  four  half- 
tones submitted  herewith  as  Exhibit  I.  These  plans  had  first 
received  the  careful  study  and  approval  of  the  Chapel  Commit-

tee  appointed  by  your  Board  at  its  last  annual  meeting,  namely, 
the  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  Major  George  R.  Fairbanks,  Mr. 
William  Martin  Aiken  and  the  Vice  Chancellor. 

Ground  was  broken  for  the  new  Chapel  on  All  Saints' 
Day  last;  the  excavation  has  been  practically  completed,  and 
preparations  have  been  made  for  laying  the  corner-stone  next 
Sunday  afternoon. 

Modeled  after  King's  College  Chapel,  Cambridge,  the  de- 
sign of  the  new  Chapel  is  dignified  and  impressive,  scholastic, 
rather  than  ultra-ecclesiastical,  as  befits  the  uses  to  which  it 
will  be  put. 

The  building  is  to  be  of  generous  dimensions,  the  interior 
length  being  221  feet,  including  the  choir,  of  eighty-six  feet. 
The  nave  is  of  the  same  width  as  the  choir,  being  thirty-five 
and  one-half  feet.  The  aisles  on  either  side  of  the  nave  are 
thirteen  feet  nine  inches  in  width.  Vestiary  and  sacristy,  am- 
bulatory and  cloisters  extend  the  width  of  the  building  on  the 
north  side.  The  extreme  exterior  length  of  the  building  is 
intended  to  be  243  feet  six  inches,  and  its  greatest  breadth,  ex- 
clusive of  buttresses  and  porches,  sixty-nine  feet  six  inches. 
In  all  about  1,400  sittings  will  be  provided,  of  which  926  are 
in  the  nave,  328  in  the  aisles  and  150  in  the  choir,  which,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  practice  in  the  English  cathedrals,  can  itself 
be  used  for  a  religious  service  at  which  the  attendance  is  small. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  Chapel  will  cost  when  completed 
about  $90,000,  although  that  portion  of  it  which  is  now  in  pro- 
cess of  construction,  and  which  will  meet  all  requirements  for 
years  to  come,  will  cost  something  less  than  $70,000. 


THE  LIBRARY. 

The  Librarian  reports  (Exhibt  J)  the  following  donations: 
bound  volumes,  2,211;  unbound  volumes,  492,  making  the  total 
number  of  volumes  in  the  library,  bound,  26,095  '>  unbound, 
23,886;  total,  49,981.  The  reading  room  receives  regularly 
two  dailies,  twenty-one  weeklies,  twenty-four  monthlies,  twen- 
ty-four quarterlies;  total,  seventy-one. 
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Worthy  of  special  mention  are  the  following  valuable  do- 
nations: the  son  of  the  late  Rev.  P.  G.  Robert,  D.D.,  460 
volumes ;  the  Rev.  Hudson  Stuck,  384  volumes ;  the  late  Over- 
ton Lea,  Jr.,  198  volumes;  Dr.  W.  L.  Bevan,  149  volumes; 
Miss  Charlotte  St  John  Elliott,  140  volumes;  Mr.  J.  D.  Shaf- 
fer, 105  volumes.  Through  the  intelligent  direction,  co-opera- 
tion and  untiring  energy  of  Dr.  Henneman  and  the  faithful 
and  efficient  service  of  our  Librarian,  Mrs.  Shoup,  order  is 
being  restored  out  of  chaos,  and  the  library  is  becoming  more 
and  more  an  indispensable  laboratory  to  every  department  of 
the  University.  The  government  publications  have  been 
classified  and  shelved  in  the  large  room  of  the  upper  floor, 
where  the  light  is  good,  and  where  they  are  easy  of  access 
for  consultation.  A  special  card  arrangement  will  be  made  for 
these  books  and  everything  done  to  make  them  of  practical 
value.  The  periodicals  have  been  concentrated  in  the  furthest 
end  of  this  large  room,  where  conveniences  are  placed  for 
their  better  use.  The  theological  books  are  being  separated 
and  classified  and  arranged  on  the  second  tier  of  stacks,  leav- 
ing the  whole  of  the  lower  floor  for  the  academic  and  working 
library.  A  most  acceptable  gift  would  be  a  small  sum  of 
money  for  fitting  up  the  upper  floor,  providing  tables  and 
chairs  and  arranging  the  windows  for  better  ventilation. 

Our  library  is  rich  in  antiquities,  but  we  are  in  sore  need 
of  money  for  the  purchase  of  modern  books.  The  following 
communication  from  the  Professor  of  History  would  be  just 
as  applicable  to  every  school  in  the  University : 

"The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South: 

"Gentlemen  : — Last  year  I  asked  for  an  appropriation  of 
$300  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  University  Library.  In 
my  letter  I  showed  how  lamentably  deficient  the  resources 
of  the  library  were,  submitting,  by  way  of  example,  a  list 
of  books  which  had  been  selected  as  necessary  for  a  school 
library,  and  showing  how  very  few  of  these  selected  works 
could  be  found  upon  our  shelves. 
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"The  Board  of  Trustees  was  kind  enough  to  appropriate 
$100.  This  sum,  one-third  of  that  asked,  was  sufficient  to 
make  considerable  improvement,  especially  in  the  field  of 
American  History. 

"Large  donations  by  Dr.  Bevan  and  Rev.  Mr.  Stuck,  and 
a  few  important  works  given  by  individuals — members  of  the 
Board  and  others — were  gratefully  received.  The  general  con- 
dition of  the  library  remains  the  same,  however,  and  I  now 
respectfully  ask  that  if  no  more  can  be  given  at  present,  at 
least  $200  be  appropriated  for  the  particular  purposes  follow- 
ing: 

1.  Purchase  of  additional  works  in  European  history. 

2.  Purchase  of  works  in  Economics  and  Political  Science. 

3.  Binding  magazines  and  broken  volumes. 

"1.  Part  of  the  money  appropriated  last  year  was  used  to 
buy  those  volumes  of  the  Cambridge  Modern  History  which 
have  thus  far  appeared,  and  a  few  text-books.  With  the  ex- 
ception of  these  and  some  donated  works  of  history  and  bi- 
ography, almost  nothing  representative  of  recent  scholar- 
ship has  been  added  to  the  library  in  the  enormous  field 
of  European  history.  In  a  large  degree  the  same  is  true 
in  English  history.  This  deficiency  should  be  remedied  at 
once,  and  provision  should  be  made  for  buying  a  few  works 
in  the  French  and  German  language,  such  as  Lavisse  His- 
toire  de  France,  Lamprecht's  and  v.  Treitschke's  works,  etc. 

"2.  If  the  condition  of  the  history  section  is  weak,  that  of 
Economics  and  Political  Science  is  yet  weaker.  We  have 
some  text-books,  but  of  the  standard  works  in  the  broad  field 
of  Economics,  Sociology,  Public  Law,  Jurisprudence,  Political 
Theory,  Administration,  International  Law,  Colonization,  etc., 
we  have  very,  very  few.  It  may  be  recalled  to  the  Board  that 
when  the  young  man  who  recently  won  the  joint  debate  with 
Vanderbilt  University  looked  in  the  library  for  the  standard 
history  of  trades-Unionism,  it  was  not  there,  and  if  a  fellow- 
student  had  not  happened  to  own  the  book,  the  debaters 
would  not  have  had  access  to  it.    If  Sewanee  is  to  make  a  re- 
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spectable  showing  in  comparison  with  other  institutions,  our 
men  must  have  the  tools  with  which  to  work. 

"3.  Something  should  be  done  at  once  to  provide  for  binding 
the  magazines  now  in  the  library,  and  some  books  which  sadly 
need  repair.  Much  of  that  which  we  do  possess  is  rendered 
difficult  in  using,  and  is  liable  to  rapid  destruction  by  the  fact 
that  thus  far  nothing  has  been  done,  to  preserve  unbound 
periodicals.  The  exertions  of  the  Professor  of  English  have 
put  order  where  chaos  reigned  before;  the  results  maybe  seen 
in  the  upper  stack  room  of  the  library.  But  this  excellent  work 
has  also  revealed  many  serious  gaps  that  exist  in  our  files,  and 
still  more  has  shown  that  magazines  cannot  be  used  with 
safety  unless  bound.  Unless  immediate  action  is  taken,  the 
University  will  be  put  to  far  greater  expense  at  some  future 
time  in  purchasing  back  numbers  and  making  up  sets. 

"Finally,  may  I  submit  to  the  Board  the  advantages  of  the 
University  library  as  a  place  of  deposit  for  anything  that  will 
contribute  to  Southern  history?  If  anyone  has,  or  can  secure, 
works,  such  as  the  old  Annals  of  Congress,  the  American 
Archives,  The  American  State  Papers,  Laws  and  Journals 
of  any  Southern  States,  pamphlets  on  slavery,  etc. — anything 
of  this  sort — will  he  please  communicate  with  the  Professor 
of  History,  who  welcomes  any  assistance  which  may  make 
the  work  of  future  students  of  Southern  history  broader  and 
deeper  and  nearer  the  truth.

Since  the  beginning  of  our  operations  in  Forestry,  five  years 
ago,  we  have  cut  2,667,044  feet  of  logs,  which,  with  the  sale 
of  cross  ties  has  netted  us  $10,301.70.  In  all  our  operations 
we  have  followed  with  absolute  fidelity  the  working  plans  of 
the  Bureau  of  Forestry,  whose  valuable  and  gratuitous  serv- 
ice to  the  University  merits  our  sincerest  gratitude.  Mr.  John 
Foley,  the  official  representative  of  the  Bureau,  has  at  all 
times  manifested  a  warm  personal  interest  in  the  University. 
To  his  express  direction  and  supervision  we  are  indebted  for 
the  present  satisfactory  condition  of  our  forest. 

On  January  6,  on  the  invitation  of  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture, I  delivered  an  address  before  the  National  Congress 
of  Foresters  in  the  National  Theatre  at  Washington  on  "The 
"Attitude  of  Educational  Institutions  toward  Forestry."  On 
that  occasion  there  were  such  distinguished  speakers  as  the 
President  of  the  United  States  and  the  French  Ambassador.

BUILDINGS    AND   LANDS. 

Acting  under  your  authority,  on  the  26th  of  August,  1904, 
I  sold  to  Paul  Willoughby  two  tracts  or  parcels  of  land  in 
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McCulloch  County,  Texas,  being  surveys  Nos.  755  and  756  of 
160  acres  each,  originally  granted  to  Andreas  Bartels  and 
patented  by  G.  A.  Sherwood,  by  Patent  No.  940,  Vol.  9,  dated 
15th  October,  1855,  Certificate  No.  842,  Abstract  Nos.  138  and 
139.  The  consideration  was  $1,600,  payable  as  follows:  $400 
in  cash  and  three  vendors'  lien  notes  for  the  sum  of  $400  each, 
due  in  one,  two  and  three  years,  and  drawing  interest  at  the 
rate  of  eight  per  cent,  per  annum. 

Without  your  authority,  but  I  trust  with  your  approval,  I 
purchased  August  27,  1904,  a  tract  of  land  known  as  the 
Walker  Farm,  which  lies  to  the  south  of  and  adjoining  the 
University  domain,  just  under  Green's  View.  The  tract 
contains  150  acres,  twenty-five  of  which  are  in  the  valley  in 
a  state  of  cultivation;  the  balance,  on  the  mountain  side,  is  of 
value  on  account  of  coal  and  timber.  The  valley  land  has  two 
farmers'  cottages,  a  large  barn  and  other  outhouses,  a  good 
orchard  and  a  spring  of  the  purest  water,  flowing  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  gallons  per  day,  enough  to  supply  Sewanee  for 
generations  to  come.  This  property  was  bought  in  at  a  Chan- 
cery sale.  I  had  instructed  our  attorney  to  bid  as  high  as 
$1,000,  but  I  am  glad  to  inform  you  that  the  purchase  price 
was  only  ^363. 

I  submit  herewith  Exhibit  L,  two  communications  from 
John  N.  Adams,  C.  E.  &  E.  M.,  making  application  for  a 
mining  lease  on,  or  rather  under,  the  University  domain.  For 
a  fifty  year  lease  he  offers  to  pay  a  royalty  of  six  cents  per  ton, 
and  to  supply  coal  to  the  University  and  all  the  professors  at 
the  rate  of  eighty  cents  per  ton,  guaranteeing  a  minimum 
royalty  of  twelve  dollars  per  day,  payable  quarterly  in  ad- 
vance. This  minimum  royalty  for  the  year  would  amount  to 
$3>7S6-  He  will  further  contract  not  to  allow » a  mining  camp 
within  two  miles  of  the  University  buildings.  Before  giving 
serious  consideration  to  such  a  proposition,  I  recommend  that 
an  expert  be  consulted. 

The  old  Grammar  School  Dormitory  has  been  for  the  past 
few   years   practically   unoccupied   and    unprotected,    and    has 
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/")  been  therefore  rapidly  deteriorating  in  value.    The  Rev.  Arthur 

R.  Gray  very  generously  offered  to  make  a  long  loan  to  the 
University  of  a  sura  sufficient  to  remodel,  repair  and  equip 
the  building  as  a  first-class  inn.  This  has  been  done  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  $9,000,  and  we  are  now  able  to  provide  ac- 
commodation for  a  class  of  patrons  who  have  heretofore  de- 
clined to  spend  the  summer  at  Sewanee.  The  property,  which 
is  now  worth  $25,000,  is  insured  for  $21,000. 

In  my  last  annual  report  I  suggested  that  consideration  be 
given  to  the  location  of  future  buildings,  and  that  an  Ad- 
visory Committee  be  appointed  for  that  purpose.  Mr.  William 
Martin  Aiken,  an  alumnus  and  the  expert  member  of  this 
Committee,  has  prepared  a  study  of  proposed  development, 
which  I  submit  herewith  as  Exhibit  M. 

Evidences  of  material  progress  during  the  past  year  are 
manifest  on  every  side;  the  Sewanee  Inn  completed,  St. 
Luke's  Memorial  Chapel  approaching  completion,  All  Saints' 
Memorial  Chapel  in  process  of  construction,  the  buildings  gen- 
erally in  good  repair,  the  grounds  beautified,  the  sidewalks 
and  roads  improved.

It  seems  proper  to  record  here  some  further  explanation 
of  several  of  the  gifts  above  named. 

There  has  been  collected  for  the  Semi-Centennial  Fund 
the  sum  of  $27,047.43.  Of  this  amount,  $17,689.37  was  dis- 
tinctly and  specifically  pledged  to  the  building  of  All  Saints' 
Memorial  Chapel,  leaving  $9,558.06,  which  was  given  for  no 
specific  object,  excepting  in  the  case  of  some  small  sums  for 
the  library,  for  the  Scientific  Department,  Academic  Depart- 
ment, Theological  Department,  etc. 

The  pledges  made  for  the  Chapel  Fund,  if  collectable, 
would  produce  in  1907  an  additional  $5,400.  Of  the  amount  re- 
ceived for  the  Semi-Centennial  Fund,  without  any  object 
being  specified,  $1,976  was  upon  notices  sent  out  from  the 
Vice  Chancellor's  office  in  the  winter  of  1903-04,  and  in  the 
spring  of  1904,  and  not  as  the  result  of  the  Chaplain's  trips. 
This  amount  is  generally  upon  pledges  which,  if  redeemed, 
would  bring  in  a  further  sum  of  $1,327  in  1907. 
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There  have  been  promises  made  to  the  Chapel  Fund  (some 
of  them  upon  pledges  upon  which  as  yet  nothing  has  been 
paid),  which  amount  to  about  $8,000.  This  added  to  the 
$27,047.43  and  the  $5,400  and  $1,327  above  mentioned,  give  the 
amount  stated  in  the  Chaplain's  report  as  "approximately 
about  $45,000"  really  $41,764.43. 

Mrs.  T.  U.  Dudley's  gift  of  $5,000  is  for  the  endowment  of 
"The  Bishop  Dudley  Scholarship"  in  the  Theological  De- 
partment, the  beneficiary  to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  of 
Kentucky. 

The  William  Peck  Parrish  Memorial  Scholarship  of  $200 
per  annum  is  for  the  education  of  a  candidate  for  the  min- 
istry, who  "must  be  dependent,  of  good  birth,  and  either  of 
high  or  broad  Church  tendencies  (not  low  Church)." 

The  following  agreement  with  the  Hon.  William  Jennings 
Bryan,  Trustee,  will  set  forth  the  conditions  of  his  gift  of 
$500: 

"Whereas,  Philo  Sherman  Bennett,  late  of  New  Haven, 
Conn.,  by  the  following  paragraph  in  his  will,  to  wit:  T  give 
and  bequeath  unto  William  Jennings  Bryan,  of  Lincoln,  Neb., 
the  sum  of  $10,000,  in  trust  however,  to  be  divided  among 
several  colleges  to  be  selected  by  him,  the  amount  given  to 
each  college  to  be  invested  by  the  managers  of  said  institution 
and  the  annual  proceeds  used  to  aid  poor  and  deserving  boys 
to  obtain  an  education,'  named  William  Jennings  Bryan,  of 
Lincoln,  Neb.,  as  trustee  to  distribute  the  said  sum  for  the  pur- 
pose named  in  said  will,  and 

"Whereas,  The  University  of  the  South,  Sewanee,  Tenn., 
has  been  selected  by  Mr.  Bryan  as  one  of  the  beneficiaries 
under  the  will,  therefore 

"This  Agreement  Witnesseth,  That  the  sum  of  $500  has 
been  received  by  the  said  college  from  the  said  William  Jen- 
nings Bryan,  and  will  be  safely  invested,  and  the  annual  pro- 
ceeds used  to  establish  a  fund  to  be  known  as  the  Philo  Sher- 
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man  Bennett  Fund,  said  sum  to  be  used  by  said  college  to  aid 
poor  and  deserving  boys  in  obtaining  an  education. 

"It  is  understood  that  the  boys  receiving  the  benefit  of  this 
fund  shall  be  in  honor  bound  to  return  to  the  college  the 
money  so  advanced  as  soon  as  they  can  conveniently  do  so 
after  leaving  college,  and  the  money  so  returned  shall  be  used 
for  the  aid  of  other  boys  in  like  manner  as  it  was  used  at  first 
The  fund  will  thus  be  increased  and  the  beneficiaries  will 
have  the  pleasure  of  passing  on  to  others  the  aid  provided  by 
Mr.   Bennett's  generosity."

FINANCES. 

I  shall  make  no  further  statement  as  to  the  details  of  the 
financial  conduct  of  the  University,  first,  because  I  conceive 
it  to  be  my  work  in  the  main  to.  deal  with  the  educational 
problems  and  needs  of  the  University  and  to  convey  to  you 
as  well  as  I  may  the  expression  of  the  purposes  and  aims  of 
the  Faculty;  and,  secondly,  for  the  reason  that  the  financial 
status  of  the  University  is  admirably  presented  in  the  re- 
port of  Mr.  W.  L.  McFarland,  our  expert  accountant,  which 
contains  a  complete  exhibit  of  the  operations  of  the  past  year. 

I  make  the  following  quotations  from  this  report,  which 
is  submitted  herewith  as  Exhibit  N : 

"I  have  carefully  examined  the  books  and  accounts  of  the 
University  and  Supply  Store,  covering  a  period  of  twelve 
months,  beginning  with  my  last  audit,  and  ending  March  I, 
1905.  I  am  pleased  to  report  all  the  accounts  correct  in  every 
particular,  as  shown  by  the  books,  and  all  cash  receipts  both 
of  the  University  and  Store  have  been  fully  accounted  for  by 
proper  vouchers  on  file  and  balance  in  bank. 

"I  have  also  examined  the  securities  for  investments  of 
endowment  funds  and  find  the  same  correct  and  in  balance 
with  the  accounts  on  the  books." 
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CONCLUSION. 

We  are  preparing  to  celebrate  in  1907  the  Semi-Centennial 
of  that  gathering  on  Lookout  Mountain  which  resulted  in 
the  founding  of  the  University. 

To  found  and  develop  a  University  in  a  wilderness  may 
seem  to  the  young  who  look  back  upon  the  record  a  roman- 
tic and  chivalrous  enterprise,  like  the  search  for  the  Holy 
Grail ;  but  to  those  who  took  part  in  the  work  there  were  hours 
of  weariness,  discouragement  and  peril.  The  greater  the  task, 
the  greater  the  victory.  While  the  achievements  of  the  past 
fifty  years  will  be  sufficiently  great  for  celebration,  the  Ideal  of 
this  University  is  still  more  worthy  of  celebration.  In  the 
words  of  one  who  was  permitted  to  see  but  not  to  enter  the 
Promised  Land :  "And  ye  shall  hallow  the  fiftieth  year  .  .  . 
a  jubilee  shall  that  fiftieth  year  be  unto  you!"
